“The Japanese, June 22, occupied the 
village of Siandiao, but toward evening 
evacuated the place under pressure by 
a detachment of our vanguard. 

“The enemy oncentrated three bat- 
talions with six guns and four squad- 
rons of cavalry, at Matsiavaitze, and 
at dawn of June 23, a detachment con- 
sisting of a battalion of infantry, two 
Guns and two squadrons of cavalry 
suddenly attacked a company of our 
vanguard bivouacking at Siandiao and 
forced the company to retire. The Jap- 
anese occupied Black Mountain, north 
of Siandiao, and also the pass east 
of Siandiao,. on the Siakhotung road. 

“The Russians concentrat on the 
heights near Stakhotung.

LINEMEN HAVE NO RIGHTS. 

City Attorney Mathews yesterday 
afternoon said that he would issue a 
complaint against any lineman caught 
mutilating a shade tree in the city 
streets. Prosecutign will begunder 4 
State statute for the preservation of 
trees and hedges. 

Even though the law on the point 
should prove a bit weak, a jury of men 
who had seen their fine streets ruined 
by these despollers would order them 
drawn and quartered on general prin- 
ciples. 

City Attorney Mathews has also 
‘| pointed but a means of restitution 
whereby the trees may be restored and 
the lost beauty of the streets reguined. 
Under the tree-planting act passed by 
the State Legislature in 1893, and incor- 


} porated in the city charter in Decem- 


ber, 1900, the City Council can plant a 
street in trees and care for it for three 
years, and the expense can be assessed 
as a lien on the abutting property. 

The only in which. property 
owners desiring a street improved can 
preserve their trees is to embody in 
the petition for the improvement a stip- 
ulation that the curb line shall “ey = 
80 as not to interfere with the 
standing on the sidewalk. 

Members of the Board of Public 
Works have been insisting for months 
that petitioners for street improve- 


ments should state whether there are 


trees in the way. 

This did not prevent the destruction 
last week of a rew of magnificent gre- 
villas on Union avenue between Sev- 
enth and Eighth streets. The wild ass 
of the desert who brought the petition 
before the Council said that there were 
no trees in the way of the improve- 
ment. The Council took his word for 
it. Then came the slaughter. 


STREETS FOR PLANTING. 
Led by the Board of Public Works, 


the members of the Council yesterday 


discussed selecting streets for replant- 
ing under the tree planting act of 1893. 
This act provides that the Council shall 
let a contract for planting” trees and 
caring for them for three years. The 
contractor receives one-half his money 
when the work is accepted by the 
Street Superintendent, one-fourth in 
eighteen months, if the trees are thriv- 
ing, and the remainder in three years 
from the completion of the work. 

The cost of planting and caring for 


the trees is made a lien against — 


property on the street. the same 
the cost of grading a street. 

In December, 190, the electors of Los 
Angeles yoted to include the tree plant- 
ing act in the city charter. It is there 
now, and is just as active as when it 
was passed by the State ature, 
not a singe clause of it has been de- 
clared unconstitutional.

Secretary Gives Reasons in Detail—Despotism Which 
Has Hurt the Northern City—Other Firms Depart. 


AN FRANCISCO, June 24.—Labor 
: 8 union leaders are constantly talking 
about what unionism has done for 
the laboring classes. But there is an- 
other side to the story so far as San 
Francisco is concerned. It is the dark 
page of the city’s history, It tells 
of the ruin of once prosperous busi- 
ness men. It records the flight of cap- 
ital to more congenial climes. It re- 
cords the avoidance of the metropolis 
of the Pacific Coast by manufacturing 
interests as if the place were infested 
with a plague. 3 
More than one firm has departed 
quietly, making no ripple on the sur- 
face of the complacent waters of 
prosperity, but some have gone which 
have left their scars on the city. There 


This concern was num- 
bered amongst the largest contractors 
in the city. It had charge of building 
contracts on the immense structures 
which add dignity to the city. But the

“Too much unionism in San Fran- 
cisco to make it profitable to do busi- 
ness in this city,” is the reason given. 
The McCarthy Company never had 
open fights with the unions. It com- 
plied with the demands of the agitators 
without comment and continued to do 
business until it found that the limit 
hed been reached and then it simply 
took the alternative and closed up 
its shops and went away. When con- 
ditions became unbearable the com- 
pany closed out its contracts and then 
went to Los Angeles and started in 
anew to build up a business. The de- 
cision was reached after a long ef- 
fort to make the unions see that the 
company was going to pieces under 
the demands made on if. But the 
unions could not see that they were 
killing the goose that laid the golden 
eggs, and the McCarthy Company is 
now absent. 

LABOR TOO TYRANNICAL. 
The unions were not offensive when 
the McCarthys began their business. 
The firm started under the best of 
auspices and soon worked up a com- 
fortable business. More and more 
men were employed, until the money 
expended for labor reached into the 
thousands of doliars each day. Then 
the unions began to show their teeth. 
Demand after demand was made and 
met until the unionists thought that 
all they had to do was to ask for any- 
thing they wanted. But there was a 
limit, and when that was reached the 
thousands of dollars that went to the 
employés of the company were shut off, 
and the men who had such comfort- 
able jobs began to look about for 
other places to fill. — 

E. Avery McCarthy, secretary of 
the company, hides nothing in his 
story of the reasons why the company 
left so good a field as San Francisco. 
He says: 3

their lines tighter about three years 
ago. Then we gradually ceased mak- 
ing our investments, and closed out 
our contracts. We have done prac- 
tically no business in San Francisco 
since then. We found that ordinary 
buildings in San Francisco would cost 
about $5000 more than they would in 
any other city in the United States; 
all on account of the exactions of 
the unions. 

“The rules of the unions seem in- 
credible when we look back over our 
experiences in San Francisco. Tne 
builders and owners are tied hand and 
foot. The laborers, in all classes of 
building work, feel so secure in their 
positions, that it is impossible to get 
full value of the wages paid them. 
The hours are shortened to the limit, 
and then these hours are cut down 
by the time exactions which cannot be 
comprehended by one not in the build- 
ing business. One does not dare to 
expostulate with a workman or ask 
him to do better for fear that he will 
leave the job and take his fellows with 
him. And then when the men of one 
line go out they take with them all 
the men of the other lines of work who 
are on the job. | 

“Men who were receiving the high- 
est wage ever paid to a skilled me- 
chanic and whose rs had been cut 
to the minimum, Would sit around 
and smoke when they felt that they 
had done enough work. They would 
loiter about the building and gossip 
over union affairs, or amuse them- 
selves with skylarking. The harder 
tasks were shirked, and the quality of 
the work done was inferior. In a mul- 
titude of ways the men would shirk 
the work and steal the time of the 
employer. | 

USED EVERY DODGE. 

“The chief trouble with the men was 
their loitering. We could figure on 
the increased wage scale and the de- 
creased hours of work, but the men 
would not- abide by their agreements 
in these respects. The men were not

They would be apparently busy, but 
an unskilled boy could often have 
equalled the result of their day’s 
work. 

“This condition is the chief de- 
fect in the union system. It calls for 
the same pay for all men, and the 
best workers can get no more than 
those who hardly know the rudiments 
of their trade. It is this rule which 
causes so much shirking on the part 
of the good men. They have no in- 
centive to do their best. 

“Then there is the multiplicity of 
unions. One union protects another. 
A carpenter would only do carpenter 
work, a plumber a plumber's, and so 
on, all down the line. If the brick- 
‘layer had a dozen bricks to lay to 
finish a job, he would sit around until 
the hodcarrier came and brought those 
dozen bricks. A plumber could not 
saw out a board which had to be re- 
moved in order to make a pipe con- 
nection, and would sit around charg- 
ing up time while a messenger ‘was 
sent to find a carpenter who could 
come to do the five minute’s work 
for which he would charge half a day’s 


pay. 

“The rules regarding apprentices 
are very strict. Much labor could 
have been performed by unskilled 
boys, but it was impossible for me 
to have it done that way. The policy 
of the unions would not permit ‘that 
to be done. The apprentice’s work 
was laid out for him by the boss of 
the job and there was no getting around 
the rules. The reduction of the ap- 
prentices, in addition to reducing the 
chances of an American boy to learn 
a trade, Increased the force of skilled 
mechanics and consequently increased 
the cost of every building érected. 

“Then there were the various 
branches of the Building Trades’ 
Council, on which it was impossible 
for an outsider to keep tab. Lathers 
and plasterers would come to work on 
a building and then go away because 
they found that some of the workmen 
did not belong to the same branch 
— There would 

rther y until the 
straightened out. W 


AS IN A LOOKING GLASS. 


“One of the vexatious incidents 
Weich gave me annoyance is recalled 
now, and it looks amusing in the light 
of distance. But it will serve to show 
to what extent union rules go to make 
the life of a contractor a burden. 

I had occasion, at one time, to set 
afew small mirrors into several 
medicine cabinets, and, being in a 
hurry, I asked a carpenter who was 
working for me to put them in. He 
was willing enough and started to do 
it but was soon detected by a painter 
who was passing through the room. 
Tae painter told the carpenter that he 
would better leave the glass alone, as 
it was contrary to the rules. The 
glass setters’ union would make 
trouble if they heard about a carpen- 
ter doing their kind of work. 

“The carpenter quit the job and I 
sent for a professional glass setter to 
finish it. He came and began taking 
off the strips of wood which held the 
glass in place. The carpenter stopped 
him and told him that he must touch 
nothing in the way of wood. So they 
compromised by going together. The 
carpenter removed the strips while 
the glass setter waited until that was 
finished, and then the glass setter 
waited until the carpenter replaced 
the strips. One mirror was done at 
a time, and in the end, through much 
waiting on both sides, the job was 
finished and two men charged up full 
day's time for a job twat one man 
could have completed in half a day. 

_ “This sounds ridiculous, but it is an 
actual fact which occurred under my 
own eyes. This sort of practice on the 
part of the unions nearly doubles the 
pay roll, and there is no way to pre- 
vent it. I could go on all day and 
tell of the various ways the unions 
have of increasing the cost to the con- 
tractors. In the end, of course, ine 
man who pays for all this is the man 
who employs the contractor. But the 
dem-.ds have reached such a_ point 
that building 6perations in San Fran- 
cisco are now confined to cases of ne- 
cessity. Men with money to invest pre- 
ier to wait until conditions are better, 
and even such small matters as minor 
repairs are put off as long as possible 
in the hope that the demands will de- 
crease. 

“These are but a few of the things 
that harass the contractor, and that 
Ave induced us to look for a better 
place to do business. I hope that in 
time the unions will come to see 
tnings in their proper light and permit 
us to return to San Francisco, for we 
believe it to be a good field of opera- 
tions provided we can compete with 
otner cities in erecting houses.” 

BUT ONE OF MANY. 


The McCarthy Company which has 
been cited so fully, is but one of many. 
Dozens of smaller contractors have 
left San Francisco because they found 
it impossible to do business here with 
any reasonable security. Manufactur- 
ers’ have closed their places and gone 
away, throwing hundreds of people out 
of employment, and business in all 
Mines has been retarded.

LABOR NOTES. 

The San Francisco Labor Council is 
ge.i.ng very tired of furnishing adver- 
tising matter for firms who will not 
bow down to labor domination. The 
boycott of the Owl drug store was 
found by actual investigation of tne 
Council to have increased the trade of 
the store even among unionists. Then 
it was found that the pickets in front 
of Siminoff’s cloak store were the 
means of increasing the trade of that 
store in a marked degree. The mat- 
ter was so plainly set forth in a re- 
port to the Labor Council at a recent 
meeting that that body adopted a reso- 
lution calling attention to the.fact that 
the pickets were a benefit rather than 
a detriment to the boycotted store, and 
declaring that hereafter the boycotts 
endorsed by the Labor Council would 
be carried on without the use of pick- 
ets. It was also ordered that the 
pickets in front of the store of 
Siminoff, which were maintained by 
the council, should be taken off and 
the pay of the same stopped. This is 
one of the victories of the Citizen’s 
Alliance, which has'made the boycott 
so obnoxious to the unionists that 
they are now getting to be afraid to 
their boycotts in public 
print. 
if The Sign Painters’ Union passed 

one of the most drastic resolutions in 
the history of local boycotts, at one of 
its recent meetings, and now the mem- 
bers are afraid that it is so broad there 
will be trouble for members who are 
not blessed with long memories. Ar- 
cording to the resolution any member 
wno is seen talking to, walking or 
standing on the street with, or going 
into the office of Swan, the painter, 
will have charges brougu: against him, 
and he will be subjected toa heavy 
fine. Swan is not worrying any over 
the resolution, for he thinks it will 
save him a lot of trouble from the at- 
tentions of objectionable union men 
who under similar conditions are wont 
to stand in front of the place of busi- 
ness and annoy the proprietor. Swan 
says he is getting along very nicely 
since the painters boycotted him, and 
he sees no reason to regret his action 
in making his shop an open one. 
‘Business has not fallen off in the least 
and he is filling all orders without a 
hitch. The trouble, which was brought 
about by the fight between two fac- 
tions of the painters, was none 
Swan’s making or seeking, and he says 
he will do nothing to heal the breach. 

The attacks on non-union men go 
merrily on these warm summer days. 
Not a day passes—or rather not a 
night, for the unionist is not man 
enough to attack by daylight—but 
some poor devil gets a pounding at the 
hands of the-union thugs. It makes 
not the slightest difference to the 
thugs whether the victim be a non- 
union man looking for a job, or some 
union man passing on the street, the 
attack is made and if the victim gets 
away without the loss of his loose 
change he is indeed lucky.

LABOR UNION is HELD LIABLE 
FOR DAMAGES. 


New Jersey Law as interpreted by 
the Supreme Court Hits the Medd- 
ling Walking Delegate a Hard 
Blow—Employers Have Redress 
for Injury by Boycott. 


One by one the courts of the coun- 
try are ruling against the boycott and 
proclaiming that employers have re- 
dress for injury done to their business 
by reason of that infamous tradcs- 
union war measure. Reviewing the 
case the Pittsburgh Labor World says: 
That a labor union is liable for 
damages resulting from a boycott or- 
dered by it was the principle of New 
Jersey law laid down by Justice 
Franklin Fort in the Supreme C uri. 
when Dressler & Hollander, contrac- 
tors, of Perth Amboy, obtained a ver- 
dict of $500 against a walking delegate 
and other members of the Bricklayers’ 
and Plasterers’ Protective Union of the 
same city. 
The plaintiff firm was a member of 
the Union Trades Association, which

Loud 
grumbling has resulted, for a grievous 
and undoubted wrong has been in- 
flicted on many who have made an 
early visit to the fair, with little or 
no likelihood of being able to come 
again. 

Not only have refiections been cast 
upon the exposition management gen-

able date of the opening, their own na- 
tion, the host of the fair, claiming to 
be the most prompt and businesslike 
people in the world, should have’ 
shown such lamentable dilatoriness. 
“Strict attention to the industrial 
side of the exposition, but only half- 
hearted appreciation of the artistic 
side’”’—such has been the inevita>le 
taunt which, if voiced by none, has 
been in the miuds of many among the 
tens of thousands du May and 
early June have foresd to turn 
their disappointed footsteps .

HOW UNIONS PLOTTSD. 

During the building of the fair the 
massive main Art Pavilion was 
promptly recognized by the labor 
unions as the most effective fulcrum 
for exerting leverage on the directors’ 
of the exposition. If this edifice were 
to stand on the hill with half-com- 
pleted walls and unroofed, the whole 
fair would be killed by ridicule. So 
the moment there was trouble élse- 
where labor on the Art Building was 
suspended “in sympathy” with the dis- 
contented ones in some other quarter, 
and was not resumed until the “hands 
up” order of the union bosses had 
been complied with. Thus the Art 
Building was the last edifice on the 
grounds to reach structural comple- 
tion. But even at this stage the trou- 
ble was by no means over. The car- 
penters and the decorators had still 
to play their part. So the work lin- 
gered, hung up at irregular intervals, 
but with those in swpposed authority 
only too thankful to see bits of it be- 
ing gradually done. Meanwhile hun- 
dreds of cases of pictures were lying 
stacked, all ready for the final task of 
installation. 

To assist in this the directorate 
had called in, from numerous art gal- 
leries and museums throughout A™mer- 
ica, men specially skilled in the han !- 
ling and ha., ging of pictures—experts 
and art lovers who alone can give the 
subtle ertistic touches to the arrange- 
ment of a picture gallery.

The three mil- 
lions made in minstrelsy were lost in 
the depths of deep holes in the moun- 
tains of Colorado and Utah that Jack 
Haverly fondly called “my mines.” 

“Luck,” that was ever loyal to his 
mastodon black faces, left him where 
he wooed fortune on Wall street, or on 
the Board of Trade. She gibed at his 
mines. And just as he was turning 
back to the boards, he died. In 
death the stage reclaimed him. The 
casket stood in the center of the 
Grand Opera stage at Salt Lake City, 
and The Runaway Girl company sang 
“Nearer, My God, to Thee and “Abide 
With Me” over the flower-covered re- 
mains. The lime light illumined the 
dark stage, and fell upon him at the 
last 


“Checkered like the twilight of even- 
ing has been his career,” said the 
preacher who performed the last rites, 
“but through it all there shone the 
clear light of a regal manhood. He 
was a sun-crowned man, always 
genial, courteous, lovable; a stranger. 
to bitterness and jealousy. 

“In God’s temple of amusement he 
was an ordained priest, as thoroughly 
consecrated as 1 am to my work in 
the ministry.” 

A year before his death Col. Hav- 
erly signed a five years’ contract for 
the use of his name for a traveling or- 
ganization. Mrs. Haverly, in the first 
grief-stricken days of her morning. 
signed what she thought was a re- 
ceipt for back royalties, but was a re- 
lease of the contract. . 

She brought suit for the exclusive 
use of her husband’s name, as upon 
this depended her livelihood. The 
lower courts awarded her the right. 
The case was appealed, and awaits 
the laggard movements of the law. 
Meanwhile Mrs. Haverly is waging the 
battle for bread and the tiny flat on 
Columbus avenue with what Clara 
Morris calls “those pitifully weak 
weapons, powder and rouge.“ | 

Thank heaven, and Jack Haverly, 
and her own stirdy nature, she in- 
dulges in none of the “glooms and sa- 
bles of conversation.” 

Yet, Will J. Davis, the Chicago man- 
ager, says: “If the men whom Jack 
Haverly helped should line up and 
give $10 apiece for the hundreds and 
thousands he gave them, Mrs. Haverly 
would never have another anxious 
thought.” 1 

And that worn traveling she 
carries to the theaters nightly as- 
toundingly heavy. The Matinee Girl, 
who has often been called a “husky 
lass,” lifted it once/and set it down 
with a sigh of despair. But Mrs. 
Haverly, at fifty, carries it up and 
down the L stairs and to the stage 
doors and about town with a smile. 

It isn’t what happens to you that 
matters,” she says, wise as Epieletus,

Shakespeare never won laurels as a 
very great actor. His greatest triumph 
was as the Ghost in his own “Ham- 
let.” His name was associated with 
those of Burbage and Kemp, and al- 
most all his tragic characters were 
created on the stage by the former, 
and his comic ones by the latter as 
long ds he lived. Outside playwriting, 
Shakespeare made his way in early 
life as a poet. He came before the 
public as a writer of narativyes in verse. 
The eritics of those days dwelt with 
special emphasis on his sweetness of 
versification, and he was unanimously 
entitled honey-tongued. “Sweet Master 
Shakespeare” became a regular form 
of address among his contemporaries.

More space than is commonly 
allotted to the study of early British 
literature is here aceorded to the 
work of those pioneers of early Eng- 
ish literature, and the treatment of 
Beowulf, as the epic of heathen Eng- 
land, is especially sympathetic and 
satisfactory. 

The chapter dealing with “Liter-. 
ature after the Conquest,” is highly 
to be commended, as is the one 
devoted to the mysteries and miracle 
Plays, which supplies all the informa- 
tion necessary to the adaptation of 
this exhaustive subject to the use of 
very young students. The treatment 
of the Elizabethan period is less sue 
cessful, as the pupil will scarcely gain 
from this chapter a correct idea of the 
overpowering influence of Shakespeare 
upon dramatic literature. 

The closing chapter on “The Mod- 
ern Period” is not only the most sat- 
isfactory sketch of this period of in- 
tense intellectual activity yet avail- 
able for the pupil, but it will be of 
much value to the teacher. It is sug- 
gestive and tends to stimulate, rather 
than to satisfy inquiry, and forms in 
this respect an admirable contrast to 
Which dismiss. with an air of

1 which have puzsied schol- 


ars years. 

The historical sketches, which in- 
troduce the literature of each period 
are clear and succinct statements of 
pre conditions. The defini- 
tions provided for the student are 
excelient and will save the teacher 
much valuable time, as he will be 
able to omit much of the technical 
part of his work and to devote him- 
self to creating and fostering the in- 
telligent appreciation, which is tne 
legit te result of the study of lit- 
erature. The tables of suggested 
reading matter are far too meager in 
scope. It is impossible that a pupil 
can form even approximately an in- 
telligent idea of an author whose 
work he has seen only in such brief 
and scanty selections, hence much 
supplementary work on the part of 
the teacher will be necessary to com- 
plete even an ordinary course of 
reading. The map of literary Eng- 
land is an excellent and most useful 
feature of the primer, which is ren- 
dered unusually attractive by the 
large numberof photographs it con- 
tains, and by the graceful, easy style 
in which it is written. ;

THE PENOBSCOT MAN. By Fannie Hardy 
Eckatroin. Houghton, Mifflin 4 Co, Boston. 
This collection of tales of the log- 

gers of the Penobscot is a book for 
vacation time. It is redolent of the 
smoke of the camp fire around which 
gather the river woodmen and guides 
who tell the stories of their feats of 
daring and of the strange adventures 
which have befallen them in ther 
struggle with the mighty river. Around 
this river center the lives of these 
men. It teaches them lessons of cour- 
age, of daring almost approaching 
recklessness, of bardihood; of endu- 
rance and of contempt for death—all 
of which qualities are the essence of 
heroism, and heroes indeed they are, 
these grim-faced, hard-swearing, cour- 
ageous men. Joe Attien, dying to save 
his crew; Spencer, facing danger, and 
suffering unspeakable, to rescue the 
four men left on the log jam in the 
middie of the river; the sturdy crew 
of loggers who would permit no man 
to surpass tkem in daring the foam- 
ing Water; the soldier who kept up the 
young lad’s courage on the heaving 
jam in the midnight darkness are as 
truly herote as Kipling’s British sol- 
diets and the stoty of their deeds has 
the accent of veracity. 

Nor are the characters without a 
rude chivalry, nor incapable of appre- 
clating a woman's charm. The 
story of “A Chump of Posies” proves 


| them gallant men at heart and re- 


sponsive to beauty. The picture of 
these hardy sons of the forest treas- 
uring the lady's slipper praised by the 
girl is one ich appeals to the read- 
er as almost too charming to be true. 
So does the sentiment of “Hymns Be- 
fore Battle,” when the loggers, spying 
a woman's footprint in the soft river 
mud, must fall to singing songs of 
home before they cut the jam which 


each man knows may be fra t with 
deadly peril. Mrs. knows 
her men, her woods and her river. 


She gives us the men's unadorned ver- 
sion of their d Ss, and fills us with 
admiration for their heroism. But, 
unfortunately, she cannot resist the 
temptation to multiply details, to sup- 
pose different results, and—most fa- 
tal of all, to narrative interest—to 
moralize. Her stories lack vivacity and 
spirit, not in their incidents, but in 
her rendering of them. With her ma- 
terial and with her power of dwerva- 
tion and her familiarity with the life 
she describes, she might have given 
Us a series of tales as enthralling as 
“Mine Own People.” or as charming as 
“The Ruling Passion,” and that she 
has not done so is due to the Hmita- 
tions of her style rather than to those 
of her subject. The stories lack per- 
spective and narrative power, yet there

It is perhaps a healthy sign of the 
times that a writer should set him- 
self so persistently as does Mr. Mal- 
lock to the consideration of the re- 
ligious questions of the day. Every 
effort to arouse interest and stimu- 
late thought along religious lines is 
to be commended and there is a class 
of readers that likes its theology in 
a fictitious setting. For these read- 
ers evidently or for the author's own

. Mallock’s attempts to formulate 
an adequate theory of life, was writ- 
ten, and to them it will prove inter- 
esting and satisfactory.

Among 
these is the establishing of a court of 
pronunctation before which ever) 
teacher should be compelled to pass an 
examination, and thus insure to every 
child the inestimable advantage of hear- 
in. at least in his school room, good, 
pure, standard English. Another is the 
insistence with which he emphasiz2s 
the absolute necessity for a good, well- 
selected library in every school. Mr. 
Wells's book may be defined as an at- 
tack upon existing conditions in the 


home. the school, the economic world, 


the church, and the state of his native 
country. Nor does America escape 
his scathing criticism in matters edu- 
cational, social or political. In both 
England and America he declares stu- 
pidity to be rampant, the only differ- 
ence being that the passive stupidity 
of the Englishman is the active si- 
ness of the American—the one sticks 
in the mud of inherited prejudice, the 
other cuts corners in the attempt to 
gain a worthless end. He finds little 
to commend in our crude, half-baked 
ideals of democratic equality, and our 
much-vaunted public-school system, in 
which ill-educated teachers attempt to 
cram into the totally unprepared minds 
of their pupils a heterogeneous collec- 
tion of facts, or a still more uncom- 
prehended mass of theory, especially 
in the teaching of that abstract sub- 
ject, the English grammar. 

One of his suggestions will commend 
wide-spread approval. It is that 
authors should be pensioned, so that 
they may not be forced to write for 
a living. but may slowly and carefully 
evolve their finest work. his would 
be an immense gain to literature, both 
in restricting the geen and improv- 
ing the quality of production, accord- 
ing to Mr. Wells’s views. Mankind in 
the Making” is upon the whole a read- 
able and suggestive book, but one 
which is too purely theoretical to 
sess great ~ractical value.

Slav or Saxon. 
SLAY OK BAXON? By William Dudley 
Foulke. G. P. Putmam’s Sons, New York. 

Mr. Foulke’s admirable study of the 
growth and tendencies of Russian civ- 
iligation is published as No. 43 in Put- 
nam’s “Questions of the Day” series. 
This book was first issuéd in 1877, 
when Mr. Foulke's conception of Rua- 
sia’s aspiration to universal domina- 
tion was regarded as widely impossi- 
ble; a second edition appeared in 1898, 
1 which time the most incredulous 
of his critics had grown silent, recog- 
nizing Mr. Foulke’s ability as a student 
of history and human nature. The im- 
portant events which have occured 
since 1898, with the far-reaching possi- 
bilities of their effect upon the com- 
merce and the politics of the world 
have decided Mr. Foulke to issue a 
third edition, which he has thoroughly 
revised, and to which he has added five 
entire chapters dealing wiih the pres- 
ent war in the Far East and discussing 
Its issues. 

Mr. Foulke considers Englahd and 
Russia the only European powers ca- 
pable of colonization, as they alone 

the genius of government. 


Sane and Germany have, in his opin- 


fon, reached the zenith of their glory. 
Spain and Austria are tottering to 
their fall. The Slav. and the Aaxon 
alone are orous in thelr growth. 
The struggle for universal dominion, 
then, must be between these two p- 
posed civilizations of widely-distinct 
ideals. The Englishman as a colonigzer 
aims to develop self-government among 
nations wholly antagonistic to Western 
ideals of liberty; the Russian, 
closely allied to the Mongolian by olood 
and by modes of thought, endeavurs 
only to bring the semi-barbarous peo- 
ple with Wh h pentane directly un- 
der the control of Holy Russia.’ 

From this difference in ideals arises 
an often thinly-veiled contempt for 
each other's power as manifestei in 
This Mr. Foulke regards as 
unfortunate, since it tends to blind 
both England and America to the grav- 
ity of the peril to civilization involved 
in the gratification of Russia's ambi- 
tion to control the entire Asiatic conti- 
nent. Here at Herat, the gate of India, 
Mr. Foulke believes that Russia and 
Engiand will meet in the death grapple 
which shall decide the fate of civiliza- 
tion. What the result of that struggle 
will be, or when it will take place, no 
human wisdom can foresee, for only 
too often in the world’s history has a 
highly-developed civilization given way 
before the onslaught of a barbarian 


horde. Such being the gravity of the 
peril to litical and commercial m- 
terests, r. Foulke advises the Saxon 


to uphold Japan in the stand she is 
making against Russian encroachment, 
lest we find ourselves in the position 
of maintaining the Philippines as an 
open door to the East only (> have that 
door shut in our faces by Russian sov- 
ereignty in China. 
In support of this proposition Mr. 
Foulke traces most interestingly the 
wth of the Ruasian nation from its 
cradle in the plateau of Valdai, bound- 
ed by the Dnieper, the. Volga, and the 
Ilimen, to its present territorial ex- 
pansion in the ion of one-sixth 
of the land of the entire globe. The 
causes of this immense territorial 
growth he assumes to lie in the nature 
of the people, in the high birth mate 
in the union of church and state, an 
in the autocracy of the government. 
The enormous undeveloped resources 
of Russia, agricultural and mineral. her 
immense forests and the edicts agatnst 
émigration, all conduce to the develop- 
ment of new flelds for Russian energy. 
which, controlled as it is by govern- 
mental authority, will in time absorb 
the commerce of the East. 
The new chapters of Mr. Fo>ulke’s 
book discuss the entire Eastern ques- 
tion, the struggle between China and 
Japan for the Liao-tung peninsula, the 
interference of the European powers. 
the intrigues by which Russia obtained 
possession of the province, the Man- 
churian Railway, the Boxer uprising, 
Russia’s failure to keep faith with the 
allies by withdrawing her troops ac- 
cording to the terms of her agreement, 
and her aggression in Korea. ' 
These subjects are treated without 
p or bitterness, and the con- 
clusions reached by the author are, 
from the Saxon standpoint, unassail- 
able. The K is carefully written 
and presents in a forcible and interest- 
ing manner the principal facts in con- 
nection with the important question of 
Russian expansion and Muscovite dom- 
ination.

t of the dead. Bat John Brough- 
tom ie really much more worthy of 
such honor than many who are in- 
terred there. He was a notable man 
in bie way: He found his way to tne 
top of his profession and by pluck 
and hard hitting maintained himself 
there for several years. He lived to 
@ green old age and was long em- 
ployed as a verger in the Abbey be- 
fore he died in 1789. He wished to 
have the words “Champion Prize- 
Fighter of England,” which consti- 
tuted his claim to fame, inscribed on 
his tombstone. But the then dean of 
the Abbey would not permit it, and on 
the tablet to his memory in the West 
Colister, Broughton ise commended to 
the remembrance of posterity merely 
as a “Yeoman of the Guard.”

Their mis- 
sion failed. Then the Count tried 
the game of murder with more suc- 
cess. Thynn was riding down 
Pall Mall one Sunday evening, his 
coach was stopped by Captain Vrats 
and two hired villians, and Thynn’s 
career was terminated by a blunder- 


depicts the murder, and incidentally 
justifies the boast subsequently made 
by Thynn’s coachman that he, too, 
had his effigy in the Abbey.

It is a singular fact that mo painter 
is interred in the Abbey, for no other 
reason apparently than that sucées- 
sive Deans had no appreciation of 
that form of art. And it is one of the 
many strange illustrations of the irony 
of fate found in the Abbey that the

which Pope acknowledged to be 
worst he had ever written. 

Of ecclesiastical dignitaries and di- 
vines there are about four dosen 
commemorated in the Abbey and ao 
particular standard of greatness ceems 
to have been applied in determining 
their fitness for such an exalted honor. 
The great majority of them have been 
connected with the Abbey. Among 
them is Dean Sprat, now chiefly re- 
membered because he refused to allow 
Milton's name to appear in an epitaph 
to somebody else in the Abbey. But 
Deans of Westminster, whether great 
or little, are buried in the Abbey as 
a matter of course. Dean Stanley and 
his wife are buried in Henry VII's 
Chapel where the Dean has an impos-

GREAT WOMEN NEGLECTED. 
Apart ffoth actresses, great women 
have retei¥ed the most scaut reeogal 
tion in the Abbey though memorials 
have been bestowed on many of the 
sex there. Aphra Behn, the barber’s 


daughter, perhaps has some claim to 
fame as the first woman to earn a liv- 
ing by her pen in England, though her 
licentiousness was notorious 
Charles II made use of ber as @ 5 
during the Dutch war. By Way, 
contrast it is interestint to note that 
according to the inscription on Mrs. 
Martha Birch’s monument she was 
“chaste, wise, and prudent,” though it 
is evident she owes her place among 
the immortals not to those commen- 
Gable virtues but to the fact that her 
second husband was a Prebendary 
the Abbey. 

On the tablet to Mrs. Katherine 
Bovey, on the south side of the great 
nave, it is recorded that her “person 
and understanding would have become 
the highest rank in life, and her vivac- 
ity would have recommended her in 
the best conversation, but by judgment 
as well as by inclination she chose 
such retirement as gave her great op- 
portunity for reading and resection.“ 
Apparently, therefore, she is commem- 
orated in this temple of fame because 
of what she might have been bad she 
not chosen to be something else. But 
the incongruities of the Abbey are 
endless.

business houses, I must differ from the 


critics. A/city government is a huge 
concern, which changes its head ev- 
ery few years. No man has ever been 
Mayor long enough to impress his per- 
sonality on every city employé or to 
put into effect his own ways and meth- 
ods of conducting business. If he has 
had a successful business career he 
achieved that success by years of self- 
sacrifice and persistent energy. He 
built up his business, selecting his 
Own material and surrounding himself 
with associates and employés which 
through the process of elimination, 
proved the correctness of the theory 
of the survival of the fittest. He dealt 
with a certain class of customers, he 
knew their whims, their needs, their 
characteristics. He developed into a 
specialist. 

When he became Mayor he found 
himself at the head of a concern whose 
customers formed the great, hetero- 
geneous public. Instead of selecting 
his employés they were picked out 
for him. The short ternr of his office 
made it physically impossible for him 
to learn in thorough detail this new 
and strange business, no matter how 
earnestly he studied. Where before he 
had been dealing with one class, he 
now had to deal with all kinds and 
conditions of classes. But above all he 
found himself joined to an independent 
partner, the board of Aldermen, and

A Poet Laureate’s life, like that of 
the proverbia) policeman, is not al- 
ways a happy one. There are 
moments when the luster of an 
credited preéminence in the world 
rhyme and meter is tarnished, and 
the deathless bay leaves are power- 


less to comfort. It seems, perhaps, a 


little unfair and we could no doubt 
have managed it much better our- 
selves, but, under the normal consti- 
tution of things, the life that charms 
is not necessarily itself a charmed 
one, and certain awkwardnesses come 
to Poets Laureate as to others. Ono 
of the late Lord Tennyson’s experi- 
ences in Paris was an exceptionally 
awkward one. It illustrates the 
truth that a little learning is a dan- 
gerous thing, and may

On reflection, the warning = 
be against traveling with 
those who do, for Lord Tennyson was 
the victim here, and his knowledge 
of the language was never in question. 
Where could be found the hardihood 
to suggest that a Laureate was capa- 
ble of speaking anything but the 
most perfect French? Indeed, he 
spoke it volubly, very volubly on this 
occasion, revealing intimate acquain- 
tance with those more lurid profundi- 
ties of specch, which the fine phrenzy 
of an infuriate tongue alone can 
reach. To call for hot water, or to 
ask one’s way in the street, is the 
stock in trade of any Cook tourist; 
but to elaborate-a joke successfully, 
to negotiate that prevarication to 
which rude people apply a shorter 
word; above all, to give fitting ex- 
pression to feelings of overwhelming 
indignation in terms understanded 
of the people,” is to scale the loftier 
heights, to rank as a Past Master of 
the vernacular. In this last qualifica- 
tion the Laureate was without re- 
proach. 

A WELL MEANING FRIEND. 

But his friend? For he had a friend 
with him, and that was what made 
the trouble.

RAILROAD MATTERS. 

There is a reasonable assumption 
that the Mexican government is 
steadily proceeding along the well- 
defined path to take in all the rail- 
roads in the country. In view of 
what the government has already a:- 
quired in the way of a controlling 
interest in the International, Nation- 
al, Interoceanic, Vera Cruz & Pacific, 
as well as its controlling interest and 
ownership of the Tehuantepec Rail- 
road, such as assumption se>ms quite 
reasonable. The view is somewhat 
strengthened by the fact (so stated) 
that F. P. Drake, upon whose report. 
the recent merger was effected. has 
been making a careful examination 
of the Mexican Central system for 
the New York people who assisted the 
government in the recent deal. Still 
there aré few who think that ihe 
Central will be added to the govern- 
ment lines soon. If it should be, 
there would scarcely be anything left 
in Mexico in railroad systems worth 
picking up, unless it were the old 
Vera Cruz road, which would doubt- 
less .e glad to come into the arrange- 
ment, and would be followed by he 
Southern, the * Pan American, the 
Kansas City Mexico & Orient and the 
Hidalgo. 

A machinist of this city has applied 
for a patent on a new invention, a 
perfected appliance for a street- ar 
fender. The appliance is like the 
ordinary fender, but it has a sprivg- 
Uke contrivance which Shifts it from 
side to side of the track, so that it 
never misses an object; ten pounds 
will cause it to change its direction to 
the location of the object, and the 
fender pushes the obstruction off the 
track without injuring it..

American Colony in Mexico City to 
Organize — Handsome Granite

CIUDAD DE MEXICO, Junio 18.—

A Loss to Actresses. ' 
Popular actresses made in the past 
from $300 to $1500 a year on the sale 
of their photographs, but now this 
are of revenue is altogether lost to 


em. 

“I,” said a popular actress, “drew 
from my photographer, up to ten years 
ago, a regular annual income of $800. 
was under contract to pose only for 
him; he had the exclusive sale of my 
pictures, and on each picture that he 
sold he paid me a royalty. 

—*That is the way it used to be with 
all popular actresses. They signed 
papers to the effect that they would 
pose only for one photographer, and 


would pay them a royalty on each of 
their pictures that he sold. Thus they 
made easily from $5 to $25 a week. 

“No such pleasant condition exists 
today. The change is due to that per- 
fetting of the aalftone process where- 
dy the magazines, the weeklies and the 
newspapers can reproduce photographs 
beautifully. 

“As soon as that reproduction 
began, the theatrical managers spared 
no pains to get photographs of their 
leading women printed, for they rec- 
ognized that the publication of such 
photographs was an excelient adver- 
tisement. They ordered their leading 
women to pose for any and every 
newspaper or magazine photographer 
who presented himself, and they had 
additional photographs made for free 
distribution among the various pub- 
lications of the land. 

“Thus the actresses were forced to 

break their contracts with their own 
phot Thus, too, the sale of 
their pigtures fell off. For these pic- 
tures, which formerly were rare 
enough and interesting enough to sell 
readily, were now become so common, 
through their reproduction in innum- 
erable prints, that hardly anyone 
cared to buy them. 
“We stage folk are not averse to 
getting our pictures printed. We are 
glad, on the whole, that the reproduc- 
tion of photographs in newspapers and 
magazines has become general. At 
the same time, though, we regret the 
pleasant royalties that we no longer 
draw.”

Long-continued habits of piracy have 
‘Surrounded the Moros with many of 
the luxuries and conveniences of the 
western world. 

Thus, in chronological order, but 
not in rank of civilization, we have 
the Negritos or non-Malays, the Igor- 
rotes or ‘pagan Malays, the Visayans 
or Christion Malays, and the Moros or 
Mahommedan Malays. The scouts 
represented at the fair, all of whom 
have performed valiant service for 
America, number some 400, and be- 
long to four sub-tribes, Christian, 
Mohammedan, and pagan, while the 
constabulary, 300 all told, fall under 
no, fewer than ten subdivisions. But 
the above general classification -suf- 
fices for the average sightseer who 
is not a student of othnology. To com- 
plete our studies of the diversified 
races, we go to the anthropological 
building, where there is a vast col- 
lection of swords, guns, and Jaggers. 
of armour and shields, field imple- 
ments, domestic utensils, clay and 
metal pipes, clothing, ornaments, mus- 
ical instruments, furniture, saddles 
and bridles, idols, korans, and a thou- 
sand and one other things arrange 
under the tribal names, also a mag- 
nificent series of large photographs, 
illustrating home-life and customs. 

NATURAL RESOURCES. 
The large and picturesque  build- 
ings devoted to agriculture, forestry, 
and fisheries need not be described in 
detail. It is sufficient to say that all 
the varied natural products are shown, 
and eloquently testify to the vast po- 
tential wealth of the islands under 
settied and civilized government. The 
primitive nature of the native im- 
plements in every line of industry 
also proves clearly the room for im- 
provement, and the call for moderr 
methods and machinery. 

The building at the entramce of the 
reservation is a of part

courage. Another tribe are head 
hunters, the warriors being entitled 
to wear a special headdress of honor 
after they have bedecked the village 
sfockade with their proper quotum of 
human skulls. All are dancers, and 
from morning to night the thump of 
tom-toms and the clang of brass 
drums beaten by a short stick testify 
to .weir indefatigable zea) for the 
pastime. The Igorrotes may be de- 
scribed as pagan Malays. 
COMING OF VISAYANS. 

The second wave of Malay invasion 
produced the Visayans, who came 
under the influence of the early Span- 
ish settlers, adopted Christianity, and 
are the lighest type of the semi-civ- 
ilized natives. They have a fine lit- 
tle town in the reservation all to 
themselves, enclosed by a typical 
bamboo stockade, the buildings ex- 
ceedingly trim and pretty, with a 
church and a theater. The Visayans 
weave beautiful silk-like fabrics from 
several kinds of fiber, and are skilled 
in dyeing, embroidery, basket making, 
hat making, wood carving, and other 
industries. They are a tall and hand- 
some race, dress well, have a stringed 
orchestra that produces pleasing 
music, and observe church ceremonies 
of a primitive kind. So we may des- 
ignate the Visayans as Christianized 
Malays. 

The third Malay invasion brought 
into the islands the Mahommeden 
Malays, far below the Visayans, in 
civilization. These are the Moros, the 
fierce pirates of the eastern seas, a 
fanatical, bloodthirsty, and treacher- 
ous race, who were never subdued by 
the Spaniards, and still give trouble 
to the Americans. To show the ten- 
acity of their hatred, it may be men- 
tloned that when news came to St. 
‘Louis of a recent Moro ambuscade 
in which over a score of American 
soldiers lost their lives, straightway 
a feast was declared in one of the 
Moro villages, and despite all pro- 
tests, rejoicings were openly carried 
on for several days. There are, how- 
ever, two tribes of Moros here, only 
one of them possessed by these vin- 
dictive feelings, the other, dwelling in 
the curious huts built on poles over 
the Arrowhead Lake, quite friendly to 
America, and ready at a word of bi- 
ding to whip out the kris and chop 
off every Moro head in the adjoining 
stockade. For these sub-tribes, al- 
though both acknowledging Mahom- 
medanism and reverencing the koran, 
have been at deadly enmity for gen- 
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of the old wall of Manila, and con- 
tains a great assortment of weapons, 
of every age and style, also some 
interesting relics of the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War. The women’s building in- 
troduces us to a number of beautuul 
fabrics woven from the jusi, banal a, 
and pineapple fibers, either pure or 
mixed with cotton or silk. These are 
the work of the Visayans. Specimens 
o fembroidery, fancy sewing, straw 
hat weaving and furniture, testify fur- 
ther to their no mean skill in the 
handicrafts. The educational and art 
building, which is a small-sized replica 
of the venerable cathedral in Mantia, 
shows us the technical instruction 
now being given by American teach- 
ers to these Visayans, and also to 
the other most highly civilized tribes. 

With this we are quit of savages 
or semi-savages, and are now in the 
company of the Spanish-Filipinos. The 
art section comprises a collection of 
paintings, sculpture, and wood carv- 
ing, most of these specimens from the 
old Spanish . churches, a series of 
models of typical houses, old coins 
and other things, of antiquarian in- 
terest. In a courtyard beyond the 
Weather Bureau building, within 
which may be seen a number of 
scientific instruments specially de- 
signed to give warning of typhoons, 
is a superb relief map of the archi- 
pelago. The visitor walks round on a 
raised platform, and enjoys a bird's- 
eye view of the thousand and one isl- 
ands dotted on a sea of blue, the 
mountains, rivers, and towns on each 
all being clearly shown. Here the 
Filipino in temporary exile loves to 
come and gaze on the one ‘particular 
spot which to him means home. 

COMMERCIAL EXHIBIT. 

I have reserved for final mention 
the Building of Commerce, which, 
from one point of view, is the most 
important in the reservation: The 
method of exhibiting ts a very ex- 
cellent one, and I can recall precisely 
the same system adopted at the Ant- 
werp Exposition of 1894, to illustrate 
at once the capabilities and the re- 
quirements of the Congo Free State. 
In one hall are all the articles pro- 
duced for export, while in a second 
hall are all the manufactures from 
every country, that are imported and 
find a ready market among the popu- 
lace. Thus a double lesson is taught. 
The American manufacturer who 
wants, for example, such a raw ma- 
terial as Manila hemp, can examine 
the fiber in the bale. Likewise, the 
American manufacturers of cotton, 
tools, hardware, cutlery, clothing, foot- 
‘wear, te., etc., can come and see 
what is the class and style of goods 
which the Filipinos prefer and to 
which they are accustomed. -The 
value of such an object lesson needs 
no words of amplification. .

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HOW FLOWERS 


MARRY. 
BY DR. J. d. M’PHERSON,: 


(Late Mathematical Examiner in the Uni- 
versity of St. Andrews.) 
(rr. says Schiller, “thou wouldst 

1 attain to thy highest, go look 
upon a flower; What that does 
willessly, that do thou wilfully.” In 
thus looking on a flower we must 
never think that its chief end is. to 
minister to our sense of the beautiful 
in form and colour. The poet Gray 
was wrong when he wrote the sad- 
dened parallel between human life and 
flowers; “Full many a flower is born 
to blush unseen.” For no flower 
biushes without being observed by 
some insect. Their beauty is not for 
man's pleasure; the purpose of the 
varied tints and exquisite forms as 
well as of the fine odors, is not for 
man's gratification. It is for the pro- 
tection of the plant’s health. This 


| will be explained in the theory of 


cross-fertilization. 

Look at a bunch of primroses; you 
cannot help admiring the rich, creamy 
flowers. Curiosity tempts you to 
examine one or two more carefully. 


green long- pointed leaves, called 
setals which first of all protected the 
young flower. You next remove the 
five petals or flowers, and you observe, 
inside the tube to which they ere at- 
tached, the stamens witn short stalks. 
Lastly, on the top of the stalk of the 
flower you will find the pistil, a little 
swollen at the bottom, as it contains 
the seed ready for fertilization. The 
petals are divided in the center, as if 
there had been originally ten leaves. 
And, at the inner parts, as they bend 
to the tube, the color is much darker, 
and of an orange tint. Looking over 
a few, you find that some are “pin- 
eyed” having the pistil long, up to the 
top of the tube, and the stamens 
grouped round the throat. Others, 
again, are “thrum-eyed” when the pis- 
til is short, and the stamens are 
further up. What is the reason of the 
difference? 

DARWIN AND THE PRIMROSE. 
That question strikes at the basis of 
the philosophy of flowers. The dif- 
ference observed in the primroses was 
for many years thought a mere freak 
of nature, and nothing niore; although 
close observer8 find that the two 
types are nearly equally distributed. It 
remained unexplained until Darwin's 
genius solved it. The old philosophy 
about flowers, as well as plants, was 
that all were created solely for the de- 
light ot man. But the new theory, 
originated by Darwin, and cultivated 
by Lubbock and others, is that all 
qualities possessed by plants of every 
description, are just those which are 
of the greatest importance to the 
plants taemselves. Most flowers re- 
quire crossing. The floral machinery 
is arranged to prevent self-fertiliza- 
tion, at least in the first instance. An 
insect visits the primroses, being at- 
tracted by the petals; it alights on a 
short pistiled form and dusts its pro- 
boscis with the pollen grains which 
fall from the stamens at the flower’s 
mouth. It then passes to a long pis- 
tiled form and shakes off this pollen 
upon the button-tap of the pistll. 
This soon impregnates the seeds be- 
low through the tube of the pistil, for 
future germination. Thus insects play 
a more important part than “design,” 
in the flowering and propagation of 
plants. A remarkable change has 
thus been wrought in the theory of 
flowers within the last few years. A 
century ago none would have doubted 
that vegetation of all kinds was 
created purposely to sult human needs. 
But now enlightened theologians have 
modified Paley’s reasoning by — 
win's conclusions. 

INTERMARRYING NOT APPROVED. 
In some plants, moreover, the stam- 
ens are found in one flower and the 
pistil in another. To effect [ertiliza- 
tiofl in this case some of the pollen 
must be conveyed from the pollen-case 
to the pistil. In the primrose, which 
has the organs entire, though modified 
in size and arrangement, the pollen 
and pistil are not both ready for fer- 
tilization at the same ‘ime. As a gen- 
eral rule, there are remarkable con- 
trivances to prevent the pollen being 
shed on the pistil of the same plant. 
And the great lesson of this is, that 
it is not to the plant’s benefit, but 
otherwise, for its own pollen to fer- 
tilize its seeds. The sexes are, as it 
were, too “sib.” Careful observers 
have found that all plants feriilized 
with pollen from another individual 
far more robust offapring 
than the plant which is fertilized by 


Scotch fir. The sulphur 


can tell; but it is beyond doubt a fact, 
applicable to the animal as well as to 
the vegetable kingdom, that the off- 
spring of individuals closely related 
are more or less sickly and weak. 
Seeing tnat Nature 9pject., as a rue, 
to self-fertilization, we saould . rat- 
urally expect to find that she has 
taken means to insure cross-fertiiiza- 
tion. 

Insects and the wind are principal 
agents for carrying out this process. 
And the flowers fertilizod by each of 
these agents are easily recognizable. 
To attract insects for the crossing 
work the flowers are gaudily colored or 
finely perfumed; the former for day 
insects, the latter for nigat insects. 
It is not often that nature lavishly 
gives beautiful petais and sweet odor 
to the same flower. Anyone who has 
watched insects as they come near a 
beautiful flower will remember how 
they hesitate in their flight to admire 
the brilliant colors which nave al- 
lured them from afar. You have 
seen the flies in autumn with no idea 
of flowers or their colors, a tracted 
by the gaudy-colored “fly cages” 
which hang from the ceiling of the 
cottager’s room.

Inside the flower, too, is generally 
honey of some kind to decoy the in- 
sects with its sweetness.

Wind belp is also employed in marr 
of our trees, as the hazel, elm, oak 
birch, alder, pine, etc.; and “our 
shrubs as the nettle, the hop, k 
etc. In these there is a considerable 
quantity of pollen. Though ha!? a 
dezen pollen grains are sufficient to 
fertilize a seed, yet thousands are 


sacrificed to ensure this germination. 
Everyone must have o the

when the wind shakes off the pollen, 
and carries it in its arms for miles, 
to fall in quietness in another district. 
It has been estimated that each flower 
of the peony produces between three 
and four million grains of pollen; and 
each flower of the dandelion a quarter 
of a million.

ATTEMPT TO RUIN HAT MAKERS.

Union ‘Agitator Sued for 
Pernicious Activity. 


Caused Plaintiff to Lose His 


Case of 7 ital Interest to Em- 
ployer and Employee. 


Is a labor agitator who, by ſuter- 
ference of any kind, causes’ a non- 
union man to lose his job, individual- 
ly and personally responsible under 
the laws? This interesting and vital 
question, important alike 
ployers and employés, has been 
passed upon by Judge De Courcey,. 
who rules that such agitator is r 
sponsible, that his

It is interesting to laymen as well 
as attorneys to note how few ca ea 
involving disputes between 
unions and business men employing 
large numbers of workingmen arise 
in our courts upon which judgment is 
passed and decisions are handed down 
as precedents to be followed, in which 
litigation of a similar nature is la- 
volved; and it is noteworthy that both 
employer and employé seem s me 
what reluctant to have judgment 
passed by the courts upon the iss ie 
It also seems obvio is 
that when questions of this nature ara 
brought before the courts for a final 
determination the justices pas nz 
judgment upon each particular es 
appear to be reluctant 
themselves to such an extent that 
either labor or capita] may take ad- 
vantage of the decision in the particu- 
lar case for the purpose of governing 
themselves so far as. future contin- 
gencies may arise involving a similar 
issue. This may be due to the fac. 
that of late years many questions of 
an original character have arisen, and 
the judges are loth to lay themselves 
to criticism by the public a‘ 


ACTION FOR INTERFERENCE. 

In the recent case of Berry vs. 
Donovan a mooted question appears 
to have again arisen, and in view of 
the fact that we may at last get a 
final decision upon a somewhat im- 
portant question, a review of that case 
will undoubtedly be acceptable to a 
certain portion of the intere ted 
American people. 
case was an action of tort for mal- 
idelous interference 
right. The case was triefi before a 
jury in April of this year, and the 
facts were as follows: 

The plaintiff’ was employed by 
‘Hazen B. Goodrich & Company on 
piece work, for no definite pericd of 
time but simply under a contract at 
will, and while so employed the Good- 
rich Company entered into a written 
contract with the Boot & Shoe Work- 
ers’ Union (by which organization the 
defendant was employed.) by which 
agreement the Goodrich Company 
bound itself to employ none but mem- 
bers of the Boot & Shoe Workers’ 
Union for a certain length of tim». 
After that contract had bern made 
the plaintiff had been urged by 
representatives of the union to be 
come a member of it and after he had 
repeatedly refused to associate him- 
self with the union, 
called upon the Goodrich Compa y. 
and the evidence introduced at tie 
trial showed that the defendant called 
the attention of the Goodrich Com- 
pany to the fact that the latter sill 
retained the plaintiff in its employ not- 
withstanding the prohibitory terms 
of the contract. 

| LOSES HIS JOB. 

In consequence of these interviews 
the plaintiff was discharged and he 
thereupon brought suit against the 
defendant personally—not against the 
Boot & Shoe Workers’ Union. The 
defence set up was that by the mak- 
ing of the contract between the Good- 
rich Company and the Boot & Shee 
Workers’ Union the plaintiff was ipso 
facto discharged by the Goodrich Com- 
pany, thereby relieving the defendant 
from any legal liability to the plain- 
tiff. .The jury rendered a verdict in 
favor of the plaintiff, assessing the 
damages at $1500. 

The charge to the jury by Judge 
Charles A. De Courcey seems to have 
covered the ground as to legal points 
involved by the issue in this case 
and was substantially as follows: 

“The case apparently involves one 
aspect of a somewhat complicated con- 
troversy upon which a good dea] yet 
remains before the atmosphere will 
be entirely clear; but when we get 
inside of the courtroom the only safe 
rule to follow is to leave outside any 
preconceived ideas, any considerations 
with reference to organization or lack 
of organization, and take any such 
principles of law as are established 
and apply gre to the facts that we

THE QUESTIONS AT ISSUE. 

“What was the cause of this plain- 
tiff’e discharge? The burden is upon 
this ‘plaintiff to satisfy you first that 
he was discharged by the interference 
of Mr. Donovan (the defendant.) 
he fails to satisfy you as to that, th 
he fails to make out an essential 
of his case and your verdict will be for 
The mere fact that 
Mr. Donovan was an officer of some 
organization would not make him any 
the leas liable individ 


plaintif? and his employer. It might 
make others equally responsible witl 
him, but the fact that he was ay 
authorized agent for somebody else 
would not of itself prevent his per- 
sonal liability if you found that he 
personally interfered and by that in- 
terference caused Goodrich & Com- 
pany, to discharge this plaintiff. 

“The declaration says thhat the de- 
fendant maliciously, willfully and un- 


lawfully interfered with his contract. 


in order to sustain that allegation it is 
not necessary for the plaintiff to sat- 
isfy you that this defendant, if he did 
by his interference cause the plain- 
tiff’s discharge, was actuated by feel- 
ings of malice in the original sense of 
the term (that is, malevolence, II- 
will, or hatred;) but if he interferes, 
if there is an existing contract which 
but for his Interference would con- 
tinue, that interference must be jus- 
tified in law or else the one interfering 
is responsible for the consequences of 
his interference. The plaintiff has a 
right to make a contract with uis em- 
ployer. He has a right to work for 
whom he pleases, and the man for 
whom he labors has a right to employ 
him, and any person inteffering be- 
tween those two and by his interfer- 
ence ausing the discharge of the one 
by the other must justify his inter- 
lerence in some lawful way. You must 
regard the nature o. the contract bro- 
ken; .ae position of the parties to the 
contract; the ground for the breach; 
means employed to procure tae 
breach; the relation of the person pro- 
curing the breach and the person who 
breaks the contract; and the object of 
the person procuring the breach. 
NO RIGHT TO INTERFERE. 

“Nobody has a right to interfere 
in a centract, entered into by others, 
by means of force or coercion or in- 
timidation, whether it is physical or 
moral, to prevent a person from carry- 
ing on or from entering into a con- 
tract. Nobody has a right to interfere 
in @ contract by misrepresenting the 
parties, by going to the employer and 
misrepresenting the party who is 
working for him or by threat ning the 
employer that there will be a strike 
or me trouble if he does not dis- 
charge bim. 

“If you find that there was an in- 
terference by this defendant causing 
the discharge of the plaintiff that in- 


terference, unless justified by the rela- 


tions of the parties, by reason of the 
subject matter or the surrounding cir- 
cumstances being such that he could 
properly and did properly give advice, 
would not be justified in law, and for 
any discharge in consequence of such 
unjustifiable interference he would be 
responsibie in damages. , 
“If without jurisdiction the defend- 
ant secured the discharge of this 
plain.iff, he is liable to damages. It 
ne did not procure his discharge or 
uid not do it unjustifiably, he is not 
liable in damages, and upon that 
ground I want to say that the mere 
fact that some organization, the Boot 
& Shoe Workers Union in this case, 
had a contract with the Goodrich Com- 
pany, certain terms of which 
for the employment of members of 
that ization, would not in and 
of itself and as a matter of law be 
sufficient to justify this defendant in 
interfering and causing the discharge 
of this plaintiff simply because he 
ere not a member of that organiza- 


FORM NOT A CONSIDERATION. 

“There is no evidence in this case to 
warrant the jury in finding that the 
defendant procured or caused the 


-plaintif? to be dischatged py any 


threats or acts of intimidation to his 
employers or by slanderous, false and 
malicious statements concerning the 
plaintiff. If the discharge of this man 
was tne act of the Goodrich Company, 
acting of its own volition and not pro- 
cured by the interference of the de- 
feidant, then there is no liability 
here; but if the interference of the de- 
fendant was what caused the Goodrich 
Company to discharge this man, 
whether it was in the form of words 
or not, if in any form of words or by 
his action he gave the Goodrich Com- 
pany to understand that unless it dis- 
charged the plaintiff it would be vis- 
ited with some punishment, under tne 
contract or otherwise, then that in- 
terference would not be justifiable.” 
The trial justice evidently gave the 
case his gravest considerati and 
clearly stated to the jury the law gov- 
erning their conduct in the case and 
in the event that it is taken to the Su- 
preme Court a valuable precedent will 
doubtless be established, thereby giv- 
ing the non-union laborer added pro- 
tection against interference by labor 


unions with contracts of employment.

SMOCK MARRIAGES. 


When the Bride’s Wedding Gown Was 
More Simple Than it is 
Today. 

{New York Times.] When the late 
Chief Justice John A. Peters of Maine 
was holding court in the ancient town 
of Wiscasset, in Lincoln County, not 
long before his death, he spent much 
time rummaging in the Colonial court 
records of the place, and in the course 
of his reading came across the official 
registration of a “smock marriage.” 
Not knowing what a “smock” mar- 
riage was, he looked further and got 
some light on a custom that prevailed 
in England a century or more ago, 
and also to some extent in the Ameri- 
con Colonies. 

“Smock” marriages were weddings 
where the bride appeared dressed in 
a white sheet, or chemise. The reason 
of such a garb was the belief that if 


"la man married a woman who was in 


debt, he could be held liable for her in- 
debtedness if he received with her any 
of her property, and also that if a 
woman married a man who was in 
debt, his creditors could not take her 
property to satisfy their claims if he 
had received nothing from her at mar- 
riage.

while the ceremony was being per- 
formed in the greag church at Birm- 
ingham.

General With “Yellow Eyes” 
Off for the Front. 


BY THOMAS R. DAWLEY JR. 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES] 
SANTIAGO DE Los CABEL- 
LEROS (Santo Domingo) June 14.— 
The forty-two miles of railroad from 
Puerto Plata to Santiago is one of 
the narrowest and crookedest in the 
world. Its American superintendent 
gives as the reason for its being so 
very crooked, that it was built in a 
crooked country. However that may 
be, the first eleven miles out from 
Puerto Plata were built by Belgian 
engineers who know as much about 
building railroads in a mountainous 
country as the Chinese know about 
building churches. These first eleven 
miles consist of a comparatively 
straight climb up and down the first 
ridge of mountains parallel with the 
coast. The grade is so steep no en- 
gine could pull itself up by simple ad- 
hesion to the tracks. Consequently a 
central track, into which is geared a 
system of cog wheels on the engine, 
called the Abt system, is used. As 
soon as the railrcad was taken over 
by the American improvement Com- 
pany and an American enginecr took 
charge, the gearing was thrown out 
wherever possible and the road fin- 
ished throughout the mountains with 
a 3 per cent. grade. It seems in 
crossing this range of mountains that 
you never climb one untain without 
finding another in nt of you Stil 
higher, and the engineer had to de- 
pend upon curves to get over them at 
all. Finally he ran up against a moun- 
tain which he could neither get over 
or around, so he bored through it u 
distance of seven hundred fect and 
came out on the opposite side. 

The distance from Puerto Plata to 
Santiago e twenty-two miles as the 
crow flies. It is forty-two miles by 
rail. After finally crossing the moun- 
tains, or more correctly putting it, 
curving up and down and around 
them, there are several sections of 
actually straight track into Santiago. 
The forty-two miles from Puerto Plata 
to Santiago is usually made in six 
hours; tha: :s the scheduled time, but 
Mat often the train is required to

The country through which we pass 
is very beautiful, covered with dense 
foliage with a clearing now and then

fat cattle, and long-snouted, black 
pigs. could be seen rooting through the 
brush. From time to time we could 
discern patches of cultivated land 
high up on a mountain side so steep 
that it seemed it would be difficult for 
even a goat to find a foothold. It is 
strange that anyone should climb so 
high to plant his vegetables and fruit, 
but the explanation was given me 
that the toller found the prducts of 
his labor safer up there in such an In- 
accessible place, for the Santo Do- 
minican has no respect for the owner- 
ship of growing crops. The land is 
held in common by the peasant, who 
never pays either rent or taxes, and, 
consequently, there seems to be bred 
a belief that whatever grows on the 
land is also free to whomsoever comes 
along and desires to help himself. 
Just before reaching the little sta- 
tion of Navarette, as the engine stop- 
ped to take on wood, I got off the train 
with Mr. Hall, the superintendent of 
the road, to take a look around. As 
we did so there suddenly appeared 
three men, one armed with a long 
mechete, one with a gun, and the 
third covered with blood, holding his 
arm in a sling with a bullet hole bo- 
tween the elbow and the wrist. 
PANIC-STRICKEN SOLDIERS. 
“It is a pity to see so many killed,” 
said the wounded one, sorrowfully. 
Then we learned that these were some 
of the government soldiers that had 
been sent to attack the rebels of 
Monte Christi; that they had been 
surprised early that morning at their 
camp at Esperanza, and that they 
were on tho run to get somewhero, 
they did not seem to know exactly 
where, As the rebels had previously 
fired on the train and had attempted 
to destroy the railroad at Navarette, 
Mr. Hall ordered a portable telephone 
connected with the wire and opened 
up communication with the station. 
Word being received that there was 
no danger ahead, we went on to Na- 
varette, where the train was at once 
surrounded / men who proved to be 
defeated soldiers from Esperanza, 
some wounded, with guns and 
some without. Mr. Hall was given a 
note in which he was requested to 
hold the train for Gen. Raul Cabrera, 
Minister of War and Marine, who hai 
been in command of the government 
force at Esperanza, and who was now 
being brought through the woods bad- 
ly wounded. 
From the soldiers we got fragmen- 
accounts of their defeat and com- 
plete tout. Eeperanza is a small vil- 
lage several miles to the west of Na- 
varette and is almost completely sur- 
rounded by bush. This was occupied 
by Gen. Cabrera with his force and 
one piece of artillery. The rebel lead- 
er, Demetrio Rodriguez, had killed Ca- 
brera’s brother at Macoris, and Ca- 
brera had sworn vengeance. Rest- 
ing with the assurance that he had 
an easy victory before him. his camp 
was surprised and aseaulted early 
that morning. A hand-to-hand en- 
counter took place, in which there 
was a fearful struggle for possession 
of the one piece of artillery. Gen. 
Cabrera himseif took part in the fight 
and succeeded in driving off the reb- 


= 


els, but falling wounded, shot through 


both legs, his followers fled in panic, 
jeaving the cannon, but carrying him 


As it was reported that the wounded 
Minister of War and Marine was be- 
ing pursued through the woods by 
the victorious rekels, and, as no sat- 
istactory information could be ob- 
tained regarding his expected arrival 
at the station, Mr. Hall decided to 
run the train on to Santiago and send 
a special engine and car back for him. 
As we proceeded, many of the routed 
and dispersed soldiers were overtaken 
by the train as they ran along the 
line of railway and at one point the 
train was stopped and many taken on 
board. We passed a bugler galloping 
furiously, astride a little pony, as 
though determined to keep up with the 
train, but finding the pony unable to 
do this, he placed his bugle to his lips 
and blew a parting blast as we left 
bim behind. 

GENBRALS WITHOUT AN ARMY. 

At the next station Mr. Hall intro 
duced me to several generals without 
an army, one of whom had been 
wounded in the present revolution 
through the chin and both legs. He 
said he had some people at a place a 


little further on and he desired the 


train to stop there so he could order 
them up the line to the defense of Na- 
varette. But upon our arrival at the 
designated point the people did not 
materialize, and so the general swore 
furiously. ; 

“Why don't they gather up these 
soldiers who are running away, and 
make them go back to defend 
Navarette?” I asked: 

“I should like to see some one try 
it,” came the reply, “stop those fel- 
lows, you might as well try to stop-the 
devil.“ 

There did not seem to have been 
any attempt to uniform these sold- 
iers. Their hats were of all shapes 
and patterns varying from the low- 
crowned, narrow-brimmed straw, 
which some foreigner may have dis- 
carded years ago, to a bandless black 
felt which had also seen its best days 
long ago. Some carried cruel-looking 
machetes of @ peculiar pattern dang- 
ling from a sash tied over the right 
shoulder.

I ascertained further that it was 
common for the Government soldiers 
to remove their hats upon going into 
a fight so that they might be distin- 
guished from the enemy, but when I 
ask “suppose one of the other fel- 
lows should lose his hat, what would 
prevent you from taking him for a 
friend?” my informant was at a loss 
for a reply till a “General” came to 
his relief with an answer, “Oh the fel- 
lows are so much worse looking than 
we are, we can always tell them. 
Since we blockaded their port, they 
haven’t had any soap to wash them- 
selves, and some of them only have 2 
piece of shirt to cover their naked- 
ness.“ 

NO SURGEONS IN THE FIELD. 

After our arrival in Santiago a 
message was received from Navarette 
by telephone, that the Minister of War 
and Marine had died from his wounds. 
upon reaching the station. Mr. Hall 
at once telephoned the station master 
to return the regular train which was 
then on its way to Puerto Plata, with 
the remains. We were at the station 
here when the train returned witi*the 
dead. General and a carload 
wounded and defeated soldi The 
dead General lay stretched Git on one 
of the seats, his face covered with a 
cloth and his trousers saturated with 
coagulated blood. It was evident that 
he had bled to death. The timely as- 
sistance of a surgeon, or of even a 
little intelligence, sufficient to have 
bound the wounded legs and have 
stopped the flow of blood, would have 
probably saved his life. But it appears 
that the Government has no surgeons 
in the field. Only generals and a few 
soldiers. | 

The following morning at 9 o'clock, 
General Cabrera, Minister of War and 
Marine, was buried in the cathedral 
with military and religious honors. 
The procession to the cathedral was 
headed by, the dead general’s horse, 
the empty saddle draped in black, and 
a band of music playing a funeral 
march. A grave had heen opened in 
the floor of the cathedral but a short 
distance from the one which contains 
the remains of the former President 
Heaureaux, whe was killed by Ramon 
Carceres, now Vice-President of the 
Republic. General was one 
of the pallbearers who carried the re- 
mains of his dead friend and political 
constituent the Minister of War and 
Marine, to tne grave almost by the 
side of his former enemy and Presi- 
dent whom he struck down some aix 
years ago with the assassin's blow. 
The Dominican Congress, er, 
has since enonerated him for the act 
as a means which was justified by the 
end. 

Carceres is a large man nearly six 
feet in height, pleasing in his manner 
and address, and apparently well liked 
by everyone. The only uniforms 
noticeable at the funeral were those 
worn by Carceres and two others of 
the pallbearers who are generals. 
They dressed in plain blue suits, 
trimmed with brass buttons. The fourth 
pallbearer was the Minister of Public 
Works and Industries, who wore a 
plain suit of black cloth. The coffin 
was covered with flowers and three 
priests officiated. 

FAITH IN A BLACK GENERAL 

The defeat of the government 
troops at Esperanza was acknowledged 
to be complete, but General Oarceres 
told me that he proposed punish 
the rebels severely and that the defeat 
was of slight importance. Great con- 
fidence seems to be placed in a black 
general who was described as having 
yellow eyes, and who was marching 
from Ra Vega at the head of an army 
of nearly two utfndred men. A special 
train was ordered to be ready upon 
their arrival to convey them to 
Navarette and for three days this 
train was kept in readiness with 
up and engineer at the throttle. At 
the end of two days the famous gene- 
ral arrived with his army, and we 
were awakened from our  slumbers 
about the middle of the night by the 
tooting of trumpets and the beating of 
drums announcing his entry into the 
city, The army needed rest, and an- 
other day and a half passed before it 
was finally moved down to the station 
where the train was still waiting. 
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At last a blare of bugles and roll

of drums about 3 o’clock in the aft- 
ernoon announced the coming of the 
army down from the castle, and, I 
of course, hurried from my hotel to 
see it. There was a drizzling rain, 
but that made no difference. The army 
came,’ lead by a couple of drums and 
bugles, and then followed the rank and 
file. They were of all colors, and 
seizes from the swarthy Spaniard to 
the coal-black African, and from the 
twelve-year-old boy to the gray-beard- 
ed negro who could scarcely carry his 
gun. And their guns too were of 
nearly as many shapes and patterns 
as themselves. These they carried 
over their shoulders or under their 
arms, just as they chose, as they 
walked along, Indian file, without any 
attempt to preserve uniformity. Some 
wore shoes, others had extemporized 
a sort of shoe by cutting out a piece 
of cow hide the shape of the foot and 
tying it to the sole with a string, 
while others were barefooted. One 
young fellow, apparently better off 
than his comrades, wore white can- 
vas shoes with purple stockings out- 
side of his trousers, and strutted along 
like a turkey cock. They had each 
been given a strip of red calico to wear 
as a device. Some had this sewed on 
their hats in the form of a cross, some 
wore it as a hat band, others had it 
around their necks, while others were 
carrying it in their pockets to put on 
when they reached the field of action. 
A CORDIAL COMMANDER. 

A general came along with a bright 
red and yellow sash over one shoulder 
from which hung one of the long, curl 
ous Dominican machetes, and as the 
arm patsed the corner where we stood 
he ran up and, shaking hands with 
everybody bade us bood-by. 
the army came a group of men car- 
rying umbrellas and a murmur went 

the crowd, “Guayabin, Guay- 
bin.” He was the famous black gen- 
eral with the yellow eyes, in com- 
mand of the army which was now 
ing forth to fight and punish the 5 
for their audacity at Esperanza. Gen. 
Ramon Carceres walked by his side, 
carrying an umbrella over his head, 
with one hand and with his other arm 
affectionately around Gen. Guayabin’s 
shoulder. 

I followed the crowd and drum beat 
to the station, and there ran into Gen. 
Carceres, who grasped me by the hand 
and gave it a cordial shake, while 


another general, who is a poet, writer 


and historian of note, hastened to 
present me to Guayabin, the hero of 
the hour. Guayabin shook hands with 
me quietly in an undemonstrative man- 
ner while I looked for the yellow eyes. 
He is a tall, dark man, more of a dark 
brown hue than biack, and, during my 
short interview. with him, I could dis- 
cover no characteristics of the negro 
either in manner or appearance. His 
eyes were dark and had a peculiar 
grayish-green cast which gave him I 
suppose, the reputation of having yel- 
low. eyes. |

Rented a House With a Telephone, 
and in Disguised Voices Called up 
. Sympathetic Journals Each Day 
te Give Lugubrious Report of Their 
Own Sad Case. 


Handing “gold bricks” over the tele- 
phone is the yhique game of a pair of 
fakers who call themselves Mr. and 
Mrs. Zobrist, who were published yes- 
terday by the Associated Charities as 
frauds. 

Their game is working certain Los 
which persist in 
getting up subscriptions for alleged 
needy families. 

The principal stock in trade of the 
Zobrists is a rented telephone which 
they have in their house. 

They ring up their newspaper “good 
things." Disguising their voices, they 
cali editorial attention to the ‘distress. 
ing condition of a family named Zo- 
Drist (themselves.) So eloquent is 
their tale of woe that they started one 
paper out with a gush of editorial 
tears. 

After it was well a-going, one of 
them would call up the paper every day 
or so., asking “How about that Zobrist 
case? We are so much interested in 
it.” or “I have been down making a 
personal investigation into the terrible 
condition of that Zobrist family, and 
hope that you will keep on doing what 
you can for them.” 

This method bore fruit so well that 
supplies began coming in by the wagon- 
lead to the Zobrist house at No. 1920 
North State street. Finally Zobrist 
confided in a‘ neighbor that if people 
Gant stop sending in groceries, he 
would have to begin burning the stuff. 

The Associated Charities has care- 
fully investigated the whole affair.. It 
develops that Zobrist was given the 

on working gullible. papers by a 
neat door neighbor, who said he used 
to do the same thing. 

Zobrist selected as a victim his land- 
lord, C. A. Isbell, and had him put in 
the Nght of a cruel monster, Who sought 
to turn them out. 

The officers of the Associated Char- 
ities state that Isbell let them stay in 
the house for some time without pay- 
fing rent, and actually furnished them 
a cow and chickens and advanced them 
$2 or $3 a week to live on. The cow was 
be vad for by Zobrist's work.

EMOCRATIC HARMONY. 

Just now, the rallying cry of our 
opponents of the ‘Democratic 
faith appears to be “Harmony,” with 
an exceedingly large capital H. Mr. 
Corman has just concluded a visit to 
New York in the interest of Harmony, 
but it has not been made apparent 
that he net results of his efforts in 
tyat direction will constitute a very 
imposing array. He is reported to 
have conferred with the leaders of 
tie Hearst, Bryan and other factions, 
and to have sought to impress upon 
them the superlative ! tance. of 
“getting together” to docks the Re- 
publican hosts. Kt is claimed that 
Judge Parker will go into the Demo- 
cratic convention with upward of 400 
votes, and that Mr. Gorman will con- 
trol enough votes to insure —— 
ination of Parker if he sees fit to 
throw them in the New Yorker's di- 
rection. There is considerable doubt, 
however, as to whether such action on 
the part of Gorman would contribute 
materially to the Harmony which all 
gvod Democrats agree is essential, not 
to say indispensable, to Democratic 
success in the campaign. 

Hearst has given it out that under 
no circumstances will he bolt the nom- 
inees of the Democratic National Con- 
vention. Bryan has been careful not 
to commit himself personally so far 
ugs this, but some of those who have 
assumed to speak for him (whether 
by authority or otherwise) have man- 
ated to give the impression that he 
m content himself with making his 
fight in the convention, accepting de- 
feat with as much grace as possible 
if he is defeated. But Mr. Bryan him- 
it has made no such authoritative 
statement. As matters are shaping, 
di: ip extremely doubtful whether he 
will be satisfied to acquiesce in the 
verdict of the St. Louis convention. 
There is persistent talk of a Bryan- 
Hearst bolt, and such an eventuality 
ems more than probable in the event 
of the nomination of Judge Parker 
er some other conservative Democrat. 

Harmony of opposing elements is of 
course one of the principal requisites 
of success in political action. In order 
to attain it, much has to be sacrificed. 
But from present appearances it seems 
hardly probable that the conflicting 
factions in the Democratic ranks will 
be prepared to make such sacrifices 
at St. Louis as will insure even a 
moderate degree of Democratic har- 
mony. The differences between these 
discordant elements are too radical to 
be harmonized by mere platform dec- 


’ Jarations, however adroit may be the 


phraseology. The antagonisms which 
have been engendered between the 
Bryan and the Cleveland wings of the 


party are too bitter to be smoothed 


over by perfunctory phrases and glit- 
tering gereralities._. 

It may be set down as a practicaf 
certainty that there will be a big 
row at the St. Louis convention, Bryan 
has his war-paint on and his toma- 
hawk in hand. His fierce denuncia- 
tion of both Parker and Cleveland at 
the Cooper Union meeting on Monday 
evening, June 20, revealed the extent 
and depth of his irreconcilable bit- 
terness. When questioned, before leav- 
ing New York, as to whether he would 
support the nominees of the St. Louis 
convention, Bryan evaded the direct 
question and refysed to commit him- 
self.

The concrete re- 
sults of the campaign would at least 
serve one good and wholesome pur- 
pose in puncturing the pretensions of 
these windy demagogues. 

So far as the Republican party is 
concerned, it would prefer to face a 
united Democracy in the coming cam- 
paign, if such a thing as uniting a 
hapeleasly divided party were possible. 
The joy of battle would be greater if

„the enemy had massed all his strength 
to oppose the victorious column. The 
-yictory would be more pronounced— 
more salutary. But whether the foe 
come in solid phalanx or in straggling 
detachments, the Republican generals 
will almost certainly be able, at the 
close of the contest, to send to their 
chief the triumphant announcement 
that “We have met the enemy and 
they are ours.“

HESE INDIANS NEED HELP. 

While public-spirited Californians 
are seeking to ameliorate the con- 
dition of the unfortunate aborigi- 
nes of Southern California, Who 
have in many instances been de- 
prived of their ancestral homes, 
andzwhile others are interesting them- 
selves in the troubles of New Mexican 
Indians, whose time-honored customs 
are said to be ignored by unfeeling 
agents from the East, let it not be 
forgotten that, in our neighboring Ter- 
ritory of Arizona, there live tribes of 
peaceful Indians whose members Nave 
been deprived of a means of existence 
by the encroachments of white settlers 
on their water supply for irrigation, 
that has been used by, these people 
and their ancestors for centuries—for 
how long history does not record. 
There still stand hot far away from 
their present home, the crumbling re- 
mains of the Big House—Casa Grande 
—which may well be the oldest edifice 
in the United States. 

These Indians are the Pimas, Papa- 
goes and Maricopas, who live on the 
Gila River, in Pinal county. Ever 
since the early missionaries visited 
them, about three hundred years ago, 
they have been peaceful, thrifty and 
law abiding. Moreover, they have of- 
ten come to the assistance of the white 
settler against the bloodthirsty Apache, 
when such help was badly needed. To- 
day, Geronimo, the Apache, upon whose 
head is the blood of many innocent 
American men, women and childrén, is 
well cared for in the Indian Territory, 
a number of his tribe are working for 
good wages on the Tonto Basin Reser- 
vation—and the Gila River Indians are 
starving. Surely this ig a case in 
which a republic has been ungrateful, 

The Arizona Star urges that the gov- 
ernment should construct the San Car- 
los reservoir, which would first fur- 
nish labor to the Indians, and then 
supply them with water. With two big 
irrigation projects on hand in Ariszona— 
at Tonto Basin and Yuma—it is doubt- 
ful whether the government would be 
inclined to undertake another in the 
Territory, just at present, but cer- 
tainly justice demands that something 
should be done for the relief of these 
people, and done without delay.

Areine and Others. 


WILLIAMS (Ariz.) June 15, 1901.— 
[To the Editor of The Times: Will 
you kindly reply to the following ques- 
tions? (1) What is Arsine?“ (2) 
What preparation is a specific in ar- 
senical poisoning? (3) Give me 
“Marsh's test“ for arsenic? (4) How 
is “Fehling's solution” made? (5) A 
test for “albumen?’’. 

Yours respectfully. G. BS. 

ANSWER. (1) Arsine is a deadly 
poison and formed when nascent hy- 
drogen is liberated in presence of an 
arsenic compound in acid solution, as 
usually liberated it is mixed with a 
large excess of hydrogen. It may be 
made in pure condition by the action 
of sulphuric acid on arsenide.” 
(2) In plain English, ‘iron trust (che 
hydrated oxide of iron) is one antidote 
by which most of the combinacivns ef 
arsenic may be rendered, even in the 
stomach, insoluble, and hence harm- 
less. (3)— Marsh test. To a hydrogen 
generator “attach a drying tube with 
calctum chloride, and follow this with 
a tube of moderately hard lead-free 
giass, narrowed slightly in the middle 
and drawn to a small orifice at the out- 
er end. Charge the botte with pure 
zine, free from arsenic, and add C. P. 
dilute sulphuric acid in the usual man- 
ner.“ Let the evolution of gas continue 
untu the air is all expelled, and then 
light it at the drawn-out end of the 
delivery tube. The burning gas is nure 
hydrogen, if your materials are pure. 
Test the gas with a clean cold porce- 
lain dish by holding it against the 
flame for five minutes; then, if no 
black stain appears on the dish the 
gas may be considered pure. Next pre- 
pare a very dilute solution of sodium 
arsenite, or arsenous acid, and pour 
five drops of this through the safety or 
funne tube, into a generator. Place 
the porcelain dish again in the flame and 
note that after a time a shining black 
deposit of arsenic collects. Gather 
several of these stains or deposits on 
the same dish. Next heat the delfy- 
ery tube with the Bunsen flame a 
short d nee In front of the central 
narrowed part, between the generator 
and where constricted. At a high tem- 
perature the hydrogen arsenide decom- 
poses, ylelding arsenic, which prectini- 
tates on the cooler part of the tube, 
and hydrogen, which burns at the end. 
If the heat is properly applied the ar- 
senic deposit forms in the contracted 
portion of the tube, where it can be 
readily seen. “The liberated arsenic, 
being slightly volatile, is deposited 
some distance beyond the point most 
strong!y heated.” Now test the stains 
in the dish. Pour a few drops of fresh 
made solution of sodium hypochlorite 
and allow it to flow around the lsh. 
The deposit will go into solution in- 
stantly, and thus distinguishes arsenic 
from simiar antimony stains. “In per- 
forming this experiment care must be 
taken to have the corks and fittings 
of the apparatus perfectly tignt (you 
might kill yourself,) and to keep the 
gas burning, after the addition of the 
arsenic solution.” (4) Fehling’s sotu- 
tion in two solutions (without glycer- 
ine;) (a) chemically pure, copper sul- 
phate, 69.28 Gm. C. P. sulphuric acid 
1 Ce; aqua dist.'to make 1 litre; fh) 
Rochelle salt, 350 Gm.; sodium hydrate, 
100 Gm.; water distilled to make 1 litre, 
These solutions mixed in equal volumes 
reproduce Fehling’s solution. (5) The

Judge Frank J. Bryan Has 
an Unerring Way. 


How the Practice Was Brok- 
en up at New Orleans. 


New and Successful Version 
of the “Water Cure.” 


One of the most difficult tasks that 


falls to the lot of a racing steward is 


the detection, and especially the obtain- 
ing of convincing proof against un- 
Serupulous owners and trainers who 
Make a practice of doping their 
horses. This practice occurs very in- 
frequentiy on the larger race tracks 
in the East, but at New Orleans, or on 
the western tracks, where winter meet- 
ings are held and where the poorer 
class of horses and patched-up crip- 
ples fight it out for $300. purses, the 
practice of “doping” is of almost daily 
occurrence. It is not such a hard mat- 
ter to tell when a hurse in a race has 
been plied with stimulants for the pur- 

of accelerating his speed, but it 
E another matter to prove it. 

Frank J. Bryan, who gave up being 
& racing reporter to become a racing 
steward, telis many interesting Stories 
of how he virtually broke up the prac- 
tice at New Ofleans. “When I first 
went to New Orleans,” said Mr. Bryan, 
“the jockey club officials, both East 
and West, had enacted rules against 
‘doping’ horses. Now, it isn’t the hard- 
est matter in the wortd for an experi- 
enced racing man to detect the fact 
that a horse has been ‘doped’—that is, 
for him to be morally certain in his 
own mind of it. The proving of it is an 
entirely different matter. I was aware 
when I first went to New Orleans that 
the practice had been carried on there 

retiy extensively. I determined to 
K K up or rule somebody off. But 

how to go about it bothered me cun- 
siderably. 

“The meeting had not been going on 
many days when the first glaring case 
came to my attention. The name of 
the horse that had deen sent to the 
post filled up to the muzzie does not 
matter just how. He was an old cripple, 
thet had been patched up for killing, 
ghd that he had been ‘doped’ befare 
Being sent to the post I was morally 
certain. Well, to make a long story 
short, the killing went through and I 
made up my mind to get evidence that 
would convict the guilty ones.

Horseman Tells of Ascot 
Visitor’s Funny Experience that 
the Sports Still Talk About—“Good 
Things” Frequently Fall Down, as 
the Millionaire Learns. 


“This defeat of English Lad, the 
Derby favorite, Irish Lad, the Sub- 
urban favorite, and a lot more other 
favorites that barrels of us have seen 
stop and go back after something 
in the stretch, reminds me that ‘good 
things’ are generally about the worst 
that you can have handed to you,” 
murmured the old horseman, as he 
uncrossed his legs and smiled out 
of the windoy. “Seems to me there 
ought to be some other name for 
these bad ones,“ he added, after a 
moment, “for they make tramps out 
of a lot of us and sour a good many 
that you can never make sweet again. 

“Of course, you don't always win 
even after you line up behind the 
box and you ain't sure untl you trade 
your ticket off for the money. There's 
many a slip between the starting gate 
and the time the first three weigh 
out,” and the old fellow crossed his 
legs, put his hand up to his chin and 
looked out of the window again, and 
back through the checkered years that 
stretch behind a horseman’s strenu- 
ous life. 

“Seein’' that Ascot picture on the 
Wall.“ he resumed after a long pause, 
“makes me think of old Cap Fiem- 
ing, who was out here last winter 
just to look around. Old Cap, you 
know, hasn't much else to do now, 
for he has got about $4,000,000 stored 
away that he sawed out of the lum- 
ber business back around the bis 
lakes.

Sportsmen generally are rej x at 
the approach of the dove season, which 
from all advance indications promises 
to be an unusually good one. The or- 
dinance passed last week by the Su- 
pervisors opening the legal time for 
dove shooting on July 15, met with the 
commendation of a majority of those 
who shoot the birds and are familiar 
with their habits. In Southern Califor- 
nia doves begin to leave about as soon 
as nesting is done with, and those 
which remain after the middle of Au- 
gust are for the greater part as busily 
engaged in nidification as the majority 
were over a month previous. It was 
argued by the opponents of an earlier 
dove season that sportsmen would be 
shooting nesting birds, which to a cer- 
tain extent is undeniably true, but the 
argument is just as applicable to an 
open period starting a month earlier, 


then fewer doves in this part of the 
country. The percent of nesting 
birds is in all probability about the 
same. | 

It is impossible to draft game laws 
that will suit every section of as big 
a State as California, hence the State 
law opening July 1 on doves is alto- 
—.— too early for this locality. 

portsemen contended that August 
was fifteen days too late, mostly bas- 
ine their argument on the imability of 
any game warden and his deputies to 
enforce such a law except among the 
classes to which all game legislation is 
sacred of itself. Last year the son- 
ers“ had killed or chased the doves out 
of the country by August, as was plain- 
ly evidenced by the piles of new empty 
shells found on flights, and the constant 
boom of guns noticed by all who took 
country drives during the month of 
July. It being apparent to the Super- 
visors, that the decent, law-abiding 
sportsmen were doublv getting the 
worst of it under the old ordinance they 
made the change which becomes oper- 
ative July 15 next. 

There are many who believe that 
doves ought never to be shot at all. and 
in all probability they would be both- 
ered but little by gunners were it not 
for the growing scarcity of other game. 
and the fact that doves come in sea- 
son at a time when no other mark of- 
fers itself for the sportsman's gun. 
The argument often advanced that the 
dove is harmless and not a game bird 
might be applied with equal truth to 
the majority of birds that are hunted. 
Doves are essentially grain feeders, 
but ther eat various w seeds as 
well; so far as their game qualities 
are cousidered, they present an ex- 
tremely difficult mark on the wing. and 
when shot at a little become as wild as 
hawks. The delicacy of their flesh 
palatably presented in the form of 
dove stew appeals to any epicure. 


The country seems to be well stock- 
ed with doves at present, and the birds. 
though a little tardy about getting at 
their breeding seem to have lost no 
time since. Many youne birds are out 
now, and they may be seen flying about 
almost any afternoon. The big flights 
In the San Fernando Valleypromise to 
be better July 15 than they were last 
season or the year before that. 

In Orange and San Diego counties 
farmers of sportsman tendencies have 
noticed a good supply of doves. the 
same beine true of counties to the 
north and west of Los Angeles. 

More or less illegal shooting is going 
on already, but the wholesale ante- 
season butchery of last year has not 
been attemepted as yet. W. B. Mor- 
gan, the game warden. has some hust- 
ling deputies in the field, and means 
to wage a vigorous campaign against 
the violators, who now have no ex- 
cuse for breaking the law.

While in many 
cases the birds eat do onsiderable 
quantities of grapes and more or less

BLACKSMITH REDIVIVUS, 

Bob Fitzsimmons is figuring seriously 
upon reverting to his old trade of 
blacksmith as a means of livelihood, 
is reported from New York. 

The ex-champion heavyweight pugil- 
ist is anxious to take up the work of 
an expert farrier on the race track, 
and was today busy canvassing the 
owners at Gravesend, —— Bay 
and Jamaica with the idea of learning 
just how much work he could turn to 
his forge. 

If he finds there is a reasonable pros- 
pect of drumming up a profitable trade 
in shoeing race horses he is quite de- 
termined on setting up a business as 
an expert horseshoer general 
smithy. 

There are a score of farriers now on 
the metropolitan tracks who are mak- 
ing from $15 to $75 a day shoeing and 
taking care of the hoofs of race horses. 

There is little doubt of Fitzsimmons’s 
ability to work a big trade, for his 
popularity with the general run of 
owners and trainers, together with his 
notoriety as a fighter, would bring 
him plenty of patrons. 

A man who is able to judge says 
there is $15,000 a year for Fitz in 
the scheme.

Catching Yellowfins and Surf Fish 
Off Geach—Good Tides Tonight. 
Today's Prospect at Western and 
Southern Resorts — Barracuda, 
Bonita and Albicore. 


Though not as yet what fishermen 
have a right to expect for the latter 
days of June, rod and reel sport at 
Los Angeles county beaches is slow- 
ly bettering as summer comes, and the 
fact has caused many devotees of the 
game to anticipate old-time fun later 
on. Just how much foundation there 
is for this remains to be seen. 

All the beaches have been liberal- 
ly patronized during the week by the 
cult, and some decent but not sensa- 
tional catches have been brought up 
to town, Outside trolling has been very 
spasmodic in resulis. Harry Lynch of 
Terminal and his man Manuel have 
succeeded in locating a few schools of 
fish occasionally and seem to have done 


men. The majori#y of the barracuda 
now coming in to market are netted 
fish, obtained by sinking the gill nets 
many fathoms with plenty of lead. 
Professional fishermen around Ocean 
Park habe met with unusually good 
luck of late, going outside at night 
and setting their nets; returning in the 
morning to unload several hundred 
pounds of the pickerel of the deep. 
Shore seiners around the outfall sewer 
wharf have been taking quantities of 
surf fish, yellowfins and croakers when 
the tides serve, and the rod and reei 
iraternity might do worse than give 
the beach théreabouts a few tries this 
evening as the tide comes up about 
dark. 

Port Los Angeles has yitided a few 
bass during the week closed. Santa 
Monica and Ocean Park have been 
fished assiduously by residents and 
a tew yellowfins, scattering surf fish 
and Mnhumerabie “herring, kingfish 
and other small fry are caught every 
day. 

At Playa del Rey the sport is im- 
proving steadtly. Yellowfins can now 
be depended on for a small catch ev- 
ery evening regardless of the state of 
tide. In common with all the other 
western beaches, Del Rey has suf- 
fered considerably from the prevalence 
of sea wrack, kelp and other marine 
vegetable nuisances which collect on 
lines and keep the fish away. 

The mackerel are still doing business 
at Redondo, but the mid-day anglers 
might as well not go out after them. 
The fogs have prolonged some of the 
runs well into the late morning hours, 
but is is impossible to depend on catch- 
ing the fish except in the evening by 
lantern light. 

Surf fishermen have 
around the Terminal Island wharves 
all 4he week and a few small-sized 
corbina have been landed, but the fish 
have heen of unsatisfactory size. Oc- 
casional fierce strikes have shown that 
the three-pounders have not entirely 
knocked off operations and corbina 
chasers are elated thereat. The double 
attraction of fish and yacht race will 
doubtiess pack the Terminal wharves 
today. 

The bay has proved a flat failure to 
all-who have tried to catch fish in it. 
Until the latter part of August the 
croakers probably will not run in- 
side in any force. Yellowfins may be 
expected at intervals. 

The best prospect for outside trol!- 
ing lies in starting before daylight so 
as to be out on the banks long before 
sunrise. Capt. Harry Lynch says 
some barracuda are running off the 
ten-fathom bank, but the big fish are 
miinly*on the other side of the chan- 
nel. Aldicore and bonita, supposed 
to be winter fish, are still biting well 
out in the blue water.

FISH FACTS 


AND FANCIES. 


By Happy isaak. 


“What we call surf fishing now, and 
what we used to call surf fishing in 
the old days around Santa Monica, are 
two very different things,” remarked 
M. Kremer the other day. Mr. Kremer 
is, in point of actual service, the vet- 
eran of all local anglers, having be- 
gun the pursuit of game fish for pleas- 
ure on this Coast in the spring of 1875. 
“The first few years we fished for 
surf. or corbina, as they are being 
called now, it was no uncommon thing 
to catch a dozen large surf fish in an 
afternoon. By large I mean ranging 
from a pound and a half upward to 
over five pounds. Many an afternoon 
I have stpod on the old Santa Monica 
wharf, using clam for bait—clams were 
plentiful anywhere along the coast in 
those days—and caught actually all 
the surf fish I could carry home— 
sometimes more. These littler nippers“ 
we are catching now, I do not remem- 
ber having ever seen in those days; 
all the fish seemed to be large. 

“We did not go about surf fishing 
then as we do now. with expensive 
rods and reels, the best of hooks and 
painstaking attention to tackle, yet we 
caught far more fish. 
I used a long cane pole with a line 
about as long; a heavy chalk line it 
was, too, and one that now no one 


would think of using for so shy a fish | 


as we believe the surf fish to be. There 
was no reel; the hooks were the cheap- 
est iron Kirby hooks, tied on with a 
length of the line, and fitted with a 
sinker. Sometimes we used one hook, 
sometimes two or even more. When 
the fish came along, we always had 
him at the end of the rod, and could 
tell just what was going on below; 
when he had bit, we used our strength 


and heaved him out whether he 
weighed two pounds or five. And we 
did not lose so many, either. I like 


that kind of fishing yet. The old wharf 
is gone now, and I do not know if 
anyone fishes from the beach in the | 
same spot. 

“At another place not far from the 
old Santa Monlea Wharf was the Ber- 
nard wharf. where we caught large 
crodkers. There was seldom anything 
else there, but it was no task to catch 
the croakers in as great number as we 
cared for them. We used the same 
tackle for them as for surf fish. 

“Of late years it seems to me the 
surf fish are getting steadily smaller in 
average size. When the Brighton 
Beach wharf was opened we had very 
large fish for a while, but they have 
given place to the small ones now, and 
a large one is comparatively rare. In 
fact the best days fishing I have had

HUMANE SOCIETY. 
MORE MONEY NEEDED. 

Mrs. J. B. Millard, president of the 
Los Angeles Humane Society, and Miss 
Helen Mathewson, vice-president, yes- 
terday morning made application to 
the Finance Committee of the City 
Council for an increase in the monthly 
appropriation for promoting the Hu- 
mane Society work. 

Ten years ago the then City Council 
voted to include in the city’s charity 
budget $50 a month for the mane So- 
clety. This appropriation has been al- 
lowed by all succeeding councils. 

Officers of the society now insist that 
with the increased population the work 
of their association has grown until it 
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During the last three months the so- 
city has for. over 200 children. 

The officers yesterday asked that the 
society's appropriation be increased to 
$1256 a month. They say that the extra 
$756 a month will go toward paying the 

of an inspector who will devote 

his entire time to field work. 

The Humane Society has a large 
membership, and in the past has found 
homes for many hundred waifs. 


MANY ADULTERANTS., 
VIOLATE PURE FOOD LAW. 
City Chemist Dr. R. V. Day yester- 
Gay concluded tests of ten samples of 
maple syrup and teh of vinegar taken 
From the stock of local dealers. Every 
sample of maple syrup contained cane 
sugar and glucose and eight of the ten 
samples of vinegar contained sugar, 


Between Adams street and Jefferson 
street a large majority of the frontage 
requests the granting of the franchise. 

South of Jefferson street it is, of 
course, unanimous. It needs no argu- 
ment to show why the property own- 
ers north of Adams street are pro- 
testing against and fighting this un- 
provement.

the carrying or transporting of freight 
or freight cars. This eliminates the 
question of the third rail, as anyone 
who is familiar with the law, will at 
once appreciate. 

This is not a movement inaugurated 
by the street railway company, but 
is an improvement which the property 
owners themselves are asking for. 

Many property owners who have 
heretofore opposed the granting of a 
franchise on Figueroa street have 
signed this petition, realizing that for 
the street to keep pace with the bal- 
ance of the cit: it must have the hee- 
essary street-car facilities. 


Want Lines Changed. 

Property owners living in the Sixth 
Ward between the Alameda street and 
the Los Angeles River, to the number 
of over 200, have petitioned the Coun- 
cll to have the ordinance regulating = 
location of slaughter-houses 
amended that Julius Hauser shall not 
be permitted to complete the plant 
which’ he is now installing at the junc- 
tion of Santa Fé avenue and Lemon 
streets. 

The protestants claim that the nox- 
ious odors Which would emanate from 
the slaughter-houses would make their 
Homes unetnable. 


Childrens’ Play Ground. 

The Finance Committee yesterday 
instructed the City Clerk to advertise 
for a site for a “children’s play ground.” 
The location must be inside that dis- 
trict bounded by Los Angeles street, 
Aliso street, Ninth street and the Los 
Angeles River, and the tract of land 
must be not less than 300 feet square. 

Recommendation was recently made 
to the Council by the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association and the 
outdoor branch of the Civic League 
that a site for a play ground for chil- 
dren be selected somewhere within the 
Seventh or Eighth wards. 

Members of the Finance Committee 
will look with most favor on locations 
near a public school. 


OUTFALL SEWER. 
ONLY LOCAL BIDDERS. 

Bids for construction of the outfall 
sewer will be opened tomorrow in the 
City Council. A sharp competition is 
expected. 

When the specifications were first ad- 
vertised a number of northern and 
eastern firms bid on the construction 
work. Since the rejection of those 


bids, however, the agents of the outside 
corporations have all left the city and 
the competition has narrowed itself. 
down to local contractors. 

N. W. Stowell submitted a proposi- 
tion to the Council when bids were last 
submitted to build the sewer for $617,- 
000 or less. He backed up his offer 
with a certified check for $50,000. The 
City Attorney gave the opinion that the 
city could not realize on the check in 
ease Mr. Stowell failed to make good 
on his bid, and it was returned to him. 
Those who professed to be on the in- 
side now say that Stowell will not bid 
‘again on the work, and that his last 
bid was made in the interests of the 
Los Angeles Construction Company, a 
combination of local contractors, who 
attempted to secure the contract for 
the entire sewer. 

J. Harvey McCarthy has made the 
claim to Councilmen that his cumula- 
tive credit company will build the sewer 
for less than $600,000. He wants the 
award held up a few weeks, however, 
until enough tickets mature to carry 
him through the first month.

THE TRANSFER FIGHT. 
WRIT OF MANDATE ISSUE. 

Fresh interest is injected into the 
fight for street-car transfers by reason 
of an opinion handed down by Judge 
Conrey late yesterday afternoon, in 
which he holds that transfers should 
be issued on the Ninth-street car line 
and its intersecting lines. An opinion 
on somewhat different lines was handed 
down some time ago by Judge Oster. 
when another phase of the transfer 
fight was being adjudicated. 

The suit 5 determined in its inittel 
stage by Judge Conrey was brought 
by D. 8S. Reynolds against the Pacific 
Electric Railway Company and the Los 
Angeles Railway Company, in an appli- 
catlon for a writ of mandate to compel 
the defendant corporations to give and 
receive transfers between the Ninth- 
street line and its connecting lines. 

“The evidence does not sustain the 
petitioner's claim that one of the de- 
fendants controls the other defendant,” 
says Judge Conrey. “As business cur- 
porations it appears that the defendants 
are separate and independent of each 
other, although it is true that they have 
the same president and their stock is 
in — 1 part owned by the same indi- 
vidua 

“There is no doubt that during the 
four years preceding January 1, 1904, 
while the Los Angeles Railway Com- 
pany owned and operated the East 
Ninth-street line and all the intersect- 
ing lines, that company was obligated 
to give and receive transfers between 
said lines. This obligation arose out of 
the terms of the franchise granted by 
the city for the construction. and opera- 
tion of said line on Kast Ninth street. 
After taking into consideration. the 
language of the franchise ordinance, 
together with the purpose for which 
the franchise was granted and the 
manner in which the roads were being 
operated prior to the present year, and 
the nature of the rights held and exer- 
cised by the defendants, it is my optn- 
ion that the burdens of giving and re- 
ceiving such transfers as these here in 
question has not ceased to accompany 
— benefits which the defendants en- 


1 think that when the Los Angeles 
Railway Company surrendered to its 
codefendant the possession of East 
Ninth street (so far as such possession 
existed for street-ralilway purposes) 
the Pacific Electric Rajlway Company 
received that possession subject to all 
existing burdens thereof. 

“It will be ordered that ~ writ of 
mandate issue as prayed for 

It is now up to the defendant cor- 
porations to show cause in e matter, 
and the transfer t wil n 
galvanized into activity. 


FISH ON TAP. 
TROUBLE IS BREWING. 

Out west of Pasadena the people do 
not object to fish either for sport or as 
a diet, but they do object to having 
fish supplied to them in their houses 
through the water mains of the Pasa- 
dena Water Company. They are cry- 
ing their grievances, and Game and 
Fish Warden Morgan has been appealed 
to. 

It appears that the waters in the Ar- 
royo Seco have been stocked with fish 
from time to time by the Fish Commis- 
sion, and for some time past this fish 
has been swept into the sand filtering 
boxes of the water company, and has 
clogged them, in addition to killing 
large quantities of fish. The water 
company was appealed to, and was 
asked to put screens over the boxes, 
but refused to do so, if not verbally, at 
least by omitting to do an ng in 
premises. 

The trouble complained of became 
worse, and then the game warden went 
te the trouble of putting in screens 
himself, but the water company pulled 
these out, and once again fish are be- 
ing killed off.

Passed Away at Philadelphia After 
Long Iliness—Built the Traction

an honest one. The newspaper carries the history of 
the guilty wretch’s crime everywhere. Even in the 
desert ho is not safe. He may go into foreign lands, 

but his record will follow him. He may assume false 
aames, but the photographic power of the newspaper 
will Ciscover and depict him. A half a century ago, be- 
fore the era of the daily journal, he was safe when at 
a distance from the locality where his crimes were com 

mitted. The probability of his ever being confronted 
by his misdeeds and brought to justice was compara- 
tively small. He could marry and bring up his chil- 
dren and accumulate wealth without much fear of dis- 
covery. The detective eye of this public servant was 


not upon him. The work of the newspaper is supple- 


menied in this respect by the telegraph. The two are 
inseparable in the world’s advancement, and the one 
could not well be sustained without the other. 

The true journalist is no charlatan. He is a philan- 
thropist and a lover of his race. His purpose is to at- 
tack wrong in the abstract; to expose individua!s only 
as far as the good of the community requires. But 
when principles are at stake, and the community is be-

| ers, then that journal is at fault which does not icidiy 
denounce and expose individual wrong. 

A journal is not worth anything that is not abreast, 
or even a little in advance of public sentiment. It 
shouii never fall behind it, or evince timidity or vacil! 

tion. 

0 Of course, the newspaper is fallible and may make 
mistakes; but it should be bold, conscientious and fear- 
less—the tool of no party, but the servant of the whole 
people. It should be consistent, not supporting one 
policy today and advocating a different one tomorrow. 
In order for this it must have a fixed and definite 
principle of action, based upon convictions rather than 
self-interest. Such a newspaper will have the rospect 
and confidence of the community, even if it makes ene- 
mies among those whose policy it assails. 

But the object of such a journal is to know the right 
and io defend it. Self-interest is overshadowel by the 
larger interests of the general public. The best inter- 
ests of the community are what it seeks to foster. Jour- 
nalism is not, with it, a mere makeshift as a means of | 
livelihood, but a profession demanding its best efforts. 
As such it is studied and sought to be made honorable. 
It is held too high to be made use of for selfish or mer- 
cenary purposes. It cannot be bought. It cannot be 
terrorized. It cannot be crushed. 

The present newspaper age has in it some clemen2 
of evil. There are many men in the journalistic pro- 
fession who have but small conception of what real 
journalism involves. It is nothing more to them tban 
one of the many methods of earning their bread and 
butter. They enter into its arena without having de- 
cided upon any fixed policy for-the control of its col- 
umns, and without having once considered the imper 
sonality of its character. Its columns are open to the 
highest bidder. Its establishment is regarded merely 
| as an aid to money-getting. Its policy is to be on the 
Winning side of public controversies; to be on the pop- 
ular side of great agitations. It puts aside all con- 
‘science in these matters, and if it makes money it is 
satisfied. 

Such journalism is a curse to any community. Soorer 
or later it will be rebuked. But it takes courage to be 
true slways to a man’s convictions. Such courage is 
the greatest of all necessities in this field. Withont it 
no newspaper is worthy of success, for it falls short of 
the true spirit and design of the profession. It is not 
a safé leader, and is unworthy of support or public con- 
fidence, and in this age it cannot succeed.

The Seediess Date and Navel Orange. 


“We have introduced a number of different kinds of 
dates into the West,” continued Mr. Fairchild, “and we 
are raising some as delicious as any I have tasted in Per- 
sia. i have heard lately, however, of a seedless date, 
and am trying to get suckers to plant in Arizona or in 
California. “So far I have not been able to trace it, but 
there is no reason why it should not exist. No one 
knew of navel oranges until an American woman, travel- 


ing along the coast ot Brazil, was given a seedless orange 


while her ship stopped at Bahia. She asked about it, and 
was tcld that it was cultivated by the people of ‘ha: 
state. When she came to Washington she called at the 
Department of Agriculture and told Mr. Saunders abou! 
it. The old som was very polite, and although he 
evidently doubted the statement, he sent down to Bahia, 
asking about this orange and for slips of the tree. Some 
came, and they were planted in the department garden. 
They grew into trees, and upon them were produced the 
first navel oranges ever seen in the United States. Slips 
from those trees were sent to California and Florida, and 
our enormous seedless orange crop of today is the result.

Salted Almonds. 


“Are we doing anything in nut culture?” 

“Yes,” said Mr. Fairchild. “I spent some time a yem 
or so ago looking for almonds that might be successfull) 
grown in California and similar regions. I found tha 
the Jordan almond was the best variety for the salted or 
burnt almonds which are served on our dinner tables. 
We are now spending a million and one-half dollars an- 
nually for such almonds, and the demand is rapidly in- 
creasing. This Jordan almond grows in the mountainous 
regions of Southeastern Spain. I visited that country 
and brought back a great lot of scions from bearing trees. 
These were sent by the Agricultural Department to Cu- 
fornia and used to bid and graft thousands of young 
trees there. Some of the trees are already producing, 
and the probability is that we shall grow all we need 
These Jordan almonds have hard shells. The women 
and children of the Spanish mountain villages crack the 
nuts and take out the kernels for shipment. When they 
are thoroughly introduced here, cracking machines wil 
do this work. 

“Another nut which we are introducing,” said Mr. 
Fairchild, “is the cashew nut, which grows in different 
parts of Africa and elsewhere. It is served roasted and 
will some day be far more liked than the peanut is now. 
I think the cashew tree can be grown in Porto Rico.”

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tinuei Mr. Fairchild, “is the introduction of the Japanese 
bambco for the Gulf States, Florida and Southern Texas. 
We have imported thousands of bamboos and have 
placed them in the hands of a few selected men. who, it 
is thought, will be capable of handling them. We hope 
that commercial groves of bamboo timber can be grown 
throughout the south, and they will be as profitable there 
as they are in Japan.” 

“Give me some idea of the bamboos of Japan and the 
money in them? I asked. 

“It would take a book to tell the story,” said Mr. Fair- 
child. “There are many varieties, used for all sorts of 
purposes. The bamboo, you know, is a giant grass, 
hien grows not only in the tropics, but also in the up- 
per regions of the Andes and Himalayas, which are cov- 
ered with deep snow in the winter. The plant is found 
almost everywhere in the Philippines, and the different 
varieties may be introduced into Porto Rico and Ha- 
wall. Some of the bamboos have edible shoots, whith 
look like giant asparagus sprouts and may be cooked and 
eaten in the same way? They are a delicious vegetable, 
and will some day have a place in the American market. 
Other bamboos are grown entirely for the timber and for 
use in manufacturing. I think the timber species can he 
grown along the Yazoo River, in Mississippi, and that 
they would be a very valuable crop.” 

“Are bamboos cultivated?” I asked. 

“Yes, the Japanese treat them with all the care of other 
field crops. They set them out in orchards or groves. 
taking a harvest of poles in August or later. Of some v1- 
rieties there are four or five thousand to the acre, and 
more than a thousand culms or stalks can be markcte.! 
from them every year. The plants are usually set but 
about twelve feet apart and the first stalks cut when the 
grove is about four years old.“ 

“Give me some idea of the profits of bamboo rais- 
ing.” 

“They should be greater here than in Japan,” said Mr. 
Fairchild, and as far as I could learn the business Hays 
very well there. Dr. Shiga of the Japanese bureau of 
forestry told me that the bamboo was one of the best 
crops of the country, often yielding $50 gold per acre. Of 
this 20 per cent. came from tue edible shoots. Another 
Japanese wh» raised bamboo timber told me he was an- 
nually making about $40 per acre out of his land, wd 
near Kiota I heard of men who were making as much as 
$80 per acre. Prices rise and fall from year to year. 


About five years ago some of the planters who were rais- | 


ing groves of black bamboo were realizing $200 per acre. 
They are now netting about 850.“ 

“The bamboo.“ continued Mr. Fairchild, “is the most 
indispersable of all trees in the Far East. It is used for 
everything under the sun. It forms the building ma- 
terial, the furniture wood, the kitchen utensils, the water 
pipes, and in some places the floors and .rafters of the 
houses. It is used to make ropes and mats, fans and um- 
brellas. It largely takes the place of iron and wire, and 
of many other things. Here it is used chiefly for fishing 
poles, of which we import millions every year. It would 
indeed be a valuable addition to our timber crop.” 


Japan's Wonderful Paper Plant. 


The conversation here turned to the Japanese paper 
plants which are now being brought to the United Sta‘es. 
The Japanese make the finest papers of the world. They 
have scme which look like silk, so strong that a large 
sheet of one of them will support the weight of the av- 
erage man. They have the finest of {issue papers, some 
of which are imported by opticians for wiping lenses and 
glasses, and the dentists all over the country 
dry out the cavities in teeth preparatory to filling 
them with gold with a porous paper made in Japan. Mr. 
Fairchild showed me samples of some of these papers, 
and, among other things, what looked like a leather port- 
folio which would, I suppose, cost at least $5 at any no- 
tion store in this country. It was made of paper instead 
of leather, and I was told it had cost just 18 cents. 

“The Japanese papers,” said Mr. Fairchild, come from 
different sources, but chiefly from the mitsumata plant 
which covers the hillsides and is also grown between the 
rice fields throughout central Japan. 
shrub with long, lance-shaped leaves and yellow flowers. 
Its bark has long, delicate fibers, and it is secured by cut- 
ting the plant and stripping off the bark, which is then 
macerated and made into paper. 

This plant could be grown in the United States, and 
it might be harvested by machinery. The plants are 
grown from the seed and afterward set out and culti- 
vated. They are cut off from year to year, other sprouts 
coming up for another crop. 

The Japanese make their napkins, umbrellas and lan- 
_ terns out of such paper. It takes the place of glass in 

the walls of the people’s houses, and as oiled paper serves 
as rubber blankets and rubber coats. I see no reason 
why such plants should not be raised here, and why, with 

r modern machinery, they might not form an impor- 
tant part of our paper industry. I understand that from 
600 to 2000 pounds of bark can be annually produced on 
one acre, and that this when made into pulp is worth in 
Japan from 15 to 16 cents in gold per pound. This would 
make a profit, I should say, of $100 or upward per acre.

Already 
it has assumed large proportions on several of the tribu- 
taries of the Sacramento River, and millions of capital 
have been invested in it. This is dredge mining for 
gold, whose chief development may be seen near the town 
of Oroville, in Butte county, on the Feather river, where 
no less than twenty-seven costly dredgers are at work, 
with several others building. On the Yuba above Marys- 
ville there are several dredgers in operation, and a num- 
ber of others are being constructed there which in ca- 
pacity will exceed anything before attempted. 
The dredging industry has proved so profitable that 
many new companies have been formed to engage in 17. 
and within the past twelve months thousands of acres of 


land alofg the Yuba, Feather and American Rivers have 


been bought for the purpose at prices ranging from $100 
to 82500 an acre. In several instances orchards and vine- 
yards near Oroville bave been sacrificed for dredge min- 
ing. An orange orchard of twelve acres at that place, 
which had been advertised at $1200, or $100 an acre, was 
recently sold to a dredge mining company at the round 
price cf $24,000, or $2000 an acre, its owner having dis- 
covered the ground to be valuable for dredging purposes. 
But as dredging has been found to return as much as 
$20.00 an acre, the purchasers are satisfied with their in- 
vestment. 

It is estimated at Oroville that the average return of 
the material dredged in that district is about 27 cents per 
cubic yard, and the average cost of dredging is from 5 to

7 cents per cubic yard. The ground is usually thor- 
oughly prospected by borings before any purchase is 
made, so that buyers generally feel pretty safe in their 
outlays. 5 

The largest of the dredgers in the Oroville field 
moves about 2500 cubic yards of material jn twenty-four 
hours, working night and day. This is a thousand 
times as much as a man will ordinarily handle, working 
in the primitive way with pick and shovel, rockers or 
sluice. The larger dredgers are operated by a shift of 
three men, three shifts being employed in twenty-four 
hours. 

The companies using this new method of mining have 
ampie capital, and none has any stock on the market. 
Boston men are heavily interested in the Marysville an 
Oroville fields, and also on the American River, where 
the largest of the dredgers was recently destroyed by fire, 
at a loss of more than $50,000. Two of the dredgers ap- 
proa hing completion on the Yuba will cost $100,000 each. 
They will be able to excavate to a depth of sixty feet 
from the surface, which is about twice the depth to which 
the older dredgers have been restricted. . 

The mining dredgers are all of the bucket type, suc- 
tion being impracticable for the heavy material that 
must be lifted from the bedrock. Most of the ground 
worked is away from the rivers, but of alluvial character, 
and ihe gold is found chiefly on the bedrock beneath the 
deposits of gravel, boulders, sand and earth. At Oro- 
ville twenty of the dredgers work in channels or pits of 
their cwn excavation, some of which receive water from 
ditches to float the dredgers and enable the material 
lifted to be washed. Others work from the river chan- 
nels, aitacking the banks and dumping the material into 
the stream. This latter method of working has given 
rise to objection from farmers and fruit growers along 
the river below, who complain that much of the fine ma- 
terial dumped is carried down by the current and depos- 
ited in the flelds and orchards during times of high 
water. There is, however, much dispute over this point, 
and the dredge miners say that all difficulty may easily 
be obviated in future by depositing cobbles and gravel in 
such a way as to wall out the dredgers from the flow of 
the siream, so that the material dumped will remain 
where it is dropped. : 

In operation, a dredger lifts the material by its end- 
less chain of buckets, which empty their burden at the 
top of the machine, where it falls into a grizzly. The 
grizzly is sometimes a flat hopper, but more commonlv 
a revoiving cylinder, and is perforated with large holes 
throuzh which the gold and finer material escape into a 
flume, where the precious grains are caught by quicksil- 
ver behind a series of riffies or bars, allowing the tall 
ings to flow out into the stream or pit. The cobbles and 
coarser gravel are discharged by the grizzly upon an end-

CAMPING EXPERIENCE OF A DOCTOR 
AND A PARSON. 


. By a Special Contributor. 


UNDREDS, perhaps thotsands, of the people who 
H have come to Southern California within the past 

year or two, drawn by the inexpressible charm of 
its climate and the glories of its mountains and valleys, 
have yet to learn the full possibility of outdoor life in 
this land of the sky. The occasional drive, the Sunday 
picnic at the beach or in the shady grove, cannot give the 
fullest measure of joy to one who loves the wild. It is 
by the camper that the poetic pleasures of outdoor life in 
Southern California are most completely realized; and 
now that the camping season is fairly open, the lovers of 
nature who have not yet experienced the joy of a camping 
trip In this gypsies’ paradise, should hasten to make the 
mecessary preparations. 

The problem of the trip resolves itself chiefly into two 
questions: namely, how to go, and where to go. There 
are many ways, and numberless places. The veteran 
camper, he who is hopelessly infatuated with outdoor 
life, wili not hesitate to start on foot, with his pack on 
his shoulders, if no other way is available; and, march- 
ing light, like a soldier of Caesar, penetrate the remotest 

—-eafions, and clamber over the most inaccessible trails. 
sleeping under the open sky at night, with the silent glit- 
tering stars for company. But to the novice, some meas- 
ure of comfort, even some of the luxuries of home life, 
are necessary, to make an initial trip successful and 
pleasurable. Hence, a wagon outfit, and a point not too 
far from home, are recommended for the trial trip. A 
small tent, a canvas cot for each person, sufficient ved- 
ding, a sheet-iron camp stove, a few plain dishes and a 
quantity of provisions, constitute an adequate outfit. 
Guns, fishing tackle, a camera, will be inciuded, accord- 
ing to the personnel of the party. 

Perhaps a brief account of a trip just made will give 
the would-be camper the best conception of the nature 
ot such an expedition into wild nature. The objective 
point was in San Francisquito Cafion, about thirty-six 
miles from Los Angeles and six miles beyond Newhall. 
The party consisted of two, a doctor just from the East, 
and a parson, long since initiated. They started from Pas- 
adena in a light wagon drawn by one horse. Their out- 
fit consisteti of the following: A tent, a camp stove, a 

few dishes, two cots, bedding, a single-barreled shotgun, 
a camera, and supplies for six days. The latter con- 
sisted of canned beans, crackers, condensed milk, coffee, 
sugar, bacon, flour, baking powder, salt, and last but not 
least, matches. 

Witch hearty farewells and waving of hands the expe- 

dition was off. Up past the Devil's Gate, (where the doc- 
tor felt safe, convoyed by the parson,) on through ver- 
dant La Cafiada, whence the eye swept over fertile and 
lovely San Gabriel Valley, with the mist-clad range of 
the Sierra Madre stretching eastward; over La Cres- 
centa, where verdant Verdugo Cafion reached away to- 
ward the Pacific; through brush-clad wilds, where the 
jack rabbit, roused by the sound of wheels, sprang fronr 
his shady covert and bounded away, vanishing like the 

- flitting shadow of a cloud; on down the long grade 
through the cak-embowered village of Monte Vista into 
the sandy and boulder-strewn bed of the Big Tejunga, 
with its huge artery conveying from the heart of the 
mountains the precious fluid which gives life to the city 
far away; through yielding sands, where the prickly 
cactu3 rears its hydra-heads, and the gray lizard darts 
from stone to stone; where the noontide sun, pouring 
down through a sky of cloudless blue, is reflected as 
from a mirror, dazzling almost to blindness the eye un- 
accustomed to its brilliancy. 

Crossing the Little Tejumga, the party made its way 
up ihe western bank to a point which commanded a 
magnificent view of mountain and valley, and selected 
a camping place for the night. 

The load was quickly unpacked and the tent erected. 
By the time the sun was low in the west, the parson 
staked out the horse, and the doctor, seizing the gun, 
started out into the brush to look for rabbits. As the 
doctor is president of the shooting club in his Eastern 
town, the parson confidently expected game for his sup- 

per. While the parson, who had elected himself chef.

You want something to eat, and you want 
it immediately. 

Now, long experience has taught the writer that a can 
of beans, which can be opened and quickly heated in 
a stew pan over any kind of a fire, furnishés as con- 
venient and satisfying a meal as anything on the men’. 
Add to this some crackers, a bunch of raisins, a bit 
of cheese, and a tin cup of steaming coffe, and you have 
a meal which can be prepared in five or ten minutes, 
and in five more, after you have eaten, you can wash 
up and stow away the dishes. 
dressing and cooking of this will add considerably to 
the labors of the cook; but no camper will begrudge 
the trouble.

10 DE JANEIRO (Brazil) May, 1904.—A great 

deal has been said of late about German immi- 

gration to Brazil, and the increase of German influ- 
ence in South America. Some of our vigilant statesmen 
and writers have referred to the matter as a menace to 
American interests in the south. The statistics warrant 
no apprehension on this score. Last year there were 
only 248 immigrants from Germany to Brazil, and there 
are not as many Germans in this entire country as there 
are in the city of Milwaukee. The German element is lo- 
cated principally in Rio Grande de Sul and Santa Cath- 
erina, the two most southern states of Brazil. 


These people are anything but sympathizers with the 
fatherland; neither are they in touch with the Brazilian 
government. They speak the language and follow the 
customs of Germany, but are Brazilian citizens. Neither 
government is especially solicitous for their welfare, anJ 
they make no effort to hide their indifference to all out- 
side influences. They claim independence, and are nomi- 
nally their own bosses. Being agriculturists, they live

LARGEST HERD OF BUFFALO. 


A MONTANA INDIAN HAS THREE HUNDRED 
HEAD FOR BREEDING, EXHIBITION, ETC. 


{Indianapolis Sun:] There are several herds of buf- 
falo in America, but all of them combined would not 
equal in size the Allerd herd of the Flathead Reserva- 
tion, in Moniana. The herd sprang from two buffalo 
calves captured twenty years ago by an Indian. 


Charles Allerd, one of the leading braves of the reser- 
vation, took the calves and, capturing a few others, 
started out with a herd of five. It was his intention to 
fatten them like beeves, and use them when hunting 
was poor. Maj. Rooman suggested to Allerd that it 
might be a good idea to breed the buffalo, as the animals 
were becoming scarce in that territory. 


The herd now numbers 300, and is valued at $250,000. 
Allecd gave but little attention to his buffaloes. 
They have made little atiempt to leave the little valley 
of the Flatheac, where they have been pastured. Moun- 


that Charley Allerd’s herd did not escape. Aflerd did 
not realize that he was a wealthy man until one day he 
was offered $200 for one of his herd by a circus agent. 


Parts of the herd have been exhibited all over the 
United States. They were one of the great attractions of 
the World’s Fair in Chicago. 


Just before Allerd died he called on the man who had 
suggested the buffalo breeding idea to him and gave hfm 
a present of $500. 


Two half-breed sons survive the old Indian. When 
they need money they kil! the oldest buffalo in the herd 
and sell it to the Butte butchers. The hide brings $500 
and the meat sells for another $500. The meat finds 
ready sale in Butte at $1 a pound. Wealthy miners and 
others pay from $10 to $12 for the choicest cuts and in 
vite their friends in for a buffalo dinner. 


The herd is increased by thirty or forty calves every 
year, and for some unknown reason this band of buffalo 
thrives much better than the inmates of the Yellowstone 
National Park. 


Both the Allerd boys have traveled extensively, and 
are well educated. It is the hobby of one of them to 
harness his two biggest bulls 
breakneck speed through the streets of Missoula. Many 
of the bulls in the herd are wild, and great difficulty is 
experienced in loading them for shipment. One magnifi- 
cent bull recently charged from one end of the car to the 
other, striking with such terrific force that he broke his 
neck. The Allerd herd is the only effort made to per- 
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petuate the fast disappearing monarchs of the plains.

~ ARE BEING STUDIED.

sembled men of all races, from the highest in the 
scale of civilization down to well-nigh the lowest in 
point cf barbarism. We may remove from our purview 
Europeans and their descendants in America—these are 
our own people, about whom we may be presumed to 
know everything. But the races with which we would 
seek closer acquaintance 4n this great and diversified 
assemblage of humanity are the Japanese, the Chinese, 
the Hindoos, the Cingalese, the Turks, the mixed brood 
from Asia Minor and the Levant, the Egyptians, the 
Arabs, the Moors, the Kaffirs, the Esquimaux, the red 
Indians, the giants from Patagonia, the Hairy Ainus 
from Northern Japan, and the savage tribes from the 
Philippine Islands. All these are here in the flesh and 
wearing their national costumes. 

There are, however, great differences not only between 
the several races, but among their individual exemplars. 
The Jepanese diplomat, in frock coat and silk hat, 
Speaking perfect English, discussing the questions of the 
day with easy familiarity, bridges whole centuries of 
progress when compared with the dainty little geisha 
girl, in her bright silken robes, shuffling along in san- 
daled feet, tea tray in hand, grave intentness for the mo-

But this by no méans marks the limit of his 
opportunities. He may visit the Anthropological Build- 
ing proper, and there study the vast archaeological er- 
hibit made by the State of Ohio—pottery, arrowheads, 
flint knives; bone awls, stone hatchets, stone mortars 
and pesties, beads, perforated shells, perforated teeth, 


etc., etc.; or he may examine the antiquities from Egypt 
— stones covered with hieroglyphic inscriptions, mum 


producing regions of the earth. Again, the United 
States in the Palace of Transportation represents by a 
series of models every beast of burden known through- 
out the world, from the burro of the Rockies and the 
llama of the Andes to the Thibetan yak, Smallest of oxen, 
and the double-humped camel of Manchuria, and, as in 
many cases the animal is accompanied by its driver, we 
have here a veritable museum of racial types. And these 
are merely three illustrative examples out of scores of 
others. They serve to show that ethnology is over the 
whoie fair—that this most fascinating of all studies, the 
study of man, meets one at every turn.

But after ali it is the living groups of peoples that 
attract most attention. These have been brought to- 
gether partly by the exposition authorities, partly by 
private enterprise, and on no mere sample, or single- 
specimen plan. Thus, in the Filipino Reservation there 
are close to 1000 natives, nearly half of whom are sav- 
ages or semi-savages, living their family life in their 
own proper dwellings, some of these built on stakes 
over water, others perched in trees, following their daily 
pursuits, preparing and eating their accustomed food, 
and engaging in their hereditary dances, songs and other 
amusements. Even if some visitors are shocked by the 
nudity of one tribe, or disgusted by the dog-eating pro- 
clivities of another, we have here a series of pictures 
of real barbarism that it would cost much time, money 
and risk to obtain by actual travel. So, on the Indian 
Reservation, we may watch the regular family life, in 
deer-skin tepees, turf lodges, earth houses and brush- 
wood shelters, of a dozen different tribes gathered from 
all corners of the United States. Stand quietly by, watch 
that tiny voungster lustily bawling, see his mother pick 
him up, gently stroke his head, and soothe him by rock- 
ing him on her bosom. “Peace, little son, I will do thee 
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mies in their wooden coffins, ancient cement vaults of 
solid masonry, brought all the way from the Pyramids 
of Sakkara: or he may devote some hours to the splen- 
did collection of Aztec relics that has been gathered w- 
gether by the government of Mexico. : 


In many a corner of the other exposition buildings, 
too, he will come among other presentations of ethnol- 
ogy that are deeply interesting. For example, in the 
Palace of Agriculture the Germans tell us about the 
Hereros, the fierce, revolting tribe they are at present 
fighting in Southwest Africa. Clothing, weapons, prod- 
ucts of the soil, primitive manufactures; photographs 
of daily scenes of life, masks reproduced from actual 
faces, combine to present a graphic picture of the diffi- 
cultles and dangers encountered by the pioneers of civ- 
flization in Africa that still remains “dark” in patches, 
despite the marvelous progress of the past twenty or 
thirty years. By like methods, Egypt in the Palace of 
Forestry sets forth the story of the Soudan, so recently 
wrested from the fanaticism of the Mahdi, and now giv- 
fing promise of becoming one of the greatest cotton-

A RAILWAY STEEPER THAN ANY 
OTHER OF Its LENGTH.

N July, the little hotel at Alpnachstad, at the foot of 

Mont Pilate, is a bower of flowers. Creepers entwine 

over the balustrade of the veranda, and baskets of 
bright olossoms depend from the curved balcony arches 
and from the windows. Behind the green leaves small 
tables are set for tea or luncheon on the veranda, and 
the birds flutter in and out at will, attracted by crumbs 
thrown on the tile flooring by visitors. Alpnachstad. 
built on the narrow slip of available land at the foot of 
the mountain, is a small hamlet; nevertheless, on a sum- 
mer’s day, it constitutes a busy scene. Leaning aside 
from the table by which I am sitting, and pushing back 
the geranlums, I look out on the Alpnacher See, an arm 
of the Lucerne Lake almost enclosed by curving land at 
S:ansstad; the water ripples gray-blue against the hills. 
Immediately opposite the hotel is a patch of green and 
trees, behind which, within a stone’s throw of the lake, 
is the local station of the Brunig-Lucerne Railway, 
marked by the ticket office and a covered shed, but inno- 
cent of platform, and with wild flowers nodding on 
either side of the line; to the right some quaint gabled 
pensions form an angie with other buildings, and the 
road winds away between them, skirting the Kern Wald, 
and so on through the distant valley. 

This road passes close under the raised veranda of the 
hotel; peasants and bare-footed children constantly cross 
it, or stop to chatter at the little open fruit stall close at 
hand, and carts laden with pine logs or great round 
cheeses from the district rumble towards Lucerne. At 
the present moment a traveling carriage stands just be- 
low, the three horses protected with picturesque fly nets, 
and harnessed in line, tossing tunes from their collar- 
bella, while the landlady exchanges gossip of the country 
over her knitting with the driver, who has descended 
from his seat. It is holiday time and holiday weather in 
this country, which seems to have been created for the 
tourist. 

The Pilatus-Kulm Railway starts from the back of the 
hotel, ascending in places at a gradient of 48 in 100. It 
is possible to leave Alpnachstad glowing in midsummer 


above, and the unwary who do not provide themselves 
with wraps are apt to look very miserab’¢ on reaching 
the summit. Nothing, I think, save a pass- 
age in a balloon can more nearly approach 
what one would imagine to be the sensations of 
a bird's ascent than a rise in one of these mountain 
trains. In wonder at the opening view consciousness of 
the strain and pulse of the machinery is lost; round a 
bend here and there the cars rise so rapidly that a pine 
top blotting out a distant lake in a few minutes becomes 
a mere speck in the forest beneath. The motion, in 
point of fact, is not so rapid as would at first appear, the 
distance from the base to the summit of Pilatus occupy- 
ing three-quarters of an hour; it is the angle of ascent 
which momentarily causes changes of such wide range. 
In childhood who has not been held breathless by a pan- 
tomime transformation scene, where all passes without 
haste, and yet with no pause between each wonder and 
the next? And this same instinct, matured, is satisfied 
in later life in the world’s playground, where we are still 
children in respect to the wonders of nature and its wide 
spaces of sky and land. During the ascent of the moun- 
tain the view falls in dwindling perspective, va'leys nar- 
roving to soft emerald carpets, dotted with a pattern of 
white flowers which were houses when we dwelt among 
them, forests like shadows, sleeping on the brinks of sil- 
ver shields, which once we recognized to be wide- 
bosomed lakes; and yet it seems the distance to the rug- 
ged summit has not lessened, and that the falling hill- 
sides have made no appreciable difference to the greater 
heights. On the return journey all is reversed, the over- 
hanging boulders look down seeming to pass one on to 
the next point, and the trees with their stretching 
branches rise up as if in welcome, spreading around and 
above protectingly, receiving back their own. 


The gradient of the Pilatus-Kulm line is steeper than 
that of the Rigi, and the surroundings more wild; twist- 
ing slightly, it ascends over viaducts, gorges, and tor- 
rents, boring its way up steadily through a succession of 
tunnels, one of which, the Upper Spycher, is 106 yards 
long. Thefirst pause is made at Aemsigen-Alp, a pump- 
ing station from which water is forced to the head of 
the line 2355 feet above. Here it is much colder; the 
Alpnacher See lies extended far below, the difference in 
coloring of its deeper stretchés and those which are af- 
fected by the sandy silt from the shore and the Sarner 
Aa, visible now as they never are from below; on the 
further side among the nearer mountains rises the Stans- 
erhorn, straining up against the sky in competition with 
Pilatus. 


to the precipitous rocky slopes of the Esel. For a few 
seconds the gradient is less acute, and owing to the 
angle at which they are built, the cars seem to be tum- 
bling forward, making it difficult to believe that one is 
still on steep ground. But this does not last; soon they 
are higher, among forbidding boulders which the short 
sheep-trodden grass, lapping in soft green folds against 
their base, seeks in vain to woo from sternness. The line 
below is visible from here, and often another car, curl- 
Near the summit 
there is a tunnel, with holes cut to command a view, and 
with one last strain Pilatus-Kulm is reached. 

The flat railed-in terrace between the peaks of the Ese! 
and Tomlishorn ends where the Pilatus-Kulm hotel shel- 
ters against the sides of the latter rock. To the south- 
west one views the recent ascent, and on the further 
side of the valley and the Alpnacher See, a ribbon now, 
the folded lines of hills capped by the Stanserhorn, and 
the magnificent Berner-Oberland range cutting into the 
distant shy with glistening peaks of snow. Beyond de-

scription as this view may be, it scarcely prepares one 
for that which opens from the northern side of the ter- 
race. To the south, rugged slopes, boulders, forests lead 
the eye from one point to another, from valley to hill, 
and hili to mountain; but on the north the drop is sheer, 
ramparts of yellow and gray precipitous rock, and below, 
far below, like a great map on which moderate undula- 
tions make no more impress than a cloud's shadow, lie 
the plains cf four cantons and the Lake of Lucerne. Such 
o spot I imagined in childhood to be the background of 
the Temptation on the Mount. 

In misty weather the clouds lie below, a vast rolling 
sea, rent here and there by broken beams of sunshine and 
glimpses of land softened with evanescent opal light; but 
when [| first saw it, though mist had gathered to the 
northeast in the direction of the Black Forest and Zurich, 
sunshine lay over the nearer view for miles upon miles. 
There had been rain earlier in the day, lending peculiar 
freshness to the air, and washing the tints together with 
one of those brilliant atmospheric effects dear to an art- 
ist’s heart. The vast plain, upon which the town of Lu- 
cerne formed but a tiny patch, shone with translucent 


coloring, as though Nature, in painting the great carpet, 


had used melted sapphires, emeralds, and clearest amber 
at the tip of her brush. The lake itself, stretching away 
in bays and iplets, sweeping round the curves of the Rigi 
in the direction of Brunnen, stretching crooked arms in 
the direction of Beckenried and Hergiswyl, and point- 
ing northward to the Zuger See, was a deep marble- 
green, and still as glass. The sharp lines of the Esel cut 
against its waters, marking the great distance of the 
sheer descent. 


But while I watched, clouds gathered, swirling up and 


gradually blotting out one stretch after another of the 
world below. On the wing of the wind came rain, lash- 
ing in wild fury against the hills and rocks, until Pilatus 
assumed that impenetrable cloak of mists and storms 
which, to the grief of so many, clings almost invariably 
about its rugged summit. 


THE MANCHU WARRIOR. 


HARDY COURAGE OF PAST HAS DEGENERATED 
INTO LAZY PARASITISM. 


{James W. Davidson, in July Century:] Manchuria, 
though a part of China, is considered distinct from the 
empire proper in much the same way that Americans re- 
gard Alaska, though there is no similarity in their re- 
spective positions with regard to administration. Thre? 
or four centuries ago the southern part of what is now 
known as Manchuria was occupied by Koreans and was 
a portion of their territory. It is not known how far 
north their rule extended, but there are traces of Korean 


,architecture as far as Liao-Yang, which is 120 miles from 


the present Korean boundaries. At this early period the 
Manchu element consisted of a few powerful tribes, who, 
though of the same general Mongolian stock, possessed 
many ethnological points sufficient to distinguish them 
from the great Chinese race which occupied China 
proper. The roving life in a wild country where young 
braves thought it no extraordinary achievement to KIll 
with bow and arrow, single-handed, the flerce northern 
tiger, developed the Manchu into a hardy, fearless war- 
rior, with a love for courageous deeds. 

The history of the Manchus is one of continued and 
rapid growth. From a small tribe their influence spreaJl 
over the great plains of western Manchuria until they 
became a force which even great China deemed it advis- 
able to conciliate. Their ambitions knew no limit, and 
early lu the sixteenth century they began an invasion of 


‘China. A century later, by methods which at times gave 
evidence of the most crafty and skillful diplomacy, ind 


again were those of a most cruel tyrant, the greatest 
empire that the world has known was acquired by a race 
of half-savage nomads. 

As the home of the. Manchu dynasty, Manchuria, in the 
eyes «f the Emperor, deserved honored treatment, and 
the followers of the standard—there was scarcely a Man- 
chu who had not seen service—were specially cared for. 
It was declared by special decree that all Manchus for 
time urending should belong to one of the eight banuer 
corps and receive a small mo:¥hly stipend. The great 
home country should remain the exclusive property of all 


-Manchus, and Chinese were forbidden to hold laud in it. 


The Koreans had now been driven to the south, and Man- 


churia extended virtually to the banks of the Yalu on 


the south and to the sea on the east. 3 

The Manchu policy, which, in its conception, provided 
for the continuance and development of a great race of 
pure Manchus, who would always be at the beck aud call 
of the Manchu dynasty and would be a safeguard avainst 
the restoration of Chinese rule, brought on results quite 
the reverse of those desired. The Manchv found his 
small wage sufficient at first to provide food, and there 
was io longer the necessity to live the arduous life of a 
hunter or herdsman. In a generation or two tke race 
had degenerated into a lazy band of parasites who, in the 
absence of.a strenuous life, had lost all the cunning and 
the warlike skill which had brought to them a great em- 
pire. They maintained a reputation for flerceness, how- 
ever, and at the time of the late war wita Japan it was 
predicted that the Japanese would find a match in the 
Manchu cavalry. The first engagement between the two 
dispelled forever this illusion. }

MEMORABLE RECORD OF AN ARI- 
ZONA OLD TIMER.

T isn’t every hunter who can boast that he has killed 


a bear; but Riley Morse of Mesa City, Ariz., has nine- 
teen shaggy coats to his credit, and he isn’t dead yet. 


Bears are scarce now, and he may not be able to make 
the tally stand a score, but he is still looking for that 
odd onc, and hopes to make it even twenty before he is 
called to the Happy Hunting Ground. 

J. Riley Morse is the son of Capt. Justus Morse, one 
of the early settlers of Chariton county, Missouri. Capt. 
Morse, at an early age embraced the Mormon faith, um 
from layman was in time advanced to the rank of high 
priest. He was with the first notable gathering at Inde- 
pendence, Mo., and was prominent in the work of build- 
ing the temple at Nauvoo, III. With the faithful he made 
the weary march across the plains, and helped found the 
colony and lay the foundation of an empire at Great Salt 
Lake. Riley was born in 1836, and well remembers the 
stirring events incident to the Mormon war, the long, 
weary tramp across the plains, the suffering and priva- 
tions while upon the journey, and during the early es- 
tablishment of the colony in the desert, near the grea: 

s inland sea. 

With his father he went to San Bernardino county, 
Cal,, in the year 1853, and it was there that he made his 
first record a3 a hunter and bear killer. A black cow had 
strayed away from his father’s herd, and he had been 
told that if he would find her he might have both her ani 
the calf which was expected to be found with her. It 
was a wild country, and Riley thought it would be pleas- 
anter to have company, even at the expense of part of 
the profits. He took his brother and Mart Taylor int» 
the syndicate, and on Saturday morning, well armed, and 
with provisions to last a day er two, they started out to- 
ward Cajon Pass. When nearing the mountain pass they 
saw, fully a mile away, what they took for the black cow 
and 1 calf of the same color lying near her. : 

“Easy money,” said Riley, and his companions ehuck- 
led assent. They even planned how they would spen! 
the amounts which would fall to the portion of each from 
the princely sum, as they walked enthusiastically toward 
the mountain side. When one-fourth of a mile away 
Taylor's experienced eye caught something of the move- 
ments and general contour of the cow which was not 
bovine; and a moment more he noticed the calf, which 
had been resting in a curied-up, contented way, roll into 
three equal parts. He called a halt, and, pointing toward

Insect Battle Planned. 


Tue first battle on American soil between the ant an 
beetle armies will be waged at Victoria, where, during 
the conflict, interested entomologists will be posted about 
the field as war observers. If the ant forces win this 
test struggle their victory will be an event of good au- 
gury for our cotton planters, whose tribute to this insect 
was $50,000,000 last year. 
On the eve of this momentous struggle it is important 
to consider the opponents and their equipment. The im- 
ported ant soldier is known as the kelep.“ This name 
has been applied to him by the Indians of Guatemala, 
who speak of him also as “the animal of the cotton.” But 
in spite of his long association with the cotton plant, 
these Indians do not know that the kelep has for many 
years saved their cotton crops [rgm the destructive we- 
vil. In fact, they do not know that the weevil itself is 
an enemy of cotton. In seasons when the helpful ant has 
been scarce and the beetle has been left to do its work 
unmolested, these superstitious people have attributed 
their scarcity of cotton to the failure of the grower to ab- 
stain from eating salt at planting time. 
The kelep excavates a nest three feet or more into the 
ground. He is a hardy insect. Experiments already 
made show that he will survive confinement for twelve 
days without food. Although he is a giant in size, man 
can handle him with impunity. He has none of the 
waspish ill temper of many of the stinging and biting 
ants of his tropical clime. He does not the least injure 
cotton or any other plant, so far as has been observed. 
He drinks the nectar secreted by the cotton leaf, but does 
not trouble the flossy boll. But this sweet food is simply 
an incident to his diet. He is a much more efficient de- 
stroyer of noxious insects than is the spider or the toad. 
But upon the harmless inseets inhabiting the cotton 
plant be looks with indifference when the weevil is pres- 
ent. 
The Enemy of Cotton. 


This beetle is about three-eighths of an tmch long, over 
all, and is about three times as long as wide. He is usu- 
ally of a gray or yellowish brown, and has the hard shell 
of other beetles. His head fits into his neck with a ball 
and socket joint, and is capable of a wide-angle of ro- 
tation. He is equipped with a long, hard snout used as 
a lever for prying into the growing cotten bolls. At the 
end is a row of sharp teeth and the rotation of his head 
can give to this long proboscis an auger-like motion. He 
eats with a combination of boring, prying and chiseling 
motions.

Bug Incubators. . 


The Victoria laboratory is a one-story.frame struc- 
ture situated in the midst of cotton fields. Tt is in charge 
of Fieid Agent W. D. Hunter of Dr. Howard's staff of en- 
tomologists. In this building and the adjacent experi- 
mental cotton field are employed many devices for exper- 
iment upon the boll weevil. Distributed about the field 
are wire cages used to confine the destructive beetles to 
selected cotton plants during the experiments. Inside 
the laboratory is apparatus for breeding weevils in- 
doors. These consist of earthen dishes, containing the 
contaminated cotton bolls, and surmounting bell jars 
whose upper openings are covered with cloth, admitting 
air. Other laboratory equipment includes microscopes 
for observing insects in all stages of growth, delicate 
scales for weighing them and trays for storing them.

Mistakes We Make. 


EVIDENCE OF THE SENSES SHOWN 
5 TO BE UNRELIABLE. 
From Pearson’s Weekly. 
H OW many buttons have you got on your waistcoat? 


This is no catch, just a simple question, and if you 
can answer it without counting, why, it shows that 
you possess powers of perception above the average. It is 
an absolute fact that nine men out of ten, cannot tell off- 
hand bow many buttons there are on the garment which 
they put on every morning and take off every evening. 
This is just one of those things which exemplifies how 
absolutely most people fail to cultivate their powers of 
observation. Here is another: 


A watch is a fairly familiar object, yet if you were 
asked whether the numbers on the face corresponded 
with the Roman numerals what would you say? Ninety- 
nine persons out of a hundred would at once answer 
“Yes.” Yet the ninety-nine would be wrong. The sym- 
bol for four is not the customary IV, but IIII. 


One could multiply such instances to almost any ex- 
tent. It is safe to bet almost any map except an archi- 
tect that he does not know how many stairs there are in 
any particular flight in his own house, even though he 
has climbed them thousands of times. : 

It is not that we have not the faculty of remembering 
such facts. 
comparatively astonishing feats of memory each of us 
performs daily in his or her especial line of occupation. 

A cook will carry in her head hundreds of different 
recipes, a shipping clerk hundreds of addresses, a shep- 
herd can recognize in an instant a single individual sheep 
out of a flock of several hundred. The mischief is that. 
so few of us train our powers of observation outside our 
own particular lines. 


Perhaps nowhere is this better exemplified than in 
courts of law. 

In a recent murder case a man suspected of the crime 
was seen on the road near the house by three different 
persons. One, a sweep, said that the individual was 
rather short and stout, had a beard and mustache, and 
wore 2 dark suit of clothes, and a bowler hat. A second 
witness, a woman, declared that the man was above me- 
dium height, bad a black beard and whiskers, but no 
‘mustache, and wore a cap. Of his clothes she was not 
sure, but thought they were light in color. 


The third witness, a young laborer, was positive that 
the man was short, thin, elderly, had a gray beard and 
mustache, and wore a brown coat and corduroy trousers. 
Luckily for the cause of law and justice, it eventually 
turned out that the suspect was innocent, for the real 
criminal was afterward discovered. | 

Motor-car cases furnish some instructive reading as 
to the value of evidence. A driver was charged last year 
at Brentwood with driving at excessive speed. Two po- 
licemen declared that the five and a half miles between 
Brentwood and Ingatestone were covered in eighteen 
minutes; the owner swore, that he had taken twenty- 
three minutes. 3 

Questioned as to the color of the car, one policeman 
said that it had red panels; the owner pointed out that 
his car was dark green. Yet he was convicted, and fined. 
There is no point in which average human judgment errs 
more completely than in the estimate of distance, length, 
depth, height, and speed. An amusing proof of this was 
recently offered by the Mayor of a certain south country 
town. 

Mr. Edmund Davis, a well-known motorist, convicted of 
traveling at excessive speed in the borough in question, 
made an offer to give £100 to the poor of the town if ‘he 
Mayor could estimate his speed within two miles an hour 
on three successive trials. But the Mayor, no doubt mis- 
trusting his powers, did not even reply to Mr. Davis's 
sporting challenge. 

An interesting experiment was tried at Berlin in De- 
cember last, with a view to throwing a light on this ques-

tion of the conflict of evidence. Its originator was the 
well-known Prof. Von Liszt. 


He got up a quarrel between two of the pupils in his 
class of students. Only the two pupils and the professor 
knew that the quarrel was to take place. To the twenty- 
three other persons in the room the whole affair came a 
a total surprise. 


The quarrel, it was arranged, was to take place in two 
parts, firstly, the exchange of abuse and angry epithets, 
secondly, the use of a pistol and walking stick. The pis- 
tol was, of course, loaded only with blank cartridge. 

At the time appointed, the quarrel took place amid tre- 
mendous excitement. The professor succeeded in gut- 
ting a stop to it, and getting hold of the smoking pistol. 

At the end of the hour he told his class that the quarrel! 
had been a sham one, but asked the young men to con- 
sider it as real. A week later he lectured on the difficul- 
ties of evidence, and afterward took in private the testi- 
mony of those who had witnessed the quarrel. 


Out of these twenty-three well-educated young men; the 
evidence of no two was exactly alike. No fewer than 
eight different names were given as that of the origina- 

tor of the fight. 


The actual firing of the pistol was accurately described 
by nearly all, but there were four separate versions of the 
exact period of the quarrel at which it was fired. The 
professor's own attempts to quell the disturbance was 
told in eight different versions, and the result absolutely 
confirmed the futility of corroborative evidence in a 
court of law. 


The sense of sight is deceived in a hundred ways 
which are rarely considered. For instance, stand and 
watch the revolutions of the cups of the anemometer— 
— instrument used for measuring the velocity of the 
wind. 


You may gaze for several minutes as carefully as you 
please, yet at the end of that time still be puzzled as to 
the real direction in which they are turning round. ‘She 
more uncertain the wind and the greater consequently 
the variation of the speed, the more is the difficulty 
the task increased. 


Again, standing below a high building and looking up, 
many will aver that the wall is not exactly perpendicular, 
but inclines overhead in a threatening manner. The 
longer the wall extends, the stronger becomes this illu- 
Another simple illustration of the difficulty experienced 
by most people in making exact observation isthe fhkil- 
ure fo notice mistakes in type. In a recent experiment 
copies of uncorrected proofs were distributed among a 
number of scholars in the highest grade of a primary 
school. The average age of the class was 14 years. 


Some cf the children found only three. The actual num- 
ber as marked by a professional proofreader was forty- 
one. A particularly interesting point about this experi- 
ment was that the older children as a rule fourd fewer 
mistakes than the younger. 


WHITELAW REID’S FLOWERS. 

At the®ountry home of Whitelaw Reid at Rye, N. V., 
something may also be learned of wild flower planting. 
Those perhaps who have never passed within the gates 
might be surprised to know that besides velvet lawns, 
pruned and artificially colored hydrangeas, and all the 
esthetic fancies of up-to-date gardening, Mr. Reid de- 
lights in a garden as wild, as woodsy as though it were 
hidden away in some mountain recess. Here all the 
beautiful wild flowers of the locality are encouraged to 
Even a few pretentious weeds may be seen rear- 
ing themselves at ease. It is, after all, often sentiment 
alone which draws the line between a weed and a flower. 
In this well-shaded garden_trilliums, maidenhair fern 
and wild orchids grow freely. Yet so evasive are the 
latter that, although the spot where the pink lady’s slip- 
per grows may have been well marked this season, there 
remains small guarantee that it will be readily found 
there next year. More likely it is to spring up un- 
expettedly in some spot unsought, although not far away. 

It has taken a number of seasons for this wild garden 
to attain its present perfection. The subject of the pub- 
lic’s rights in these carefully-preserved private wild 
flower gardens seems to admit of much argument. Al- 
though it is known that Mr. Reid does not want his wild 
garden disturbed, still the story is told of a woman driv- 
ing through his grounds who became so enamored of 
his trilliums that she descended from her carriage and 
dug up from the earth a number of the largest and most 
prolific bloomers. “They were so beautiful,” she said, “I 
simply must have them.” To accomplish this end she 
worked vigorously, since her onlv available implement 
was a hairpin.—[Chicago Record-Herald. 


MRS. BELMONT’S GARDEN. 

Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont at her eountry home at Hemp- 
stead, L. I., has one of the most attractive wild flower 
gardens in the country. The grounds of the Belmont es- 
tate, which is one of the show places of Long Island, pre- 
sent no more interesting feature than the extensive plan- 
tations of just such natural beauties as abound in the 
woods, the swamps and 
Needless to say, it is Mrs. Belmont’s personal interest in 
the wild flowers that has here directed the work; often, 
too, in opposition to the haughty skill of trained garden- 
ers, who believe in hybridizing and grafting, and, through 
the production of a superfluity of petals, rob nature's dar- 
lings of their most potent charm—simplicity. 


Here may seen in great, lusty clumps the wild 
azalea, or wild honeysuckle, as so often it is called by 
country children, as well as its near relative, called gen- 
erally clammy azalea, or. white swamp honeysuckle, 
blooming through two ‘months later than the former, 
which first unfolds its buds in May. ; 
Another wild plant for which Mrs. Belmont has a d 
cided fondness is the cardinal flower, a dignified, statciy 
individual, its bloom of unrivaled brilliancy. Among her 
native wild plants its place is most conspicuous, and it 
prolongs the season of sumptuous bloom after the azaleas 
are busy maturing seed.—[Chicago Record-Herald.

Lawns at the Seashore. 


— — — 


A little away from the shore, and where the soil is 
reasonably nourishing, one can have even finer grass 
plots than in the interior valleys, or the cities, but on the 
santls, as at Ocean Park, or near the cliff’s edge of Long 
Beach or La Jolla one must consider conditions. With a 
foot of top soil and plenty of water, Kentucky blue grass 
and white clover will make a very good showing, but if 
water must be spared and “soil comes too expensive,” 
as one householder remarked to me, then sabstitutes 
may be found in the fleshy-leaved mesembryanthemums, 
in Lippia repens, or in Bermuda grass. 

Personally I prefer the Bermuda grass with all its 


‘drawbacks to either of the others. The mesembryanthe- 


mums are perfection for taking quick hold, covering the 
sand, and if the smaller flowered sorts are chosen, are 
really very attractive while in bloom, but they may rot 


but I wil?, as much as I can in the limitatfons of a news- 
paper, tell every fortunate owner of a bit of seaside prop- 
erty how he may enhance its value all the way from 10 
to 60 per cent. by an investment of a very smal! amount of 
money, in many instances for less than 5 per cent. of the 
value of the property. 


Sizing Up the Situation. 


Now, in the first place, in planning a seaside home peo- 
ple differ very much regarding what constitutes a desir- 
able location. There are people at Santa Monica and 
Ocean Park who consider the ocean front to be the only 
truly desirable location, while others who contemplate 
remaining the greater part of the season on the shore“ 
contend for the greater desirability of the hill places, 
which oyerlook the sea without touching upon the sands. 
It must be understood that while gardens may be made 
down to the very water's edge if properly handled, vet 


nmaturall;, wita such varying conditions one may not put 


in operation the same garden plans for “the hills” as on 
the sands” at Ocean Park. 


As far_as wind is concerned, I am inclined to believe 
that pienty of nourishment and plenty of good drinking 
water will offset almost any damage that the sea breezes 
will do to plant life, although it is true that by judicious 
sheltering a greater luxuriance may be gained. There 
are, however, even for the most exposed ‘shore places 
hundreds of trees, shrubs, and flowering plants that can 
be induced to lend their charm to thé seaside home. 


Where a home is not to he occupied save for a brief 
season by the family of the owners, it is advisable to iake

Lippia repens has been thoroughly discussed in this 
department. It will grow, and make a good showing, 
with much less water and care than will the ordinary 
grass mixtures, and it particularly likes a light sandy 
soil, but it must not be allow @ bloom, else it grows 
yellow and shabby, and while it may, as the circulars say, 
“be walked upon and trampled upon” without killing it, 
yet hardly anyone would prefer to walk upon a Lippia 
lawn were it placed side by side with a well-cared for 
Bermuda grass plot, since the latter offers a velvety re- 
sistance to the foot that is most pleasing, and will sub- 
mit to fully as much abuse without showing resentment. 
But there is absolutely no need of doing without a lawn 
at the seashore. 

Nearly all cur evergreen shrubs are more brilliant in 
their foliage. near the sea than in the interior. The 
Pittosporums are especially adaptable to the conditions, 
and P. tobira, P.-undulatum, P. Crassifolium, and P. ni- 
gricans are varieties that I have seen growing down to 
the very water's edge. There are a great variety of Aus- 
tralian shrubs that like the sea breezes, and our nursery 
catalogues are full of them. There is a salt bush growing 
at Coronado that makes the best hedge possible near the 
sea, and it is pretty and graceful. I believe it is Atriplex 
Brewerii, and is not to be confused, although of the same 


family; as that other salt bush grown so much for forage. 


Damara robusta, the sollyas, bananas, the strelitzia, 
and of the trees, acacias, eucalyptus, magnolias, gre- 
villeas, and the dracaenas, australis, and draco, all love 
the proximity of the salt water. Nearly all the palms 
flourish near the sea if given an exposure which prom- 
ises sun and shields from heavy blasts of wind. The Cal- 
ifornia fan palms will grow to the very edge of the beach, 
as evidenced at Coronado. 

Another shrub, which may also be trained to vine, or 
used as a wall screen, but which makes a desirable hedge, 
is the Coprosma Baueriana, described in last week's ar- 
ticle. At La Jolla, that picturesque little seaside resort 
in San Diego county, I find it in most luxuriant condition 


in the garden of Miss Ellen Scripps. At La Jolla, too, I 


was struck with the great value of the pelargoniums or 
“Martha Washington Geraniums” for color schemes in 
laying out, the picturesque places along the cliffs. 
These pelargoniums invariably grow larger and finer 
textured and more brilliant in hue near the salt water,

Interior Woodwork. 


gue AncniTECT TALKS . ABOUT 
Poors, CASINGS, RAFTERS, Etc.

7 was a well-known minister of the gospel who fre- 
quently said when looking at a pretentious new 
house: “There must be something unsound morally 
Bont a maa who would buéid anything so ugly as tha 
iis were used to his ex-cathedra statements. and 
simply thought this a great exaggeration, but reflection 
them to admit there was much of truth in it. 
be the minister built a home for himself the resuit 
bis theory, for while it cost only a moderate 
sum, it was one of the most attractive and most conven- 
set houses of its time. The process was simple enough. 
The minister employed a competent architect, gave him 
4 list of requirements and some suggestions, and went 
pis Way serenely. His choice of architect was fortunate. 
gperein lay the wisdom of the minister. He knew whom 
qo trust. 
The minister's wife had less confidence and more per- 
preference. She confined her suggestions to the 
nude of the house and left upon it the imprint of her 
charming personality. One of her requirements was a 
gecided innovation. She wanted an inside finish door 
god window casings, surbase and doors, which were ab- 
siately plain, without mouldings, corner blocks or othe: 
jreaks in the surface of the wood. This was nearly 
twenty years ago, when elaborate interior finish was the 
mile. Her request was so decided an innovation that the 
architect demurred, and when this failed to move her 
from her purpose, he entered decided objections, but to 
so end. The minister was busy saving souls and min- 
tering to the poor, and the architect submitted. When 
the house was completed he admitted frankly that the 
gistress thereof had been right. and that the plain Wood- 
work was refined, elegant and artistic as well as easily 
ered for. This latter had been the main consideration 
ip the eyes of the housekeeper. 5 
The architect was not a stupid man, as men go, and 
gw many of the possibilities of this simple form of 
Woodwork. With the concrete example before him, he 
pecognized that a door and window casing should not be 
gfeature of aroom. It was put there, in the first place. 
to cover the juncture of the door or window frame an! 
the plastering. It was originally wholly an aggressively 
functional. It is a rule in architecture that decoration 
should be placed only upon constructive or functional 
parts of a structure. This rule is one which should have 
po exceptions, but it does not mean that all structural or 
fanctional parts of a building should be decorated. Dec- 
oration is placed upon a part of a building to emphasize 
it, add emphasis should not be employed often, and then 
discreetiy. It is self-evident that some places are more 
appropriately brought into prominence than others. Ina 
room. door and window casings should sink into the 
background rather than be made noticeable by decora- 
tion. They should form a ‘setting for more mo- 
portant parts. In entering a room there are other 
features which should attract the attention and to 
which the rest of the room should be subservient. Other- 
wise, the mind becomes confused and wearied. The art 
of architecture is dependent as largely upon the skill 
with which the feature to be decorated is selected as 
gpon the character of the decoration placed thereon. 
Simplicity in interior woodwork grows more popular 
with each succeeding year. Not only are casings and 
baseboards left undecorated, but doors are simple. A 
very suceessful and popular door is made without sink- 
ing the panels. In truth, there are no panels as ordina 
rily understood but simply a suggestion made by outlin- 
ing the form with a very delicate moulding—usually a 
bead moulding. This door is exceedingly substantial in 
appearance and reality, and is entirely relieved from any 
gestion of factory construction by the charming little 
Guiding mentioned. There is nothing more decorative 
than the grain of beautiful wood, but it is. a decoration 
Which is never obtrusive. Simple woodwork, however, 
calls for good workmanship. No blemishes left by either 
carpenter or him who finishes with oil or varnish can be 
fOvered from view. For this reason it is not an inexpen- 


finish. 


The exposure of ceiling rafters is an inheritance from 
the Middle Ages. In the great halls in the mediaeval 
castles as well as in the smaller buildings of that period 
the ceiling rafters were nearly always exposed. In the 
more important structures these rafters were commonly 
emphasized by elaborate carving and inlay of color. The 
effect was beautiful in the extreme. In the smaller build- 
ings they were left undecorated, but assumed most beau- 
tiful coloring through the action of time and 
smoke. Within recent years the, rafters have 


been left exposed in reception halls and dining-rooms in 


many American homes. No other feature adds more of 
dignity to these rooms than this, but exposed rafters 
seem inappropriate in rooms for other purposes. We 
have never attempted to decorate them, which is perhaps 
fortunate. Americans are either not inherently artistic 
enough or have not had sufficient training to handle dec- 
orative forms with great success. Or, to put it a bi differ- 
aur, great success in decoration is very rare, so that 
with most of us wisdom seems to lie in employing simple 
Gecoration both as regards form and color. It is hardly 
Secessary to speak of the use of exposed rafters which

The dining-room, of all others, is the place for beau- 
til woodwork.

A dining-room 
Would be sumptuous. Unlike the other rooms, the fam- 
ly is there for only comparatively short periods, and 
While there is not seeking repose. When one thinks of 
un realized that almost every other room is used 
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when rest is desired, and therefore should express seren- 
ity in color and decoration. This is especially true of bed- 
rooms and sitting-rooms. A dining-room may be elabo- 
rate in decoration and rich in coloring, although fussi- 
ness should be avoided always. High panelling of good 
woodwork is dignified and sumptuous and a good foil 
to strong color. The sideboard and mantel make such 
woodwork all the more appropriate. 

A few years ago a wainscoting was considered an inte- 
gral part of a bathroom finish. The one thought of the 
Strictly modern bathroom is that everything shall be 
non-absorbent and. all surfaces 80 smooth that dust and 
dirt can find no lodgment. Of course the ideal wall sur- 
face is marble or tile. but few are able to afford either 
of these. From a sanitary standpoint, hard plaster, well 
painted, is the next best with as little woodwork as pos- 
sible. Weod can never be made wholly non-absorbent. 
For this reason the kitehen Wainscoting has been aban- 
2 together with wood enclosures for plumbing fix- 

The charm of well-designed, well-placed woodwork is 
one of the things felt in any successful house, and while 
preaching that in most rooms it be simple, it is well to 
Say that it must never be inadequate. The writer has 
seen rooms which had a cropped look because the casings 
were unduly narrow. The charm of interior finish is al- 
most wholly dependent upon the form given it, upon the 
designs of its mouldings. An architect judges his brother 
architect's work as much by the character of its mould- 
ings as by its general composition. A beautiful mould- 
ing is a subtle thing whose power to please lies in the 
delicate curves which sometimes outline shadows, some- 
times reflect light. None but the cultured mind can 
produce truly beautiful mouldings. It is also true that 
nope but the cultured mind can fully appreciate them. It 
was a recognition of this which led an architect to say 


mouldings.on his. buildings, The public does not know 
the difference.” But some of the public always knows, 
and how are the rest to learn if not by having the best 
before them? Mou!dings were first made by the Greeks, 
and no one has ever made any so beautiful. The Gothic 
builders approached them more nearly than others in 
beauty and excelled them in variety. Today we rarely 
reproduce a Greek moulding. We take the more easily 
made and less subtle Roman form—a form more read- 
ily made by machinery. If these be well done, no archi- 
tect is open to reproach. The ultimate criticism of any 
structure is that of its decorative forms. A compara- 
tively unskilled architect and an ignorant observer may 
have a sense of composition—of the arrangement and 
proportion of the parts of a structure, but it takes a true 
artistic sense fully to appreciate a good moulding.

GENIUS AT AGE OF FIFTEEN. 


Boy PASSED A SEARCHING EXAMINATION ON THE 
TWENTY-FOUR BOOKS OF THE ODYSSEY. 

{Baltimore American:] The phenomenal! achievement 
of passing a public examination on the twenty-four hooks 
of Homer's “Odyssey,” a Greek classic, by Clark J. Fitz- 
patrick, a precocious youth of 15 years, residing at 1308 
John street, was a feature of the school exercises at Loy- 
ola College recently. Young Fitzpatrick entered the 
freshman tiass of the college course of study last Sep- 
tember, and he was then first made arquainted with the 
“Odyssey.” 

After preparing himself at his home during the hours 
of the day and not at night, Master Fitzpatrick of his 
own volition underwent a brilliant examination on the 
entire twenty-four books; more than 12,900 lines, in the 
presence of the faculty of the college and a number of 
invited guests without failing in a single answer to the 
questions that were propounded to him. 

The examination was held at 1:30 p.m. and lasted over 
one hour. After the specially invited examiners had fin- 
ished with their questions a number of persons in the 
audierce were afforded the opportunity of quizzing the 
lad, and his answers were remarkably correct and gave 
evidence of his thorough knowledge and conception of 
the ancient classic, which to the ordinary mind is ex- 
tremely dry and uninteresting. The examination in- 
cluded every feature known to the students of English 
as well as Greek. 5 

The young man was first examined on the translation 
of the lines contained in the several books, and in the 
performance of which he showed the greatest amount of 
proficiency. The parsing of words came next, and then, 
in turn, came the naming of the parts of verbs, distin- 
guishing between regular and irregular, the syntax of 
words Homeric and Attic, the Homeric meter, the scan- 
ning, the accents, the Homeric dialect, the Homeric 
world, the heroes and deities of the Odyssey and the na- 
ture and laws of epic poetry. In all parts of these sub- 
jects Master Fitzpatrick displayed wonderful ease and 
knowledge, and showed that he had the classics at his 
finger ends, and is certainly destined to become a master 
of the Greek language. :

J. N. Jeffrey, Agricultural Editor. 
County Bee Inspector. : 


SEVERAL of the southern counties have official bee 
S inspectors, to whom requests for examination of 
apiaries should be made.

In San Bernardino the honey industry has 
been threatened by Some unknown disease, in one case 
it having destroyed 100 stands for one beekeeper. I hope 
the new, or old malady may be thoroughly investigated 
and a remedy be found, as the honey business is one of 
our most distinctive and sometimes profitable minor in- 
dustries. 


Biren Sings to Craw 


— 


Pün report is now verified that Alexander Craw of the 


State Horticultural Commission has been offered a 
large salary by the Hawaiian government to transfer his 
entgmological activities to the islands. Mr. Craw is re- 
ceiving $200 4 month from the State as deputy commis- 
sioner, and it has been raised to $5000 a year in this offer, 
under a contract to run five years. He has not yet de- 
cided to accept, but the offer is so much better than his 
present salary that the State may expect to lose him. 
This would indeed be a misfortune. For years Mr. Craw 
has been going on in even tenor with his work, making 
little oisplay, but accomplishing much for the horticultu- 
ral ‘ndustries of the commonwealth every month of his 
incumbency. It is a common thing for California to lose 
valuable men to other countries, but in this case no 
greaicr misfortune could befall the State in this line than 
the exit of Alexander Craw. I am not aware that any 
effort is being, made to offset the Hawaiian offer, as it 


is some. months before a legislative act could intervenc. 


Perhaps some temporary arrangement could be made to 
secure his services till the people could act. His services 
are cheap at twice the salary now paid. Compare it now 
with that of a Sheriff or any other county officer's. 
Domestic Silk Culture. 9 
WAS fortunate in knowing personally the government 
agent recently sent to Lam Angeles to confer with iocal 
silk growers. While he would give out nothing for pub- 
lieation that might be included in his report to the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture, much was learned regarding the 
causes of failure and the general prospects for silk in 
tne fdture. Since the gentleman's return to Washing- 
ton much optimism prevails regarding the lack of in- 
dustry that depleted this country last year of over $50,- 
000,000 far raw silk alone. The Department of Agricui- 


ture resumed giving aid to sericulture three years ago. 


It is a strange commentary upon modern cemmercial 
progress that nearly 150 years ago much raw silk was 
produced in this country, 10,000 being exported from the 
colony of Georgia in one year. Failing to become thor- 
oughly established with this good start the business 
slumbered nearly 100 years to break out in‘a disastrous 
craze about 1840. California next tried silk culture about 
forty years ago, but of late but little has been heard of 
the industry here. One of the chief reasons of failure 
has been the absence of silk-reeling facilities. The De- 
partment of Agriculiure has decidéd to establish reeling 
plants and will in every way possible stimulate the cul- 
tivation of the silk worm. \ 


Fnemy of Boll Weevil. 


HILE California farming is not at present direct!y 

concerned with cotton raising, the opening of tac 
great Imperial plain has caused serious consideration of 
attempting to grow this great fiber here. The ravages of 
the boli weevil in Texas during the last two or three 
years, however, has caused a cloud to appear upon the 
formerly fair skies of the cotton industry in the south- 
west, causing many to believe that were the eultiva ion 
of this staple profitable in this section the overwhelming 
pest might get a foothold. With $250,000 at the disposa! 
of the Secretary of Agriculture for the investigation of 
the weevil entomologically, remedies_and resistant vari- 
eties of cotton, much is expected in the way of improve- 
ment in Texas this season. But those who had expected 
a laborious season of investigation and possible failure 
are surprised to learn that an entomologist of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has discovered a predaceous ant in 
Guatemala that attacks and kills the boll weevil. The 
mandibles of the ant are large enough to grasp the wee- 
vil around the middle and pry apart the joint between the 
thorax and the abdomen. The ant then inserts its sting 
in the unprotected part, poisoning the weevil at once. 
A drowning man grasps eagerly at straws, and the cot- 
ton-growing people of the Southwest, where the weevil! 
has iuined the industry, are eagerly awaiting the im- 
portation of this Guatemalan friend. It is too early to 
even hope for relief from this predatory ant, granting 
that its habits as observed are its natural instincts and 
not governed by circumstances. The ant may not be sub- 
ject to successful introduction into the cotton fields of 
Texas. Acclimatization of predaceous insects is difficult, 
as has been experienced in establishing the vedalia in the 


San Joaquin Valley and the rhizobius in the interior 


counties of Southern California. As yet we have no de- 
scription of the predatory ant and, perhaps it has never 
been classified. It is described as a large reddish-brown 
insect with a very poisonous sting. 


Valuable Lands. 


Hk Secretary of Commerce and Labar has sent to The 
Times a copy of the census report of the Philippines 
made from the enumeration authorized for 1903. The

pamphlet is very interesting, giving the population of the 
3141 islands,of the American possessions at 7,635,426 peo- 
ple, of which 6,987,686 are civilized and 647,740 are wild. 
Estimates place the number of square miles in the group 
at 115,026, or 73,616,640 acres. Of this 12,000,000 are pri- 
vate lands and 61,000,000 public, 40,000,000 forest 
lands and 21,000,000 available for agriculture. Much 
of the land covered by forests is of great richness, and if 
cleared would be capable of high cultivation. In regard 
to the valuation of the timber upon the islands and the 
homestead laws, Secretary Cortelyou's report continues: 

“Assuming that the value per acre of forest land will 
average as high as heretofore, and that there will be no 
deterioration in quality or diminution in the quantity of 
the lumber per acre, it is estimated that the forest lands 
of the Philippines are worth more than $2,000,000,000. 

“Under existing laws a homestead of 39.54 acres may 
be acquired by any citizen of the Philippine Islands. 
while a corporation can acquire 2530 acres. The grant or 
sale of such land is conditioned on actual and continued 
occupancy, improvement, and cultivation of the premises 
for a period 6f not less than five years, during which 
time the purchaser or grantor cannot alienate or encum- 
ber said land or the title thereto.” i 


THE LAND. 
Brush Clearing. 

PROMINENT and very popular Tribune Farmer 
1 has advanced the idea that many farm- 
ers err in making the number of acres they cultivate 
annually an index of the amount of farming they do. 
In my own experience I find that this is true. Several 
times of late [ have been advised to clear off a certain 
brush lot on the back of my little farm. The whole 
argument was based upon the fact that it would give 
me more plow land. Now, it is safe to say that I have 
sold more produce from that ten-acre brush lot in one 
year than any other farmer in this township has sold 
from the same acreage devoted to ordinary farming. 
“Well, but that isn’t regular farming, you know.” And 
why not? I sold legitimate farm produce. If one can 
make more money with less work and less expense by 


by following the plow and dray all day, why is it no 
a part of farm management to do so? . 

I krow a man who made $39 more last season pas- 
turing out a forty-acre tract of waste land than his 
next neighbor has made from forty acres all under cul- 
tivation; and he also is being advised to clear the afore- 
said tract. But he tells me he intends to put a good 
steel fence around it and seed a portion of it to mixed 
grass. His neighbors say this will cost a lot of money. 
Not much money when you consider he will save the 
wages of a hired man. And even if he does clear it, 
consider the expense of clearing and the fact that it 
will be three years before it will be in good form for 
cultivation. TF igure this out for a period of five years. 
Place the labor of clearing and cropping against the 
cost of fencing; place the income for pasturage against 
the incomes from crops, and then all told you will find 
that the young timber upon the first tract will buy the 
land of the second tract and the expense of fencing, 
which will eventually cost as much as the fencing of 
the other tract does now. Less acreage haggled over, 
more acres fenced and pastured, and up-to-date culti- 
vation of what is cultivated, will give more profit with 
less labor and expense.—({Tribune Farmer. 


THE APIARY. 
Bee-keeping for Boys. 


HE boy setting up in business as a keeper of bees 

need not lay out much money, save the expenditure 
for hia colony or colonies of bees. Five or six doliars 
will cover the cost of all the implements he will need 
in his work. Dozens of devices are on the market 
which will save the bee-keeper time and labor, but since 
at the outset of his career as a bee-keeper the average 
boy nas more time than money, it is pretty safe to ad- 
vise him to pass them by for the time being, and merely 
purchase a smoker, a wax extractor and a few queen- 
introducting cages for use in establishing new colonies 
of bees. 3 

Inasmuch as honey constitutes the junior bee-keeper's 
stock in trale, and it is important for him to realize 
as large a sum as possible from its sale, it behooves 
him to use care in removing it from the hive. The filled 
combs when removed from the bees’ workshop must 
be immediately placed in a tightly-closed tin can in 
order to guard it from “robber bees.” When it is re- 
movei to the extracting-room the caps are removed 
from the cells and the honey is extracted. The ma- 
chine for extracting the honey consists of a large can 
within which a sort of metal basket revolves. When 
the honey has been removed, the combs are returned 
to the hives to be refilled by the bees. Some bee-keep- 
ers sell the combs instead of returning them to the 
hives, but this is a very costly way of doing business 
in so far as the bee-keeper is concerned, for it requires 
twelve or fifteen pounds of honey to produce one pound 
of comb, and yet the price of wax is seldom more 
than three times that of extracted honey. A boy can 
inaugurate a bee-keeping enterprise at any season of the 
year, but the spring is the best time, as it gives the 
young bee-keeper an opportunity for observing more 
closely the work of these industrious little creatures.

Ready- lo. Remedies. 


PLANTs WitesE MEDICINAL QUAL- 
ITIES CAMPERS SHOULD KNOw.

YEN in the midst of the best health-generating out- 
ing, there is always a chance of illness, and as one 
cannot always have at hand a physician and a phar- 
macy, an acquaintance with Nature's remedies often 
proves useful. Many people who camp in the lower alti- 
tudes have their vacation spoiled by the ubiquitous poi- 
son Oak, even though hitherto they had never succumbed 
to its attacks. Now near this same insidious poison, up 
and down the State, Nature has planted an antidote, one 
which was used by the natives before white men ever 
trod cur shore. 


This is the coffee berry, known also as the “pigeon 
berry,” and as the “yellow root.” It is a shrub from 
four to eighteen feet high, with oblong, leathery leaves 
and small, greenish-white flowers. The fruit is black 
and globular and contains two or three seeds similar to 
the coffee bean. From its seeds, it has gained its Ameri- 
can name of “coffee berry.” A wash made by steeping 
leaves and twigs is a preventive of poison oak, and also a 
cure. If the case of poison be severe, it is well to take 
a dose of the tea internally, as well as to apply it fre- 
quently externally. The virtues of this plant were 
pointed out by the Indians to the Spanish padres, and 
they gave it.the name it still bears in commerce, Cascara 
sagrada, or sacred bark. It is considered one of ‘tne 
most valuable laxatives known in the medicinal worid 
today, and each year tons of it are exported from the 
State. 


Two other California plants form, with the coffee berry, 
the three most important vegetable additions to the 
world’s pharmacopeia of the last century. These are 
the yerba santa, or “holy plant,” and the grindeija, both 
known to the Indians from time immemorial. Both are 
effective in colds or in any trouble of the pulmonary ;ys- 
tem, and both may save the camper much anxiety. The 
yerba santa grows on dry hillsides in Western Califor- 
nia, and reaches from three to five feet. Its leaves arc 
long. narrow, stiff, leathery, ed sticky; they &re edged 
with rigid teeth, and are covered underneath with a fine 
wool, through which the prominent veins protrude. . The 
flowers are funnel-shaped and vary in color from white 
to violet. Great quantities of the yerba santa are ex- 
ported annually, not only for its medicinal uses, but also 
to be substituted for hops in porter and similar bever- 
ages. 

The grindelia is sometimes called the gum plant or 
resin weed, or again, the August flower. It grows from 
two to four feet high, and its bright yellow flowers, 
‘which appear in summer, are similar to the sunflower. 
The resin seems to gather in form of a white gum in 
the top of its branches, and each year about five or six 
inches of the twigs are cut off and shipped East by ton 
loads. Later, we purchase it in the form of the med!- 
cine called “grindelia” to soothe whooping cough, bron. 
chitis, asthma, and kindred complaints. ; 


Even more common than.goffee berry, yerba santa, or 
grindelia, is the manzanita, and it is a great blessing to 
the valley dweller who ascends to higher altitudes. 
Rarely a summer passes that a scourge of dysentery does 
not attack the Sierran camps, chiefly due to the over- 
indulgence in the mountain water. A tea of manzanita 
will cure every case. Indeed, it has been effective when 
a physician’s medicines have been powerless. The man- 
zanita is also used in formal medicines as a cure for ca- 
tarrh of the throat and the stomach. 

There is no excuse for a camper suffering any common 
disease for want of a remedy. If he have colds, aside 
from yerba santa and grindelia, Nature offers him the 
choice of a tea of fragrant elder blossom, a decoction of 
horehnound, which plant, by the way, is only an immi- 
grant to our shores, a tincture of sunflower, which is also 
adopted as an official drug for asthma, throat diseases, 
and influenza, or an extract of wild peony, which will 
also allay dyspepsia. 

If he is a victim to catarrh, he can lie on a pillow of 
the common everlasting blossom, make a tea from the 
bark of the root of the mountain birch; or, if he be south 
of Santa Barbara, use a snuff made of dried woolly blue 
curls. This flower was called romero, or rosemary, by 
the Spanish Californians, and by that name it is known 
in medicine. Fried in oil, it was used as an ointment 
for ulcers, and it is valuable liniment for all muscular 
troubles. 

If he suffers from rheumatism, there is the dogbane, 
the root of the skunk cabbage, which is also made into a 
salve for ringworm and white swelling, and which is, it 
is claimed, the principal ingredient of certain patent med- 
icines; the white-veined shin leaf, whose name is dor 
rowed from its English cousin that is used by the peas- 
ants as plasters for bruises and sores; and the clematis, 
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| @ maddening effect on those who eat them. The former

If he succumb to fever, he can make a tea of the button 
bush, or button willow, which is alsc a good laxative, a 
tonic, and a cough cure; or a tea of the blue-eyed grass, 
which will sustain a patient for Several days without 
other food; or an infusion of bedstraw. 

After dwelling on the remedies Nature provides, it may 
be well to mention some of the plants one should avoid. 
The two daturas, the large-flowered white one and the 
common jimson weed, are both Both have 


was used by the Indians to stimulate their warriors be- 
fore entering battle, and it was also fed to children to 
produce a trance in which they could predict the future, 4 
The bulb of the zyadene has earned its title of “death 
camaso; the larkspur and the holly-leaved cherry are 
both poisonous to sheep and cattle: the beautiful azalea 
hides death in flower, leaves, and root; the white night- 
shade is equally vicious; the largest flowered phacelia 
poisons many persons by the mere gathering; the monks- 
hood, or aconite, is disastrous to animals, and the 
euphorbia poisons when brought into contact with 
wounds, and it affects the eyes if held near them. 
„However, the helpful plants far exceed the poisonous 
ones, both in number of species and in frequency of indi- 
viduals. Having acquired the habit of observation, the 
camper can wander into the utmost wilds of the State 
feeling as secure from sickness as if accompanied by 
his private physician.

THE PRESIDENT AT WORK. 

President Rooseygit usually rises at 8 and gets to his 
office by half-past 9. He is then busy with his secretary, 
Mr. Loeb, or with a stenographer, until 10, when he re- 
ceives callers who have made previous engagements. 
His morning, except on Tuesdays and Fridays, which are 
the regular days for cabinet meetings, is occupied with 
visitors until half-past 1 or a quarter of 2, when he goes 
to lunch. Then he often has as his guest sorfe man of 
national prominence with whom he discusses questions 
of state. Mr. Rosevelt is one of the most accessible of 
Presidents, and sees, on business of importance, an av- 
erage of at least forty people a day. In addition are the 
visitors to town who come to “pay their respects” and 
whom he always makes a point of seeing, if time permits, 
greeting them gladly and making them feel, most wel- 2 
come. 

In the afternoon the President is in his office from a 
quarter to 3 until 5. Then, too, he sees those who have 
important matters to discuss with him, and often mem- 
bers of the press, who are anxious to be set right on 
some matter prominent in the public eye. ; 

Every morning, except Sunday the President must re- 
ceive many callers, who come on every imaginable er- 
rand. He is asked a question by a prominent legislator, 
political leader, influential citizen, or moulder of public 
opinion. A reply is imperative. The subject may be 
entirely new, but the answer may make or break the ad- 
ministration. A negative response to a request may 
make a bitter enemy. But he cannot hesitate. Favors 
are sought without end. He is soon tempted to think * 
that everybody who comes has an ulterior motive. If it 
were not for his enthusiastic and hopeful view of life he 
would be threatened with a severe attack of pessimism. 

When the President remains standing during an inter- 
view, it is a polite hint to the visitor to be brief. When 
he desires to discuss a question at length he sits down. 

President Roosevelt works hard when he works, and 
he plays hard when he plays. He craves exercise that is 
rough, rides hard, walks vigorously, plays tennis with 
eagerness and skill, and fences aggressively. When the 
weather permits, he seeks to be outdoors from 5 ‘o 7. 
When, in the winter, this is impossible, he exercises at 
home. Dining at half-past 7, he generally has callers 
later with whom he discusses public affairs, and he fre- 
quently has a stenographer come in to take a dictation on 
an important subject. For him _ there is always the 
heavy care of bis office and the ever-present unsolved 
problem demanding earnest and careful consideration. 

It is a hard, earnest, responsible life, this administra- 
tion of the affairs of 80,000,000 people, especially in the 
montbs preceding a Presidential campaign, but Theodore 
Roosevelt seems to enjoy it.—[Albert Halstead, in Les- 
lie's Weekly.

by manufacturers of perfumes, soaps, etc. Perfume man- 
afacturers take the most nearly perfect of these oi!s 
and will pay high for the purest. Next in importance 
are the manufacturers of soap, who use essential oiis 
to disguise or neutralize the disagreeable odor of the 
soap. Essential oils are used also by druggists and con- 
fectioners. The mode of manufacture of the oils will 
show to some extent why they have never been man- 
afactured in this country. The rind of the fruit is bent 
back, the oil cells are broken and the oil is thrown out 
Into a sponge. A skilled laborer in France or Italy can 
handle only 1000 fruit in a day. For ten hours’ work 
he receives 40 cents, and in this time he has produced 
pil worth $2. Here, with labor at $2, it would, of course, 
be impossible to manufacture oil that would sell for the 
mere cost of labor. 

“Second—The fruit acids. Citric acid is a product of 
great importance. It sets color in cloth or silk without 
any observable bad effects. Any soda-water fountain 
consumes from 400 to 800 pounds of this acid yearly. 
Lactic acid is very valuable and sells for 50 cents a 
poun 1. 

“The peel. The candied peel is also used, having been 
preserved in brine before it is candied. The process of 
candying is very simple. The peel rests in a weak sugar 
solution for twenty-four hours; it is then placed in a 
stronger solution, and this goes on for eight days, when 
it is ready to put in a very heavy solution and then re- 
move and dry. In the preparation of elixirs also e 
essential oils are used. The labor needed to prepare the 
peel for elixirs would also be sufficient preparation for 
drying. 

“Fourth—Fruit-juice products. There are three—cit- 
ric, iactic and acetic acid. The orange produces only 
about one per cent. citric acid to the lemon's ten or 
twelve per cent. The methods in use have been in 
vogue for many years. Efforts on this coast to manu- 
facture citric acid have all been by old-line methods. It 
By this method the pulp 


lime stone. The lactic acid is produced from the sugar 
in the fruit, and from this sugar acetic acid is also 
produced. It is an important unguent and in demand 
amon: chemists. 


“Fifth—Fruit juices are still left. These are used in 
soda-water fountains. It has been found difficult to man- 
ufacture a product which would not ferment, but this 
has been done by concentration. Pomelo juice has had 


a large sale in concentrated form. These juices may 


also be converted into wine and vinegar. The orange 
wine, however, leaves a bad taste in the mouth wher 
the peel is used. Vinegar is difficult to make for the 
same reason that wine is difficult—the fruit has to be 
worked up to a certain point before it can profitably 
be made into vinegar. You would be surprised to know 
what quantities of the California oranges which go East 
are manufactured into some form of jelly or marma- 
lade. You rarely see an orange jam on the market, 
because there is more. market for peach jam and other 
things raised in the East. The orange jam is not, there- 
fore, sold as orange jam, but is disguised with other 
fruit juices and sold under a different name. 

“Now, what will a ton of fruit produce? It will fur- 
nish 990 pounds of peel, 900 pounds of juice, and 200 
pounds of cellulose. The peel can be made to produce 
$34 worth of essential oils, $160 worth of candied or- 
ange peel, and $13 worth of dried orange peel. Then 
there are the juice product—the essential oils—and the 
fruit juices, which are worth $1.50 per gallon. 

“A plant or any industry based on utilization of these 
by-products must be prepared to manufacture juice 
products also. Here is the place where many attempts 
of this sort have failed. A business built on a substan- 
tial basis must look toward the manufacture of at least 
one peel product and one juice product. It would be 
better still if it could manufacture all the juice products 
and all the peel products.” | 


New Observatory. 


ROF. HALE'S big observatory on Wilson’s Peak, just 
back of Pasadena, is nearing completion. The Pas- 
adena News says: ; 

“Ever since Prof. Hale’s plans were made known, and 
his choice of Mount Wilson as a site was first made 
known through the columns of The News, the big ob- 
servatory has been a matter of public interest, and last 
week when. the mighty horde of Elks _Stormed the 
heights of Mount Wilson some of them naturally nosed 
around the observatory. Prof. Hale was. not there, and 
his two assistants would not talk, in fact they refused 
even to be seen, except through a window. The thing 
is there, however, and it is so big that it cannot well 
be concealed. 

“Prof. Hale has caused to be erected a neat and sub- 
stantial house, wherein the attachés, with the delicate 
instruments, will be housed when all is done. Among 
these are the anemometer, a queer, cup-shaped wheel for 
measuring the velocity of the wind; a ‘self-recording 
thermometer, by means of which t can be ascertained 


or night, and the record is automatically kept by a

pen working on the face of a clock dial. 

“But the chief object of interest is the big telescope 
itself. On a natural slope of the mountain this huge 
instrument of astronomy is being constructed, piece by 
piece, and with the shed that is over it one might eas- 
ily imagine that some wary inventor had sought this 
seclusion to work out a scheme of aerial flight. The 
telescope is over fifty feet long, and the cylinder is more 
than a foot in diameter. Although the cylinder itself is 
not yet finished, some of the recording instruments have 
already been placed at each end, and it is expected wil! 
in a short time be in operation. The machine points 
due south and upward, intending, perhaps, to catch tbe 
sun at midday, when the spectroheliograph will then 
get in its work in photographing the sun surfaces. 

“The observatory is located 5886 feet above sea level, 
and is on the highest point of the mountain.“ 


Mesquite Trees for Shade. 


HE mesquite is a valuable tree that grows over 2 

large area of Arizona and other so-called desert sec- 
tions of the Southwest. It is largely uSed in Arizona 
for fuel. The beans also furnish valuable feed for stock, 
and are used to some extent by the Indians. The Co- 
achella Submarine, published below sea level on the 
Colorado desert, suggests another use for the mesquite, 
as a shade tree. The Submarine says: 3 | 

“While we are talking of planting shade trees, why 
not take up the idea of a systematic planting of mesquite 
trees? It is the general impression that these trees are 
of slow growth, but this has been proved to be a mis- 
take. We have helped to prove it. Back of the big 
pile of adobes on our lot, (corner Vine avenue and Firs: 
street south,) upon which we will erect a big building 
as soon as our subscribers pay in what they owe us 
is a mesquite tree ten feet tall that was only a one 
and one-half inch bush fourteen months ago. It had 
the advantage of having an irrigating ditch run along- 
side it, and therefore has thrived amazingly, and s0 
will any mesquite tree that is given as much water as 
is given a cottonwood tree. It is a really beautiful tree 
when it is trimmed, for when this slight attention is be 
stowed upon i the trunk grows straight up.

The State of Sonora. 
HE State of Sonora, in Mexico, ts one of the best- 
known sections of the Mexican republic to Americans, 

owing to its proximity. At Nogales, on the frontier 
of Arizona and Sonora, there is—or was—an establish- 
ment where the bar is on the American side and’ the 
cigar counter on the Mexican side, so that patrons 
could obtain a Mexican cigar duty free. A Hermosillo 
correspondent of the Republican writes as follows in 
regard to Sonora: 


“The State of Sonora lies in the extreme northwest- 
ern part of the republic of Mexico. It is bounded on 
the south and west by the Gulf of California, the north 
by Arizona, and the east by Chihuahua and Sinaloa. 
The great Sierra Madre, or mother range, traverses the 
State from north to south along the eastern boundary, 
having an altiude of 6000 to 11,000 feet. The top of the 
mountain is comparatively level, and on the eastern side 
slopes gradually to the elevated plateau extending along 
the eastern side of the Rocky Mountain system, at an 
elevation of 4000 to 7000 feet. On the western slope it 
is much more precipitous, descending rapidly to the 
western plains, which are only a little above sea level 
in west and south, but rise to an elevation of 2000 feet 
in the northern part of the State. This latter elevation 
is characterized by numerous Short desert ranges, hav- 
ing a general northwest strike, and nearly all highly 
mineralized, being separated by. broad, sandy valleys. 
This section has many rich gold placers which have 
been worked fer hundreds of years by the natives, with 
the batea and scarcely-less primitive dry washer. But 
even by these crude mtehods many millions of dollars 
have been realized. 

“There has been considerable vein prospecting and 
development carried on in this section in the past few 
years, with gratifying results. In the eastern part of 
the State are the foothills of the Sierra Madres, although 
some cf them attain to the dignity of. mountains hay- 
ing an elevation as high as 8000 feet, abounding in min- 
erals. Owing to their inaccessibility, distance from 
transportation, etc., they are practically virgin territory, 
offering an inviting fleld for the prospector and investor, 
already having been prospected sufficiently to prove 
that here is one of the richest mineral belts on the 
American continent.

sweat glands. It must not be dry and cracked, else 
it will not protect, therefore it has oil glands, called 
sebaceous. The hairs have little muscles attached to 
them which can contract and cause gooseflesh. All of 
these functions aré presided over by the superficial 
branch of the spinal nerve. There are many kinds of 
sensation in the skin; common sensation, heat, cold, 
pain and pressure. Now, the muscles have a form of 
sensation, therefore there are sensory and motor nerves 
distributed in them, and these muscles are attached 
to the movable bones, which may be displaced, if the 
muscles pull too hard without opposition. The pleura 
has sensation and supplies a lubricating liquid, there- 
fore sensory and secretory nerves are distributed to 
it. The liver and gall bladder have many functions, all 
dependent on the nerve control. All of these struc- 
tures have blood vessels which are controlled by fibers 
from this nerve trunk through the medium of the sym- 
pathetic nervous system. 

“It is possible to have a sore finger and still use 
your band, but the well fingers do not work so joy- 
ously as when all are well. One finger may be so sore 
as to make ali feel distressed. One branch of this tenth 
dorsal nerve trunk may be disturbed, but it nearly al- 
ways affects the others. When we press into the mus- 
cles of the back to eve loose bowels, we do not touch 
the nerve to the*bowels, but that nerve feels the influ- 
ence of our restraining pressure, because it is a part 
of the same nerve trunk at its origin. 

“Every boy and girl in the public school ought to be 
taught something more than just the fact that we have 
a nervous system. The plan of nerve distribution and 
the approximate spinal area from which every portion 
of the body receives its nerves ought to be common 
knowledge. Strange to relate, it isn’t common know!- 
edge, even to the average medical practitioner. That 
is the reason that the large proportion of medical men 
cannot understand the results secured by the ostco- 
pathic methods of adjusting vertebrae and ribs. 

“Let us see what the result of disturbing this tenth 
dorsal nerve might be. The secretory and sensory fibers 
to the skin raight cause a case of shingles. The sensory 
and motor nerves to the muscles might cause intercostal! 
neuralgia. The sensory and secretory nerves to the 


pleura might cause pleurisy. The sensory and 
secretory nerves to the liver might cause 
any degree of inflammation in that organ. 


The sensory and secretory nerves to the gall 
bladder might cause jaundice or gall stonés. We cer- 
tainly have a diversity of so-called diseases in this 
enumeration, but each diséase is merely the indication 
that the tenth dorsal nerve is disturbed, and the cir- 
culation which controls it, and is, in turn, controlled 
by it, ie disturbed. The symptoms are entirely depend- 
ent on the kind of tissue innervated. You can't get blood 
out of a turnip, neither can the skin cramp or mucous 
come cut of a muscle. 

“In case of any of the diseases mentioned, tension 
and tenderness will be found around the tenth dorsal 
spine If you use pressure, heat, or counter-irritation, 
use it at the spine in preference to the anterior sur- 
face of the body. The influence will be much greater. 
Any of these diseases are serious and painful. The pain 
will chase with relaxation. Secure as much relaxation 
as you can by pressure or heat, then call in some physi- 
cian for an accurate diagnosis and corrective treat- 
ment.

Hygienic Laws of Moses. 


S frequently mentioned in this department, many of 

the laws given to the Jews by Moses are excellent, 
from a hygienic standpoint. Such, for instance, as ab- 
stention from the flesh of that filthy animal the swine, 
the careful inspection and method of killing of ani- 
mals for food, the rule against taking milk and meat 
at the same meal, circumcision, and a number of others. 
Pork is admittedly the source of many evils. It is 
said that no non-pork eater ever had cancer. Circum- 


of cision is not peculiar to the Jews, but is practiced 


among the Mohammedans and many other races. It 
has become quite popular among Christians of late. 
The Jewish laws say nothing in regard to female cir- 
cumcision, which is also occasionally a very helpful 
operation. 


vigor of the Jewish race is largely due to the observ- 


unfortunately many Jews are nowadays very loose in 
this regard. In fact, many young Jews appear to be 
ashamed of their race, although it is the oldest, and 
in some respects the noblest race in the world—a race 
that was a powerful nation when most of our ancestors 
were savages. 

The great central point about the Jewish laws appears 
to be “oneness,” as distinguished from the trinity idea 
of Christianity. Mixing of foods and of anything else 
is strongly forbidden. Hygienists have arrived at the 
conclusion that this is a most important point. Moses 
carrie] the idea of oneness to an extreme. It was for- 
bidden to hitch an ox and a horse together. It was 
forbidden to plant different vegetables alongside each 
other, and even to wear a garment composed of part 
wool end part cotton. The modern Jew who should at- 
tempt to carry out this last-named law would find many 
difficulties. Modern hygiene bas strikingly confirmed 
the wisdom of Moses's injunctions against mixing a 
number of different foods at the same meal. Hygienists 
now beliéve that this is one of the most frequent causes 
of gastric disturbances. 

It is to be regretted that Moses did not go farther 
and condemn flesh eating altogether. While the Chil- 
dren of Israel were wandering in the wilderness they

known as “manna,” but we read that they began to 


sigh for the “fleshpots of Egypt.” This manta was prob- | 


ably ceficient in nitrogenous matter—something like ar- 
rowroot or tapicra. 

The editor is «indebted to Ellis Cohn of Los Angeles 
for a copy of a pamphlet entitled “The Jewish Dietary 
Laws From a Scientific Standpoint,” by Dr. N. E. Aron- 
stam. It is printed from ‘the Medical Age of February 
25. Dr. Aronstam commences his exposition as fol- 
lows: 

“The Hebrew word ‘kosher’ denotes any alimentary 
substance of foodstuff which by virtue of its salutary 


nature is conducive toward the proper nourishment and 


maintenance of the human economy, without giving 
rise to any disturbances after being ingested. ‘Treife’ 
signifies anything which, possessing more or less toxic 
or unsalubrious properties, is not alone unable to sus- 
tain the wants of the organism, but is also instrumental 
in the possible creation of symptoms directly or indi- 
rectly attributable to the food partaken. In short, 
‘kosher’ means- wholesome and sanitary, while ‘treife’ 
conveys the idea of anything unhealthy, malign, poi- 
sonous, and inefficient for the needs of the human 
body.” 

The author then puts forth the theory that evolution- 
ary zoélogy teaches us that animal organisms of a 
simple anatomical construction are less adapted to Al- 
mentary purposes than those of a complex conatitution. 
Further on, he states that the human stomach is the 
most complex of the entire animal kingdom, and adds, 
in italics: “Moreover, the consumption of such articles 
of diet showing a higher degree in the scale of evolu- 
tion is of paramount importance in keeping up a equi- 
librium of the human system.” 


What an absurd conclusion this unfounded argument 
The consumption of “compli- 
cated” animal food is of high importance, is it? Man is 
the most complicated of all animals. Therefore, in or- 
der to arrive at physical perfection we should all be- 
come cannibals. How absurd! What follies men perpe- 
trate when they begin to stray ‘away from the natural 
food—the food of our ancestors, the gorrillas and apo? 


If, however, men will eat meat, let them by all means 
see that it is as innocuous and cleanly as possible. This 
the Jews do. As to the Jewish method of killing, Dr. 
Aronstam says: 

The most superficial location of this 
nerve is the anterior cervical triangle. In the same vi- 
cinity we also find two large and important blood ves- 
sels, viz., the carotid artery and jugular vein. If any 
of these structures be cut, the nerve is divided at the 
same time, and death is thus inevitable. A sharp in- 
strument cutting and severing these vital points will 
immediately thaow the animal into a state of absolute 
unconsciousness, and extinction of life will follow al- 
most imme.iately. 


“The animal slaughtered in the above manner loses 
enormous quantities of blood, which is thus prevented 
from accumulating in other parts of the carcass, which 
would be the case were the animal to be killed by the 
usual method in vogue now—namely, stunning it. The 
blood thus _accumulated disintegrates or decomposes 
fibrous structures quicker than when allowed to escape. 
Blood itself is a good disinfectant; but allow it to be- 
come stagnant in one place for some time, and it will 
soon become the recipient of numberless forms of lower 
animal life.” 

As to the careful inspection of meat by the Jews, the 
author says: 

“The ritual inspection of meat, as exercised by the 
Jews, prevents a number of infected carcasses from 
gaining access to the butcher shop. The ‘shochet’ scrup- 
ulousiy examines the interior of every animal and re- 
jects anything bearing the stamp of suspicion. He scru- 
tinizes the lungs of every slaughtered animal for traces 
of consumption; he inspects the heart and digestive or- 
gans for signs and vestiges of disease and foreign bodies, 
respectively, and declares all diseased cAircasses unsult- 
able for the dietary—prohibited—‘treife.” 
The editor strongly advises those who eat flesh food 
to procure their meat, wherever possible, from “kosher” 
butchers.

Drugs, Food and Diseases. 


ERE are a couple of excellent extracts from “A 
Stuffed Club” for June: 

“How many understand the words sickness or ill 
health? They mean an effort on the part of the body 
to throw off disease. When this is understood it is then 
easy to go a step further and understand that a cure 
does not consist of stopping pain, checking a diarrhea, 
cooling a fever, assuaging a cough, or stimulating im- 
peded action. 

“To quickly stop a pain with a hypodermic of mor- 
' phine appeals to the thoughtless as a beneficent act, 
when in reality it deadens sensibility and hushes the 
natural cry for relief. The act has much of the same 
significance as a gag in the mouth of the victim of 
a robber; it hushes the outcry while the rifling goes on. 
A stopped pain is not a cured pain. The only cure is 
to know the cause and relieve it by removing the cause. 

“If drugs should be left out and only food given, the 
whole face of symptomatology would be changed, and 
the same would be the result if drugs were given and 
food left out; then if both were cut out, text- books 
would have to be rewritten.” 


By the way, the editor regards this little monthly 
publication of Dr. J. H. Tilden of Denver, as the best 
of ail the hygienic publications in the United States— 
or in the world, for that matter.

Diet for Consumptives. 


HE following article from Everybody's Magazine 

was republished in The Times Magazine on Sumlay 
last. It should not be allowed to go without comment: 
ou have to eat at a sanitarium for consumptives, 
hungry or nor. There are no big gorges to overwork the 
stomach, bus there are six meals a day of moderate size. 
Some patienig can eat full meals and then swallow thir- 
ty-six raw egys a day. The aim of the treatment in 
these sunatoria is to get the sick man to drink three 
quarts of milk end eat a dozen raw eggs a day in addi- 
tion to his reguiar meals of simple food. 

Aud you must eat meat and plenty of it, Don’t cut 
the fat off. The cow got most of the good out of the 
lean in her lifetime. The fat is what will do you good. 
All that there is to cod liver oil that makes it worth 
while is that it is a fat easy to assimilate. Bacon fat is 
nearly as easy to ‘!gest, and about 500 times as easy to 
take. I had a dose of cod liver oil about eleven years 
ago. I believe I can taste it yet. 

Fruits and salads you may eat, merely to amuse 
yourseif and pass the time. But you are wasting stom- 
ach room on them. Milk, eggs, meat and hard breads 
for you if you are to get well. Not a great deal at a 
time, Lut often.’” 

It ts scarcely necessary to say—as the editor has said 
on previous occasions—that this stuffing of consump- 
tives is a grave mistake which can only lead to serious 
consequences. Possibly some patients—who must have 
considerable of the hog in their composition—may be 
able to eat six full meals a day, and then swallow thirty- 
six raw eggs a day, or drink three quarts of milk aad 
eat a dozen raw eggs a day in addition to the regular 
meals, but rest assured that it will only be a brief 
time before, under such abnormal and absurdly exag- 
geraied diet, the stomach will rebel, and the advantage 
gained by the consumptive will be more than lost. Then 
again, the advice to eat meat and plenty of it is 
wrong—radically wrong. Animal fat is among the least 
digestible of food substances. For that substitute cream, 
or pure olive oll, beaten up into an emulsion, or nut 
butter—not peanut butter, but the butter of true auts 
—or ripe olives. Fancy advising the fat of an unclean 
animal like the hog as a food for invalids! 

You are “wasting stomach. room” on fruits and sal- 
ads, are you? See how long you can dispense with 
fruits and salads before you get your stomach chock full 
of uric acid and your liver congested. What nonsense! 
When, oh, when, will our doctor friends and the people 
at large begin to learn a little common sense about the 
hygiene of diet? :

If the correspondent had visited 
some of the gardens where strawberries, lettuce and 
other plants growing near the surface had been irrigated 
with sewage water, and had noted here and there the 
crude remnants of water-closet output to be seen, he

—are grown. For this reason, if for no other, every fam- 
ily should attempt to grow its own strawberries and 
galad plants.

either in the house or out doors, is fast gaining favor 
among the younger girls. : 

It is called “belle cycle,” and was invented by a teach- 
er at Wellesley College for the purpose of bringing into 
action certain motions needed for the developing and 
strengthening of the chest, and is, therefore, not only a 
pleasant pastime but is also a beneficial exercise. 

It can be played by one or more players, but the most 
pleasure is found in a game where there are just two. 

Each player is supplied with two wands, about two 
and a half feet long, and stands with arms outstretched 
holding the wands crossed at about one-third of their 
length from the point. 

If there are two players they stand facing each other; 
when there are more they stand in a circle. On the 
wands of the one who has first play hangs a hoop, about 
a foot in diameter. With a quick motion the player 
draws the wands across each other and apart, a motion 
which throws her shoulders back in the most approved 
fashion, and the hoop sails gracefully through the air 
and is deftly caught on the crossed sticks of the one 
to whom it was directed.

Tun Story oF THE HOLY GRAIL AND 
His PAINTING OF Sin GALAHAD. 


In a dim, rich city, that tower after tower and spire 
after spire climbed the sacred mountain of Camelot, was 
a grea: hall. Four rows of sculpture girded the massive 
building, and between the rows were mystic symbols. 
In the first row there were figures of beasts slaying men: 
in the second, figures of men slaying beasts; in the thir? 
were warriors, perfect men, and in the fourth, men with 
growing wings. Over all was one statue of the King 
with a crown, and with wings pointed to the north star. 
The statue pointed eastward, and the crown and both 
the wings were made of gold, so that at sunrise it 
flame i till the people in far-off fields might see it. 

Within, the hall was broader and higher than any 
other in al! the land. Twelve great windows were pic- 

- tured stories of the wars of the King, and through these 
great battles streamed the light that fell upon the table.

Then all at once, as he sat down, there was a sound 
overhead like a crash of thunder, and so loud and 
strange that they thought the walls were crumbling. 
With it there was a flash of light seven times brighter 
than day, and down this beam of light came a beautiful 
cup, rose hued, and shrouded in a shining cloud. No one 
could see who bore it, but, as it passed, each knight 
saw the faces of the others, glorious and beautiful. 
‘Then it vanished from sight and all the knights aros>, 
staring at each other, and they knew that they had seen 

the Holy Grail. | 

This Holy Grail was the one light mcst longed for by 
all. Legend says that the cup from which the Savior 
drank at the Last Supper passed afterward into the 
hands of Pilate, who bestowed it upon Joseph of Ari- 
mathea. In his wanderings he brought it- to Glaston- 
bury, in England, and there it remained for a time, and 
if anyone could touch or see it he was healed at once 
of his ills. Buc the times grew evil and the cup s- 
appeared. Men sought it and longed for its appearance, 

but none found it. At last King Arthur established his 
Round. Table at Camelot, and he and his knights fought 
against sin and wickedness and the world grew better, 
so that people began to think that now the cup would 
come again. They called this cup the Holy Grail, grail 
meaning cup. 

A maid who had fasted and prayed till it seemed as 
if she might have risen and floated away, was the one 
who first saw it after these years of disappearance. She 
was wakened at night by the sound of a silver horn 
blown from far over the hills. “It is not the King’s 
custom,“ she thought, “to hunt by moonlight. As she 
listened the sound came nearer, and no harp or horn 
was like the music that it made. Then a long beam 
of light streamed into the room, and in it the cup rose— 
red, while all the walls gleamed with rosy color, that 
flamed and leaped as if alive. Then the cup passed, 
the light faded, and the rosy ouivering died into dark- 
ness. The knights, hearing of her vision, knew that 
the Holy Grail was again among them, and they, tog. 
had fasted and prayed, hoping that it might come to 
them. 

Now, as it came to them and vanished again, they 
rose, and each one took a vow to devote a year and a 
day, or :onger, if need be, to go in quest of the cup, 
and never to return to court until they had seen it. For 
the table in the great hall at Camelot was made in mem- 
ory of the table from which the Last Supper was eaten, 
only it was round, to resemble the earth, and it was 
called the Round Table. So King Arthur and his knights 
sought more than all others for the cup that always 
brought such good to mankind,

Full of hope was 
this young iad, and full of eagerness for his first quest. 
Often as he rode through the deep forest he would hear 
a sourd as of the singing of hymns, and when he passed 


pers on the snowy altar cloth, and heard voices when 
none were there. Sometimes, mounted, he rode through 
towns where all were sleeping. Streets were muffied in 
snow. the tempest was beating on the fields: but he 
seemed to see only blessed forms flying over the plains, 
and as they floated on golden wings they bore the Holy 
Grail. 


To him was given such hope that he knew no fear. 
Though he sought far and wide for the cup, he never 
forgot or forebore to fight the battles of those in need or 
in trouble.

SUMMER HINTS. 


Tun SKILLFUL PREPARATION OF CHOICE JA ee 
JELIAES AND PICKLES. 


In these days of health foods and fads, to say nothing 
of “faddists,” t was with some fear and trembling tha: 
| essayed to disseminate a little knowledge, on the art 
of making pickies and preserves. In fact, I was led to 
consult with four prominent physicians on the subject. 
They one and all concurred in the opinion that, while 
pickles, catsups, etc., could not be classed as among the 
most nutritious articles for daily diet, they still served a 

When pure and home-made, eaten in small 
quantities, they were pronounced a not unwholesome ap- 
petizer, and adjunct to the meal we call dinner. 

In regard to jellies and preserved fruits it was decided 
that while fruit fresh from the vine or tree was by far 
the most healthfui, yet for obvious reasons, it being im- 
possible to obtain it the year around in that form, the 
next best way was to preserve it in some manner. it 
was decided, also, that in the corivalescing stage of va- 
rious illnesses, the acid jellies, such as currant, Logan- 
berry, etc., possessed a certain medicinal value, while 
blackberry jelly and cordtal was good in mild cases of 
bowel trouble. 

Thus fortified, I append some choice and well-tried 
recipes for the above delicacics. 


dellies. 


To make clear, beautiful jelly, the fruit must be fresh, 
not overripe, and all blemishes removed. Have the bags 
used for straining, clean and white. Use a porcelain or 
granite kettle. Currants, and all berries should be gen- 
tly rinsed in cold water to remove dust and insects, then 
placed in a kettle and stirred to start the juice. Sim- 
mer twenty minutes, then strain through a jelly bag. If 
a particularly clear, sparkling jelly be desired, strain two 
or even three times. To every pint of juice add one 
pound of sugar, and boil twenty minutes. 

Strain through cheese cloth into the glasses. This will 
be found a good and reliable rule for nearly all varie- 
ties of jelly, with the exception of grape, which is ofien 
quite vexatious with its perverse inclinations. 

A grape jelly which will not crystallize is made as fol- 
lows: Cover partly ripe grapes with water, boil twenty 
minutes, strain through a bag without squeezing. Let it 
and over night, strain again, and boil twenty minutes. 
Add a pint of sugar for every pint of juice, and boil five 
minutes, then strain into jelly glasses. 


Currant and Raspberry Jam. 


Take equal quantities of currants and raspberries, add | 


three-fourths the amount of sugar, mash together with a 
silver spoon, and cook gently until a little, tried on a 
plate, will jelly. Seal up while hot in pint jars. 


Blackberry and Loganberry Jam. 


Use equal quantities of the two varieties of berries, 
mash and pick them over, put them into a kettle and 
place over gentle heat, stirring end mashing well in the 
Meantime. Let boil until the Derries are soft, then put 
trough a hair sieve. To every quart of this mixture 
gad one quart of sugar, and boil untl it jellies; pour into 
jelly tumblers, ceal tightly, and keep in a cool place. 


Strawberry Jam. 


Wash and hull the berries, then weigh them, using 
half their weight in sugar, put the berries into a pre- 
serving kettle over a moderate fire, and stew a half hour. 
Add the sugar, and cook for another half hour. Seal up 
ia—-small jars, while hot. 


Candied Fruits. 


— 

Make a thick syrup of one cupful of water to one 
pound of sugar. When boiled and freed from all scum, 
drop in the cherries, plums, berries, the halves of apri- 
cots, pears, peaches or any preferred fruit, and cook un- 
til tender—no longer. Let them remain in this syrup 
two days, then drain, roll in sugar and dry slowly, roll 
in fresh sugar each day, and when thoroughly dried, 
pack in paper-lined tin boxes. 


Ginger and Watermelon Preserves. 
To six pounds of watermelon rind, pared, sticea or ent 


into fancy shapes, use five pounds | of sugar, four lemons, 
and a quarter of a pound of ginger root. Boil the rind 


Blice the lemons, remove the seeds and cut each slice into 
four sections. Tie the bruised ginger root in a muslin 
bag, and with the lemons put to cook in four cupfuis of 
water. Boil ten—mmMmutes, then add the sugar, boil, and 
remove all scum, put in the rind, and cook long and 
slowly until the preserve is thick and clear. If by any 
chance it should turn sugary in the cooking, add a litile 
Water. Remove the ginger before too much of its 
Strength is extracted. This is a delicious sweet of the 
olden times. 

All jellies, jams and preserves are more delicately fla- 
Yored and of a clearer color if made in small quantities. 


Spiced Beets. 
"Boil the beets watt tender, and remove the skin and 


Slice. Make a syrup of vinegar and sugar in proportion 
of one pint and a half of sugar to one quart of vinegar, 


come to a boil, place the sliced beets in it until heated 
through, then sea) in glass jars. Beets prepared ia this 
Way taste as though fresh from the garden. 

Pickled Cauliflower. 


Cut the cauliflower into little flowerets of equal size, 
and put them into boiling salted water. Cook for five 
minutes, drain, and just cover with vinegar, add mustard 
seed, and sugar to taste, with a dash of cayenne, heat 
through and seal in lass. 


Pickled Bel! | Peppers. 


Cut a slit in e in each pepper and remove the seeds. Let 
them soak in strong brine for two days, then wash in 
clear water, and stuff with red cabbage finely chopped 
and seasoned with minced enion and mustard seed. For 
three days in succession pour over them boiling spiced 
Vinegar, and then seal up. They are very nice prepared 
as above, only omitting the stuffing, and when desired 
for use, fill with chopped tongue, or salad, and serve 
with a salad dressing. 


Bordeaux Sauce. 


One peck of green tomatoes, one large cahpage, eight 
medium-sized onions, one-half ounce each of turmeric 
powder, celery seed, whole cloves and allspice, one-fourth 
of a pound of mustard seed, one and a half pounds of 
brown sugar, four red peppers, vinegar. Chop the cab- 
bage, tomatoes, onions and peppers very fine, sprinkie 
well with salt and let remain several hours, then drain; 
add the other ingredients, cover with good vinegar, cook 
until tender and seal in glass fruit jars. 


Tomato Catsups 


One peck of ripe tomatoes, three-fourths of a cupful 
of salt, three tablespoonfuls of black pepper, one of red, 
one of allspice, one teaspoonful of cloves. Mix these all 
together and stew until very soft, nearly two hours, add 
one quart of vinegar and put through a sieve. Cook an- 
other half hour. Seal while hot. This will keep a great 
length of time. — 


Spanish Pickle. 


flowers, one dozen onions, two ounces of mustard seed, 
one-half ounce of turmeric, one-third of a box of Coic- 
man’s mustard, two pounds of brown sugar, vinegar. 
Slice the vegetables, the day before making, and sprinkle 
well with salt; next morning drain, cover with vinegar, 
add sugar and spices, and gently simmer a half-hour, 
then bottle. 


Pickled Peaches. 


Eight pounds of fruit, one pint of best vinegar, three 
pounds of sugar, one teaspoonful of cloves, two tea- 
spoonfuls of cinnamon. 

Steam the fruit until it can be pierced with a straw, boil 
vinegar, sugar and the spices, tied in a muslin cloth, to- 
gether, drop the peaches in for five minutes, “6 seal ia 
glass jars. 

Pears are fine prepared in the same way.

SMALLEST AUTOMOBILE.

The little voiturette in question is an exact reproduc- 
tion of the larger carriages manufactured. It has a one 
and three-quarter horse power motor, with two changes
